at Is the Council? 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council of 


the Act, the SSHRC, the Medical Research Council and 
the Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council 
administer federal funds for university-based research 
and other scholarly activity. 

The SSHRC is governed by a 22-member appointed 
Council chosen from the academic community and 
major interest sectors of society. An Advisory Academic 
Panel is broadly representative of the various disciplines 
in the humanities and social sciences. 

The Council is primarily a grant-giving body whose 
funds are voted by Parliament. Its mandate, in the terms 
of section 5 of the Government Organization (Scientific 
Activities) Act, 1976, is to “promote and assist research 
and scholarship in the social sciences and humanities; 
and to advise the Minister in respect of such matters 
relating to such research as the Minister may refer to the 
Council for its consideration.” 

In order to promote and assist Canadian research 
and scholarship in the social sciences and humanities, 
the Council has undertaken to 
e support such discipline-based research as in the 
judgment of scholars will best advance knowledge; 

e encourage research on subjects which the Council, in 
consultation with the acadernic community, considers to 
be of national importance; 

e facilitate communication among scholars in Canada 
and abroad, and stimulate dissemination of the results of 
research; 

e assist in, and advise on, maintaining and developing 
the national capacity for research. 

In pursuit of these goals, the Council administers 
programs of fellowships for research training and 
research resources and support, and grants for research, 
international scholarly exchanges, scholarly publishing, 
conferences and other research-related activities. In 
addition, the Council conducts inquiries and performs a 
leadership role in research policy in Canada, and fulfils a 
liaison function with government and the scholarly 
community. 


Qu’est-ce que le Conseil ? 


Le Conseil de recherches en sciences humaines du 
Canada a été institué en 1977 par la Loi d’action 
scientifique du Gouvernement (1976). En avril 1978, le 
nouveau Conseil a pris en charge |’administration des 
programmes gérés par la division des humanités et 
sciences sociales du Conseil des Arts. Avec le Conseil 
de recherches médicales et le Conseil de recherches en 
sciences naturelles et en génie, le CRSH constitue le 
triptyque de l’organisation des subventions fédérales a 
la recherche universitaire. 

Le CRSH est régi par un Conseil de 22 membres 
choisis parmi la communauté universitaire et divers 
autres secteurs de la société. Une Commission con- 
sultative des affaires universitaires est constituée de 
membres provenant des diverses disciplines des 
sciences humaines. 

Le CRSH est essentiellement un organisme de 
subventions qui obtient ses fonds par crédits du 
Parlement. 

Selon les termes de sa loi constituante, le mandat 
du CRSH est «de promouvoir et de soutenir la 
recherche et l’érudition dans le domaine des sciences 
humaines; de conseiller le Ministre sur les aspects de 
cette recherche que ce dernier lui demande d’exami- 
ner. » (Loi d’action scientifique du gouvernement, 
1976, article 5). 

Dans le but de promouvoir et de soutenir la 
recherche et l’érudition dans les sciences humaines au 
Canada, le Conseil a voulu s’engager a favoriser : 

e la recherche axée sur les disciplines qui de I’avis des 
spécialistes peut le mieux assurer l’avancement de la 
connaissance; 

e la recherche sur des thémes que le Conseil, a la 
suite de consultations assidues aupres de la commu- 
nauté universitaire, considére d’importance nationale; 
e les échanges entre chercheurs, du pays et de 
l’extérieur, et la diffusion des résultats de la recherche; 
e le maintien et le développement d’un réseau 
national de chercheurs et de services a la recherche. 

Le fonctionnement du Conseil comporte l’admi- 
nistration de programmes de bourses d’études et de 
subventions de recherches, de rencontres ou de 
publications, qui correspondent a l’objectif et aux buts 
qu’il s’est tracés. Le Conseil réalise en plus des études 
particuliéres et joue un rdle de leader dans la politique 
de recherche au Canada} et maintient des liens cons- 
tants avec le gouvernement et la communauté des 
chercheurs.

Making Yards While Marking Time 


The Abbé Sieyés, when asked what he had done during 
the French Revolution, replied: “I survived’. The 
Council has done better than that over the past year. 
Not that we were living through a revolution, but the 
change of reporting relationships in June of 1984, 

| followed by the General Election, meant that we 
reported to Parliament through three different ministers 
in the course of four months. A long silence was 

_ followed by a period of change. 

Secretary of State Walter F. McLean represents a 
Government with new policies and priorities. It is also 
wrestling with a huge budget deficit, while the Council 
is seeking approval for a new Five-Year Plan. This 
response to a request from the previous Government 
has preoccupied the Council and the research com- 
munity during two years of consultation and reflection. 
_ At year end, it was not known when the Cabinet would 
consider the Five-Year Plans of our own and sister 
councils. 

The wait is made easier by the expression of 
Government priorities set out in the Speech from the 
Throne. The penultimate paragraph, with its search for 
understanding, reads like a political expression of an 
academic way of life: 


Above all, my government will enlist the active 
support and participation of Canadians themselves 
as we search for a new way of addressing our 
national responsibilities: a consensus in our eco- 
nomic life, tolerance in our national life, and a deep 
commitment to social justice and peace, at home 
and in the rest of the world. 


; Similarly, the November speech by the Minister of 
Finance reminded us how much the social sciences and 
_ humanities contribute to the economic well-being of 
Canada, as well as to the social and cultural develop- 
ment of the country. 

The long wait for a decision in regard to our 
Five-Year Plan, although frustrating, has its good 
aspects. The Council has had time to demonstrate the 
close fit between SSHRC support for research and the 
stated priorities of the new Government. In this light, 
the Council has re-confirmed the Five-Year Plan 
priorities, as established in our November 1983 state- 
ment, which itself was the outcome of extensive 
consultation. They are: 

e discipline-based research; 

e strategic programs; 

e human resources development; 
¢ research communication. 

To these basic objectives, we propose to add two 
new thrusts: 

e a Canada Research Fellowship program; 
e development of a network of centres for research on 
questions of national importance. 


Comment progresser en temporisant 


Lorsqu’on lui a demandé ce qu'il avait fait pendant la 
Révolution francaise, l’abbé Sieyés a répondu : «J'ai 
vécu ». Le Conseil a fait mieux que ga I’année derniére. 
Non pas que nous ayons vécu une révolution, mais le 
changement de tutelle de juin 1984, suivi des élections 
générales, nous a fait relever de trois ministres en quatre 
mois. Une période agitée aprés un long silence. 

Le secrétaire d’Etat, M. Walter F. McLean, repré- 
sente un gouvernement ayant de nouvelles politiques et 
de nouvelles priorités. Ce gouvernement lutte contre un 
colossal déficit budgétaire, alors que le Conseil cherche a 
faire approuver son nouveau Plan quinquennal. Cette 
réponse a une demande du précédent gouvernement 
préoccupe le Conseil et le secteur de la recherche depuis 
les deux ans que durent réflexion et consultations. En 
fin d’exercice, on ignorait quand le cabinet examinerait 
notre Plan quinquennal et celui des autres conseils de 
recherche. 

L’attente est moins pénible depuis que le gouverne- 
ment a €noncé ses priorités dans le discours du trdne. 
L’avant-dernier paragraphe, qui appelle le discernement, 
se lit comme I’expression politique d’une vision académi- 
que des choses : 


Plus que tout, mon gouvernement associera pleine- 
ment les citoyens a sa recherche des nouvelles voies 
dans lesquelles il doit s’engager afin de s’acquitter 
de ses responsabilités nationales; qu'il s‘agisse du 
consensus en matiére d’économie, de la tolérance 
dans notre vie domestique ou du dévouement a la 
cause de la paix et de la justice sociale, chez nous et 
dans le reste du monde. 


De meme, le discours de novembre du ministre des 
Finances nous a rappelé combien les sciences humaines 
contribuent 4 la santé économique et au développement 
socio-culturel de notre pays. 

Bien que frustrante, la longue attente d’une décision 
concernant notre Plan quinquennal a ses bons cétés. Le 
Conseil a eu le temps de démontrer |’étroite convergence 
existant entre le financement de la recherche par le 
CRSH et les priorités énoncées par le gouvernement. 
C’est pourquoi il a reconfirmé les objectifs de son Plan 
quinquennal définis dans la déclaration de novembre 
1983, fruit de consultations approfondies. Ces objectifs 
sont les suivants : 

e la recherche axée sur les disciplines; 

e les programmes strategiques; 

e le perfectionnement des ressources humaines; 
e la diffusion de la recherche. 

Nous proposons d’ajouter deux impulsions a ces 
objectifs fondamentaux : 
¢ un programme de bourses de recherche du Canada; 

e un réseau de centres de recherche sur des questions 
d‘importance nationale.

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Another positive aspect is that we have had time to 
improve our internal organization. When I came to the 
Council two years ago (after an interregnum where | 
spanned two positions) an early initiative was to go 
West, to meet with our constituency in that sometimes 
neglected part of the country. In the airplane, I began to 
list the areas in which, it seemed, we needed to make 
improvements if we were to serve all of our “clients” in 
an effective and efficient manner. 

At the end of that stream-of-consciousness exercise, 
I grouped the problems and attempted to order them by 
priority, but could define no rationale for tackling one 
before the other. The message was: Attack all at once. 

A new Five-Year Plan was an obvious starting 
point, based on improved communications with our 
community, a good self-image, and a good image with 
Government. Image, profile and information clustered as 
an immediate concern. The question of rebuilding our 
governing Council, of achieving a better mix and 
balance, was another. There was a grossly inadequate 
representation of women, business people and franco- 
phones among the members. 

Our regulations needed streamlining and simplifica- 
tion. Management had to be more candid and open. 
Some internal staff changes seemed desirable and staff 
morale needed re-priming, given that demands on our 
time had increased 50 per cent over our first five years 
of independent life, with a cut in person years to 
“compensate’’. The change from the Canada Council 
days to the reality of a Schedule B Crown Corporation 
status still had to be dealt with. The disharmonic 
co-existence of a Panel and Council with overlapping 
concerns had to be resolved. 

These problems were attacked simultaneously. We 
are further along the road to solution in some cases than 
in others but the progress is obvious internally and, | 
hope, externally. 

We have put faces to our programs with the 
launching of a series of visits by our officers. All uni- 
versities will be visited during the next three years and 
each program officer will hear first-hand the suggestions 
for i improving our service. A 1984 experiment in 
increasing our information role at the Learned Societies 
and ACFAS proved the strength of the demand for 
personal contact, for our publications, and for informa- 
tion about the Council. We made the same kind of 
commitment in Montreal and Chicoutimi in 1985. 

Dr. Erika v. C. Bruce, our new Director General 
(Programs), is making her personal commitment to 
meeting the research community and senior members of 
the public service. And my own diary tells me that I 
have met with an astonishing number of individuals 
who are directly and indirectly concerned with the 
health of the social sciences and humanities in Canada. 
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Autre aspect positif : nous avons eu le temps 
d’améliorer notre organisation interne. Peu apres étre 
entré au Conseil il y a deux ans (apres un interrégne au 
cours duquel j’ai assuré concurremment deux emplois), 
je me suis rendu dans |’Ouest pour rencontrer notre 
clientéle dans ce coin parfois négligé du pays. Sur 
lavion, j’ai commencé une liste des domaines qui 
semblaient avoir besoin d’amélioration si nous voulions — 
servir efficacement l'ensemble de nos «clients ». 

A la fin de cet exercice de prise de conscience, jai 
regroupé les problémes et tenté de les classer par ordre 
de priorité, mais je n’ai pu définir aucun critére pour ce 
faire. La conclusion allait de soi : il fallait attaquer sur 
tous les fronts. 

De toute évidence, le point de départ était un 
nouveau Plan quinquennal fondé sur |’amélioration des 
communications avec les ndétres, et projetant une image 
positive, surtout auprés du gouvernement. Image, profil _ 
et information étaient les trois priorités. Une autre tache 
nous attendait : remanier le conseil d’administration 
pour le rééquilibrer. Les femmes, les milieux d’affaires et | 
les francophones étaient tres insuffisamment représentés 
parmi les membres. 

Nos réglements devaient étre simplifiés. La direction 
devait étre plus franche et ouverte. Certaines mutations 
internes semblaient souhaitables, et le moral du person- 
nel devait étre regonflé, avec un taux de demandes 
grossi de moitié par rapport a nos cing premiéres années 
d’indépendance, et une légére baisse du nombre | 
d’années-personnes, comme « compensation ». Il restait 
a assumer notre passage du Conseil des arts au statut 
de société de la Couronne de |’Annexe B. I] fallait 
remédier a la discordance existant entre une Commission 
consultative et un Conseil dont les mandats se 
chevauchaient. 

Ces problémes ont été attaqués en méme temps. 
Certains sont plus prés d’étre résolus que d’autres, mais 
les progres sont évidents, vus de I’intérieur et, j/espeére, 
de l’extérieur. 

Nous avons fait connaitre nos programmes en 
lancant une série de visites de nos représentants. Au 
cours des trois années a venir, toutes les universités 
vont recevoir des responsables des programmes, qui 
vont recueillir directement des suggestions en vue 
d’améliorer notre service. En 1984, nous avons tenté 
d’élargir notre rdle d’informateurs aupreés des sociétés 
savantes et de l’ACFAS, ce qui a prouvé l‘importance de | 
la demande de relations personnelles, de publications et 
d’information sur le Conseil. Nous avons pris le méme | 
type d’engagement a Montréal et a Chicoutimi, en 1985. 

Erika v. C. Bruce, notre nouvelle directrice générale — 
des programmes, s’engage personnellement a rencontrer 
des chercheurs et des cadres supérieurs de la fonction 
publique. Je vois sur mon carnet de rendez-vous que j’ai 
moi-méme rencontré un nombre impressionnant de 
personnes directement ou indirectement liées a l'avenir 
de la recherche en sciences humaines au Canada. 
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Dr. Bruce is above all concerned with the major 
internal changes which will result in simplified and 
streamlined programs. The report by Council member 
Denis W. Stairs is being implemented both on the admin- 
istration side and on the program side. And the report of 
a committee chaired by another member of Council, 

Robert K. Crocker, will deal in particular with our most 
complex program sector, Research Grants. 
Dr. Bruce has a new Advisory Academic Panel to 
guide her in program matters. The Panel, reconstituted 
during the year, now comprises members who serve as 
chairpersons of adjudication committees. The Stairs 
study clarified the need to have experienced advice from 
scholars fully familiar with the granting process and our 
constituency. 

The long-standing concerns of the Canadian 

Federation for the Humanities and the Social Science 
Federation of Canada have been dealt with in a report 
on future funding, prepared by Dr. Crocker and our first 
vice-president, Thomas H.B. Symons. The Federations 
are now able to plan their next five years with a clear 

understanding of the support they will receive from 

Council, based on stable funding and project funding. 

Perhaps the best news of the year is the continuing 
support of the research community, expressed in letters 
and telephone calls and through personal meetings with 
those who will help decide the degree of support given 
to the Council over its next five years. It is significant 
that the Council had supplementary funds of $2 million 
and $3.9 million for 1984-85 confirmed in December, 
1984. (The $3.9 million has not been renewed for 
1985-86.) It is also significant that our Council is being 
rebuilt, after a period of attrition which placed an 
exceptional burden on surviving members. Two who 
served in a variety of capacities, Dr. Crocker and 
Gerald L. Kristianson, left at the expiry of their 
mandates, on June 30, 1985. Dr. Crocker’s most recent 
contributions are noted above; Dr. Kristianson’s work on 
Council communications will guide our Information 
Division for the next five years. 

Six new members were appointed to Council during 
‘the 1984-85 year. William G. Saywell, president of Simon 
Fraser University, was named in June of 1984. Five other 
appointments were announced in March, 1985: 

John C. Courtney, University of Saskatchewan; 
Maureen Farrow, of Currie, Cooper and Lybrand, Toronto; 
Joanne E. O’Connell, of Francis, Williams & Johnson, 
Calgary; H. Owen Ricker, University of Regina; and 
Bernard L. Vigod, University of New Brunswick. They 
join us at a key time in Council history. 


Mme Bruce s‘occupe essentiellement des grandes 
transformations internes qui vont permettre la simplifica- 
tion des programmes. La rapport de Denis W. Stairs, 
membre du Conseil, est en cours d’application tant du 
point de vue administratif que des programmes. Le 
rapport d’un comité présidé par un autre membre du 
Conseil, Robert K. Crocker, va porter sur l’aspect le plus 
complexe de nos programmes : les subventions a la 
recherche. 

En matiére de programmes, Mme Bruce est 
conseillée par une Commission consultative toute 
neuve : remaniée en cours d’année, elle compte désor- 
mais des présidents de nos comités d’attribution. Le 
rapport de M. Stairs met en évidence le besoin des 
conseils éclairés de chercheurs connaissant bien le 
processus d’attribution et notre clientéle. 

M. Crocker et notre premier vice-président, 

M. Thomas Symons, ont rédigé un rapport sur les 
prévisions financiéres, qui répond aux inquiétudes de 
longue date de la Fédération canadienne des études 
humaines et de la Fédération canadienne des sciences 
sociales. Ces fédérations peuvent maintenant planifier 
les cing ans a venir en sachant exactement le finan- 
cement qu’elles vont recevoir du Conseil : c’est un 
financement stable, fondé sur leurs programmes. 

Nous avons bien apprécié l’appui que nous accor- 
dent les chercheurs dans leur courrier, leurs con- 
versations téléphoniques et les entretiens qu’ils ont avec 
les responsables du niveau de financement que doit 
recevoir le Conseil au cours des cing ans a venir. Il est 
significatif que le Conseil se soit vu confirmer, en 
décembre 1984, des crédits supplémentaires de 2 et 
3,9 millions de dollars pour 1984-1985. (Les crédits de 
3,9 millions n’ont pas été renouvelés pour 1985-1986.) 

Il est également significatif que notre Conseil se 
reléve aprés une période d’attrition particuli¢érement 
éprouvante pour ceux qui restaient. Deux de ses 
membres qui ont servi a divers postes, MM. Crocker et 
Gerald L. Kristianson, nous ont quitté a l’expiration de 
leur mandat, le 30 juin 1985. Les derniéres réalisations 
de M. Crocker sont notées ci-dessus; le travail de 
M. Kristianson en matiére de communications va guider 
la Division de I’information pour les cing ans 4 venir. 

Au cours de l’année 1984-1985, six nouveaux mem- 
bres ont été nommés au Conseil. William G. Saywell, 
président de I’Université Simon Fraser, a été nomme 
en juin 1984. Cing autres nominations ont été annoncées 
en mars 1985, celles de John C. Courtney, de I’Université 
de Saskatchewan; Maureen Farrow, de Currie, 

Cooper et Lybrand, de Toronto; Joanne E. O’Connell, 

de Francis, Williams et Johnson, de Calgary; 

H. Owen Ricker, de l'Université de Régina; et 

Bernard L. Vigod, de l'Université du Nouveau-Brunswick. 
Ils se joignent 4 nous a un moment crucial de l'histoire 
du Conseil. 
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Future Council historians may see 1984-85 as Women’s 
Year. Eva Kushner and Dr. Bruce (both introduced 
in last year’s report) have already made their mark, 

Dr. Kushner as Vice-President and Dr. Bruce as Director 
General (Programs). Another feminine “first” for the 
Council was the award of the Jules and Gabrielle Léger 
Fellowship for 1985 to Janet Ajzenstat, of Hamilton, 
Ontario. And the Council received international kudos 
with the publication, in Germany, of Margit L. McCorkle’s 
thematic-bibliographical catalogue of the works of 
Johannes Brahms, the research for which had received 
Council support over a number of years. 

Finally, the publication of On the Treatment of the 
Sexes in Research represents a major Council contribution 
to redressing an historical imbalance. The work 
of Council member Naomi Black and her committee, 
in support of authors Margrit Eichler and Jeanne 
Lapointe, has already paid off with the distribution of 
the original 10,000 press run in less than two months. 

We have not, then, been idle while awaiting the 
Government decisions which will decide our fiscal future 
for the next five years and have an enduring impact on 
the social sciences and humanities. The work of granting 
some $55 million for research and fellowships will be 
reflected in the Supplement to this Report, to be 
published in the autumn. 

Support for research in the humanities and social 
sciences does not produce instant solutions to society’s 
problems and questions. It does, however, foster the 
basic and overall understanding of society without 
which there are no long-term solutions.

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Les futurs historiens du Conseil verront peut-étre 
l'année 1984-1985 comme celle de la femme. Eva Kushner 
et Mme Bruce (toutes deux citées dans le rapport de I’an- 
née derniére) ont déja marqué le Conseil, Mme Kushner 
a titre de vice-présidente et Mme Bruce a titre de 
directrice générale des programmes. Autre « premiere » 
féminine pour le Conseil : I’attribution de la bourse Jules 
et Gabrielle Léger 1985 a Janet Ajzenstat, de Hamilton, — 
Ontario. En outre, le Conseil a acquis une renommée 
internationale avec la publication, en Allemagne, du 
catalogue thématique et bibliographique des oeuvres de 
Johannes Brahms par Margit L. McCorkle, dont le 
Conseil finance les recherches depuis plusieurs années. 

Enfin, la publication du Le traitement objectif des sexes 
dans la recherche représente une importante contribution 
du Conseil au redressement d’un vieux déséquilibre. 
L’oeuvre de Naomi Black, membre du Conseil, et de 
son comité en faveur des auteurs Jeanne Lapointe et 
Margrit Eichler donne déja des résultats : un premier 
tirage de 10 000 exemplaires épuisé en moins de deux 
mois. 

Nous n’avons pas perdu de temps en attendant les 
décisions du gouvernement qui, en plus de marquer 
notre avenir pour cing ans, vont avoir des répercussions 
a long terme sur les sciences humaines. Le supplément a 
ce rapport, qui doit sortir cet automne, portera sur le 
déblocage de 55 millions de dollars pour la recherche et 
les bourses en 1984-1985. 

Le financement de la recherche en sciences 
humaines ne résout pas miraculeusement les problémes 
de la société. Par contre, il favorise une intelligence 
fondamentale et globale de la société, sans laquelle il 
n’existe pas de solution a long terme.

Notes to the Statement of Operations March 31, 1985 


1. Authority and objective 
The Council was established in 1977 by the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council Act and is a 
departmental corporation named in Schedule B to the Financial Administration Act. The objective of the 
Council is to promote and assist research and scholarship in the social sciences and humanities. 


The operating and grants expenditures are funded by budgetary lapsing authorities. Employee benefit plans 
contributions are authorized by a statutory authority. 


2. Significant accounting policies 

The Statement of Operations has been prepared using the following accounting policies: 

(a) Expenditure recognition 
Grants are charged to expenditure when disbursed. Operating expenditure is recorded on an accrual 
basis, in accordance with the Government's PAYE accounting policy, except for employee termination 
benefits and vacation pay which are recorded on the cash basis. 

(b) Capital purchases 
Acquisition of office furniture and equipment is recorded as operating expenditure in the year of 
purchase. 

(c) Services provided without charge by other departments 
Estimates of amounts for services provided without charge from Government departments are included in 
operating expenditure (Schedule II). 

(d) Refunds of previous years’ expenditure 
Refund of previous years’ expenditure are recorded as revenue when received and are not deducted from 
expenditure. 

(e) Pension plan 
Employees participate in the Public Service Superannuation Plan administered by the Government of 
Canada. The employees and the Council contribute equally to the cost of the Plan. Council’s contributions 
are charged to expenditure on a current basis. 


3. Parliamentary appropriations 
Parliamentary appropriations are recorded when used and any amount not used lapses in accordance with 
Section 30 of the Financial Administration Act. Appropriations are as follows:

1. Pouvoirs et objectif 
Le Conseil a été constitué en 1977 en vertu de la Loi du Conseil de recherches en sciences humaines et est une 
société ministérielle nommée a l’annexe B de la Loi sur l’administration financiére. L’objectif du Conseil est de 
promouvoir et de soutenir la recherche et |’érudition dans le domaine des sciences humaines. 


Les dépenses de fonctionnement et de subventions sont financées par le biais d’autorisations budgétaires 
annuelles. Les contributions aux régimes de prestations des employés sont autorisées par une autorisation 
statutaire. 


2. Conventions comptables importantes

Research Grants 
Division 


In 1984-85, the demand for research grants increased 
again and the accompanying success rates reflected the 
increasing pressures on the Council’s budget. While the 
number of research grants awarded increased slightly 
over the previous year, the total amount of money avail- 
able for research grants decreased from $23 million to 
$21.8 million. 

In the regular Research Grants program, for grants 
of between $2,500 and $100,000, 848 awards were made 
to scholars in 50 different disciplines. Of these, 622 
awards were new, and 226 were renewals for continuing 
research projects. 

Eight major research grants (three renewals; five 
new), for projects requiring a budget of between $100,000 
and $250,000 over three years, were awarded a total of 
$1,288,702. Nineteen large-scale negotiated grants proj- 
ects accounted for $5 million. 

Two million dollars was distributed in lump sums 
to 75 universities and other institutions to cover the 
research expenses for their scholars’ smaller projects, 
through the General Research Grants program. 

As in the previous year, Council resources could 
meet less than half the demand for funds. Only very 
careful scrutiny of budgets and trimming of less essential 
costs allowed the success rate to better 50 per cent of 
those applying. Even then, several meritorious projects 
were rejected for lack of funds. 


La Division des subventions 
de recherche 


En 1984-1985, la demande pour des subventions de 
recherche s’est de nouveau accrue et le taux de succés 
traduit les pressions sur le budget du Conseil. Le 
nombre de subventions accordées représentait une 
modeste augmentation mais le budget disponible est 
tombé de 23 a 21,8 millions de dollars. 

Le Conseil a accordé 848 subventions aux chercheurs 
dans une cinquantaine de disciplines, dont 622 nouveau 
projets et 226 pour des projets renouvelés, ceci pour des 
demandes variant entre 2 500 $ et 100 000 $. 

Huit grandes subventions de recherche (ayant des 
budgets de l’ordre de 100 000 $ a 250 000 $) ont été 
accordées, pour un total de 1 288 702 $; par ailleurs, les 
dix-neuf grands projets de subventions concertées repré- 
sentaient un budget de 5 millions de dollars. 

Des subventions d'aide a la recherche générale, 
totalisant prés de 2 millions de dollars, ont été versées 
en paiement intégral a 75 universités et autres établisse- 
ments en remboursement des dépenses de leurs cher- 
cheurs. 

Comme ce fut le cas l’année précédente, le Conseil 
n’a pu subventionner que la moitié des projets pré- 
sentés. Ce ne fut qu’en scrutant rigoureusement les bud- 
gets et en réduisant tout poste budgétaire non-essentiel 
qu'il fut possible d’en arriver a ce niveau de finance- 
ment.

The Council has now had five years of experience in 
granting funds to stimulate research on themes of na- 
tional concern, and to develop research facilities and re- 
sources, through infrastructure grants, across the coun- 
try. Thirteen per cent of Council funds awarded in 
1984-85, or $7.4 million, went for these purposes. 

Thematic grants are offered in five priority areas: 
Population Aging; the Family and the Socialization of 
Children; Women and Work; Managing the Organization 
in Canada; and the Human Context of Science and Tech- 
nology. Education for a Changing Society and Native Is- 
sues are two new themes proposed in the Five-Year Plan; 
other areas under study are Development in the North, 
and Law. 

In 1984-85, Council received 180 applications for 
thematic programs and awarded 91 new grants, worth a 
total $3.4 million. Both applications and awards were 
down more than 50 per cent from 1983-84, as a result of 
rumours that the Government did not plan to renew the 
extra funding of $3.9 million, made available particularly 
for strategic grants in each of the two previous years. In 
this climate of uncertainty, many researchers chose not 
to take the time to prepare proposals. Eventually, $3.3 
million was voted in supplementary estimates, well after 
the June 1 application deadline. 

In 1984-85, strategic infrastructure grants amounted 
to $3.5 million. Programs offering infrastructure aid in- 
clude Aid to Small Universities; Support to Specialized 
Collections (Strengthening of Specialized Collections, 
and Fleeting Opportunities); Population Aging research 
tools and facilities, and institutional grants for research 
| centres and visiting scholars; and Canadian Studies 
Research Tools. A major review of the latter program 
was undertaken, and Council approved recommenda- 
tions for simplification and clarification of procedures.

Fellowships Division 


The training of Canadian researchers in the social sci- 
ences and humanities is a major objective of the Council 
and a major portion of its budget has always been allo- 
cated to the scholarships and fellowships programs. Each 
year, about 1,350 awards are given to students to assure 
Canada of a sufficient supply of qualified researchers. 

The number of new applications for doctoral fellow- 
ships continued to climb this year, while success rates 
fell from 24 per cent to 14.5 per cent. Council offered 
only 364 new fellowships as compared to 605 the pre- 
vious year. 

This reduction is linked to the fact that doctoral fel- 
lowship holders are now eligible for a fourth year of 
support, in the form of a renewal of their award. As a 
result, the number of renewals increased from 401 in 
1983-84 to 648 in 1984-85. 

To reduce the growing number of applications for 
doctoral fellowships, Council also amended its eligibility 
criteria. Students registered beyond the fourth year of a 
doctoral program are no longer eligible. 

Council realises that it will have to provide supple- 
mentary funds to the Doctoral Fellowships Program if it 
is to reach a success rate of 25 per cent for new candi- 
dates and ensure a reasonable number of renewals. 

The Special MA Scholarships Program was also 
affected by the tight budget. Since the start of the pro- 
gram in 1973, Council has awarded only 100 scholarships 
per year. However, the number of demands grows 
yearly, rising from 464 in 1982 to 594 this year. 

Obviously, the steady increase in applications has 
an adverse effect on the success rate. The Council, con- 
cerned about the viability of the Special MA Scholarships 
Program, instituted a major review during the year. 

The Postdoctoral Fellowships Program has also seen 
fluctuations in its rate of participation and success. The 
award rate for new applications has fallen from 61 per 
cent in 1981-82 to 28 per cent in 1984-85. 

Although the number of awards granted in these 
programs has fallen over the past five years, the Council 
| remains fully committed to them. But only a major in- 
crease in funds will produce a reasonable rate of success. 


La Division des bourses 


La formation de chercheurs canadiens dans les sciences 
humaines est un des objectifs majeurs du Conseil et une 
large portion de son budget y a toujours été consacrée. 
Chaque année, environ 1 350 bourses sont accordées a 
des étudiants pour assurer que le Canada dispose de 
chercheurs qualifiés en nombre suffisant. 

Le nombre de nouvelles demandes de bourses de 
doctorat a encore augmenté cette année, tandis que le 
taux de succés est passé de 24 a 14,5 pour cent. Le Con- 
seil n’a donc offert que 364 bourses nouvelles, comparé 
aux 605 de l’an dernier. 

Cette diminution est directement liée au fait que 
cette année, les titulaires d’une bourse qui désiraient 
obtenir une aide financiére pour une quatriéme année 
d'études doctorales, avaient droit a un renouvellement. 
Par conséquent, le nombre de renouvellements de 
bourse a augmenté de 401 en 1983-1984 4 648 en 
1984-1985. 

Afin de réduire le nombre croissant de nouvelles 
demandes au programme de bourses de doctorat, le 
Conseil a également modifié un de ses critéres 
d’admissibilité. Le Conseil ne subventionne plus les étu- 
diants inscrits au-dela d’une quatriéme année d’études 
de doctorat. 

Enfin, le Conseil estime qu’il doit attribuer des fonds 
supplémentaires au programme de bourses de doctorat 
afin d’obtenir un taux de réussite de 25 pour cent des 
nouveaux candidats et afin d’assurer un nombre raison- 
nable de renouvellements de bourse. 

Le programme des bourses spéciales de maitrise est 
également touché par les contraintes budgétaires. Depuis 
la création du programme en 1973, le Conseil n’accorde 
que cent bourses annuellement. Cependant, le nombre 
de demandes s‘accroit annuellement, passant de 464 en 
1982 a 594 cette année. 

Il est évident que de telles augmentations aux taux 
de participation ont un effet néfaste sur les taux de 
réussite. Le Conseil s’est donc penché sur la viabilité du 
programme et a entrepris cette année une étude appro- 
fondie du programme. 

Le programme de bourses postdoctorales a égale- 
ment subi des fluctuations dans ses taux de participation 
et de réussite. Le taux de succés pour les nouvelles 
demandes est passé de 61 pour cent en 1981-1982 a 28 
pour cent en 1984-1985. 

Quoique le nombre de bourses accordées dans le 
cadre de ces programmes aient diminué depuis les cing 
derniéres années, le Conseil reste sérieusement engage 
envers eux.

Research Communication and 
International Relations 
Division 


The year was one of consolidation and review for the 
Research Communication and International Relations 
Division, itself the product of a re-organization. The 
change recognized the role of international exchanges in 
the dissemination of research results and the need for 
operational support of research communication. 

The key policy review was of the system for Council 
grants to the two umbrella bodies whose member associ- 
ations include a large proportion of the Council’s univer- 
| sity faculty clients. Council approved proposals for long- 

term, stable funding of the Canadian Federation for the 


' Humanities and the Social Science Federation of Canada.

September 1984 publication, Council Support of the Social 
Sciences Federation of Canada and the Canadian Federation for 
the Humanities. Another major step was the appointment 
of a Task Force on Technology and Research Communi- 
cation, chaired by Council member Terrence Hogan. 

In the learned journals program, 116 journals were 
supported, with $1.8 million in total grants. A further 
| $1.2 million was allocated to the two federations for the 
| operation of their Aid to Scholarly Publications program, 
which supports publication of some 150 scholarly works 
each year. 

The year was also a time of consolidation and 
streamlining for the Aid to Scholarly Associations pro- 
gram and the Aid to Occasional Scholarly Conferences 
| program, whose new program designs had been intro- 

duced over the two previous years. 
: For international conferences, 333 awards, totalling 
some $500,000 were made, with a further $187,000 going 
to 120 Canadians serving on boards of international 
scholarly associations. 


La Division de la diffusion de 
la recherche et relations 
internationales 


Au cours de I’année, le Conseil a procédé a la consolida- 
tion et a l’examen de la Division de la diffusion de la 
recherche et des relations internationales, elle-méme con- 
stituée a la suite d’une réorganisation. Le fusionnement 
de ces deux divisions avait pour but d’affirmer le réle 
des échanges internationaux dans la diffusion des 
résultats de recherche et de reconnaitre le besoin 
d’apporter un appui administratif. 

L’examen fondamental portait sur le systeme de sub- 
ventions du Conseil aux deux organismes-cadres, dont 
les associations membres regroupent la majorité des 
clients du Conseil qui appartiennent a un corps pro- 
fessoral. Le Conseil a approuvé les recommandations 
concernant le financement stable et a long terme de la 
Fédération canadienne des humanités et de la Fédération 
des sciences sociales du Canada. Le rapport du comité 
ad hoc intitulé, Aide accordée par le Conseil a la Fédération 
canadienne des sciences sociales et a la Fédération canadienne 
des études humaines a été publié en septembre 1984. La 
désignation d’un Groupe d’étude sur la technologie et la 
diffusion de la recherche, placé sous la présidence d’un 
membre du Conseil, Terrence Hogan, a marqué une 
autre étape importante. 

Dans le cadre du programme des revues savantes, 
une aide financiére a été accordée a 116 revues grace a 
un budget total de 1,8 million de dollars. Un montant 
additionnel de 1,2 million a été consacré au programme 
conjoint d’aide des fédérations en vue de la publication 
de quelque 150 ouvrages savants, chaque année.

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What Is the Council? 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
of Canada (SSHRC) was created in June 1977, by Act 
of Parliament. It began operations in April 1978 and 
took over the programs administered by the human- 
ities and social sciences division of the Canada Coun- 
cil. Under the Act, the SSHRC, the Medical Research 
Council and the Natural Sciences and Engineering Re- 
search Council administer federal funds for university- 
based research and other scholarly activity. 

The SSHRC is governed by a 22-member appointed 
Council chosen from the academic community and 
major interest sectors of society. An Advisory Aca- 
demic Panel is broadly representative of the various 
disciplines in the humanities and social sciences. 
| The Council is primarily a grant-giving body 
whose funds are voted by Parliament. It reports to 
Parliament through the Secretary of State. Its mandate, 
in the terms of section 5 of the Government Organiza- 
tion (Scientific Activities) Act, 1976, is to “promote and 
assist research and scholarship in the social sciences 
‘and humanities; and to advise the Minister in respect 
of such matters relating to such research as the Minis- 

‘ter may refer to the Council for its consideration.” 

| In order to promote and assist Canadian research 
and scholarship in the social sciences and humanities, 
the Council has undertaken to 

'e support such discipline-based research as in the 
judgment of scholars will best advance knowledge; 

e encourage research on subjects which the Council, 
in consultation with the academic community, consid- 
ers to be of national importance, 

e facilitate communication among scholars in Canada 

and abroad, and stimulate dissemination of the results 

'of research; 


'e assist in, and advise on, maintaining and developing 


the national capacity for research. 

In pursuit of these goals, the Council administers 
programs of fellowships for research training and re- 
search resources and support, and grants for research, 
international scholarly exchanges, scholarly publish- 
ing, conferences and other research-related activities. 
In addition, the Council conducts inquiries and per- 
forms a leadership role in research policy in Canada, 
and fulfils a liaison function with government and the 
scholarly community. 


Qu’est-ce que le Conseil ? 


Le Conseil de recherches en sciences humaines du 
Canada a été institué en 1977 par la Loi d’action scien- 
tifique du Gouvernement (1976). En avril 1978, le nou- 
veau Conseil a pris en charge l’administration des pro- 
grammes gérés par la division des humanités et 
sciences sociales du Conseil des Arts. Avec le Conseil 
de recherches médicales et le Conseil de recherches en 
sciences naturelles et en génie, le CRSH constitue le 
triptyque de l’organisation des subventions fédérales a 
la recherche universitaire. 

Le CRSH est régi par un Conseil de 22 membres 
choisis parmi la communauté universitaire et divers 
autres secteurs de la société. Une Commission con- 
sultative des affaires universitaires est constituée de 
membres provenant des diverses disciplines des 
sciences humaines. 

Le CRSH est essentiellement un organisme de 
subventions qui obtient ses fonds par crédits du 
Parlement. Le Conseil se rapporte au Parlement par 
l'intermédiaire du Secrétaire d’Etat. 

Selon les termes de sa loi constituante, le mandat 
du CRSH est “de promouvoir et de soutenir la re- 
cherche et |’érudition dans le domaine des sciences 
humaines; de conseiller le Ministre sur les aspects de 
cette recherche que ce dernier lui demande d’exami- 
ner” (Loi d’action scientifique du gouvernement, 1976, 
article 5). 

Dans le but de promouvoir et de soutenir la re- 
cherche et l’érudition dans les sciences humaines au 
Canada, le Conseil a voulu s’engager 4 favoriser : 

e la recherche axée sur les disciplines qui de l’avis des 
spécialistes peut le mieux assurer l’avancement de la 
connaissance; 

e la recherche sur des themes que le Conseil, a la 
suite de consultations assidues auprés de la commu- 
nauté universitaire, considére d’importance nationale; 
e les échanges entre chercheurs, du pays et de l’exte- 
rieur, et la diffusion des résultats de la recherche; 

e le maintien et le développement d’un réseau natio- 
nal de chercheurs et de services a la recherche. 

Le fonctionnement du Conseil comporte I’adminis- 
tration de programmes de bourses d’études et de sub- 
ventions de recherche, de rencontres ou de publica- 
tions, qui correspondent a l'objectif et aux buts qu’il 
s/est tracés.

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The President's Foreword 


The year 1985-86 saw the final preparation and pre- 
sentation of the Five-Year Plan and the Government's 
reaction, expressed in the Budget and follow-up by the 
Ministers responsible for the three granting Councils. 

Although there was some disappointment in aca- 
deme, Government decisions represented a remark- 
able victory. The budget was not cut, in a time of 
severe restraint; indeed, $3 million was added to the 
base in 1985-86 and is guaranteed for five years. The 
separate existence of the Council, still reporting to Par- 
liament through the Secretary of State, was confirmed. 
And the matching funds scheme, starting in 1987-88, 
offered an opportunity to involve the private sector in 
supporting social sciences and humanities research. 
Secretary of State Benoit Bouchard gave examples of 
private sector areas which benefit directly, or could, 
from human sciences analysis: insurance companies; 
banks; iegal firms; and companies seeking overseas 
markets. The Council, at year end, was studying the 
matching funds scheme so as to take full advantage of 
it, in the context of the Five-Year Plan. 

The Council was heartened by the Government's 
tacit recognition that research in the social sciences 
and humanities frequently has direct economic as well 
as social and cultural benefits. In its positive reaction 
to the matching funds initiative, however, the Council 
made clear that its priority commitment to the funding 
of discipline-oriented research has not changed. 

Discussion with the community, especially when 
a major policy or program change is mooted, is a 
Council principle. When the Special Committee on 
Research Grants (the Crocker Committee) proposed a 
comprehensive package of reforms, there was some 
criticism. Council's response was to reconsider its July, 
1985 decisions and modify them where possible. The 
Committee, however, had to advise on processes and 
programs at a time when the level of funds had been 
virtually frozen for several years. Applications had 
increased almost 50 per cent and it was known that 
Council would have to cut its staff by 10 per cent over 
the next five years. The Committee proposals were de- 
signed to simplify procedures, provide for better eval- 
‘uation of research results, distribute work loads better, 
enrich officers’ jobs and make better use of resources. 


Avant-propos du Président 


L’année 1985-1986 a vu la préparation finale et la pré- 
sentation du Plan quinquennal du financement de la re- 
cherche. La réaction du gouvernement s’est fait con- 
naitre dans le budget et les ministres responsables des 
trois conseils subventionnaires ont assuré le suivi. 

Bien que les décisions gouvernementales aient 
provoqué une certaine déception dans la communauté 
universitaire, elles constituent, cependant, une remar- 
quable victoire. En cette période de sévéres restric- 
tions, le budget n’a pas été réduit et une somme de 
3 millions de dollars a méme été ajoutée au budget de 
base de 1985-1986 et est garantie pour une période de 
cing ans. En outre, le mandat distinct du Conseil, se 
rapportant toujours au Parlement par I’intermédiaire 
du Secrétariat d’Etat, a été confirmé. Le principe du 
jumelage des fonds qui débuterait en 1987-1988 donne 
au secteur privé l’occasion d’appuyer les recherches 
en sciences humaines. Le Secrétaire d’Etat Benoit 
Bouchard a donné des exemples d’organismes du sec- 
teur privé qui bénéficient directement ou qui bénéfi- 
cieraient de la recherche en sciences humaines : les so- 
ciétés d’assurance, les banques, les bureaux d’avocats 
et les entreprises qui cherchent a percer des marchés 
internationaux. A la fin de l’année, le Conseil étudiait 
le principe du jumelage des fonds, de sorte a en tirer 
le plus d’avantages possible dans le cadre du Plan 
quinquennal. 

Le fait que le gouvernement reconnaisse tacite- 
ment que la recherche en sciences humaines engendre 
souvent des avantages €conomiques directs ainsi que 
des avantages sociaux et culturels a incité le Conseil a 
poursuivre ses efforts. Tout en réagissant positive- 
ment au principe du jumelage des fonds, le Conseil a 
toutefois réaffirmé qu'il accordait une importance 
prioritaire au financement de la recherche axée sur les 
disciplines. 

Le Conseil a pour principe qu’il est essentiel de 
discuter avec les chercheurs, particuli¢rement quand 
une importante modification de politique ou de pro- 
gramme est envisagée. La présentation d’un ensemble 
complet de réformes par le Comité spécial sur les sub- 
ventions de recherche (le Comité Crocker), a soulevé 
quelques critiques. Le Conseil a accepté de recon- 
sidérer les décisions qu’il avait prises en juillet 1985 et 
de les modifier dans la mesure du possible. Le Comité 
avait di recommander des méthodes et des pro- 
grammes a une époque ou le financement était prati- 
quement gelé pour plusieurs années. Les demandes 
avaient augmenté de prés de 50 pour cent et le Con- 
seil avait appris qu’il devrait réduire son personnel de 
10 pour cent au cours des cing années a venir. Les pro- 
positions du Comité visaient la simplification des pro- 
cédures administratives, une meilleure évaluation des 
résultats de recherche, une meilleure distribution de la 
charge de travail, l’enrichissement de la tache des 
agents et une meilleure utilisation des ressources. 


The changes in their final form saw the abolition 
of the Leave Fellowships program (partially replaced 
by a modified form of Research Time Stipend for eligi- 
ble research grants recipients) and the reduction of 
Research Grants competitions to one a year. The prin- 
ciple and practice of peer review were maintained, 
with a minimum of two external assessors consulted. 

Part of the problem in the discussion of the 
Crocker recommendations was a misunderstanding of 
the effects of the Leave Fellowships program. Aboli- 
tion, it was argued, would hurt younger scholars in 
particular. Statistics suggest, however, that the pro- 
gram discriminated against younger scholars. For 
1983-84, 50 per cent of Leave Fellowships went to 
full professors, 41 per cent to associate professors 
and 9 per cent to assistant professors. Awards for 
1984-85 were 56 per cent, 37 per cent and 7 per cent 
respectively. 

It was necessary during the year to dispel other 
myths: for example, that Quebec researchers, small 
universities and women were under-represented on 
our adjudication committees. Here the statistics show 
a solid representation of the above groups. I have 
written to the research community on these issues, 
hoping to make the point that we cannot afford argu- 
ments arising from ignorance of data. 

The focus on the Five-Year Plan tended to blur 
other elements of what was a very active year. Council 
representatives participated in many major meetings, 
including the AUCC Charlottetown meeting; the 
National Conference on Research Funding for the 
Humanities and Social Sciences at the University of 
Alberta; the CAUT conference in Toronto; and the na- 
tional meeting of small universities at Saint Mary’s 
University, Halifax. The Council was again strongly in 
evidence at the gatherings of the Learned Societies 
and the Association canadienne-frangaise pour l’avan- 
cement des sciences (ACFAS). 

An important international contribution was a 
report on Social Sciences in the People’s Republic of China, 
just one event in a major publishing year. The Five- 
Year Plan, the report on Council Support of the Social 
Science Federation of Canada and the Canadian Federation 
for the Humanities, and the Crocker Committee report 
were major policy and planning documents. The 
Report of the Advisory Committee on Archives was well 
received but the pride of place went to On the Treat- 
ment of the Sexes in Research. The first printing of 
10,000 lasted six weeks; the second is almost exhausted. 
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Les modifications finales furent : a) l’abolition du 
programme des bourses de travail libre (en partie rem- 
placé par l’allocation de dégagement, accordée aux 
personnes admissibles 4 une subvention de recher- 
che); et b) la tenue d’un seul concours annuel pour les 
subventions de recherche. Le principe et la méthode 
d’évaluation par les pairs ont été maintenus et com- 
prennent la consultation d’au moins deux appré- 
ciateurs externes. 

Le probleme dans la discussion soulevée par les 
recommandations du Comité Crocker venait, en par- 
tie, d’une méprise concernant les effets de l’abolition 
du programme des bourses de travail libre. En effet, 


on soutenait que cette abolition serait préjudiciable 


aux jeunes chercheurs. Les statistiques démontrent 
toutefois que le programme ne favorisait pas les jeunes 
chercheurs. En 1983-1984, 50 pour cent des bourses 
ont été accordées a des professeurs titulaires, 41 pour 
cent a des professeurs agrégés et 9 pour cent a des 
professeurs adjoints. Pour 1984-1985, les pourcentages 
sont respectivement de 56 pour cent, 37 pour cent et 
7 pour cent. 

Il a également fallu dissiper d’autres croyances, 
par exemple celle voulant que les chercheurs du 
Québec, les petites universités et les femmes soient 
insuffisamment représentés au sein des comités de 
sélection. Les statistiques démontrent une participa- 
tion active de la part de ces groupes. J’ai écrit une 
lettre aux chercheurs a ce sujet, en espérant ainsi faire 
valoir que nous ne pouvons permettre une contro- 
verse dont les arguments ne reposent sur aucune 
donnée précise. 

L’attention étant concentrée sur le Plan quinquen- 
nal, d'autres éléments de cette année trés active ont 
été passés presque sous silence. Les représentants du 
Conseil ont participé a un grand nombre de réunions 
importantes, entre autres : la réunion de l’Association 
des universités et colléges du Canada (AUCC) tenue a 
Charlottetown, la Conférence nationale pour le finan- 
cement de la recherche en sciences humaines a l’Uni- 
versité d’Alberta, la conférence de l/ACPU 4 Toronto et 
la réunion nationale des petites universités a ]’Univer- 
sité Saint Mary’s a Halifax. La présence du Conseil a 
une fois de plus été trés remarquée aux réunions 
des Sociétés savantes et de l’Association canadienne- 
francaise pour l’avancement des sciences (ACFAS). 

L’année en cours a vu la publication d’un grand 
nombre de documents, entre autres, Les sciences sociales 
en République Populaire de Chine qui constituait une im- 
portante contribution sur le plan international. Le Plan 
quinquennal, |’ Aide accordée par le Conseil a la Fédération 
canadienne des sciences sociales et a la Fédération cana- 
dienne des études humaines et le rapport du Comité 
Crocker constituent des documents importants en 
matiere de politique et de planification. Le Rapport du 
Comité consultatif sur les archives a regu un bon accueil, 
mais Le traitement objectif des sexes dans la recherche a 
pris la place d’honneur. Les 10 000 exemplaires du pre- 
mier tirage se sont envolés en six semaines et le 
deuxiéme tirage est presque épuisé. Le sujet 
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The unique nature of Margrit Eichler’s and Jeanne 
Lapointe’s booklet led to international reviews and 
many orders. Also reprinted were Ethics, Women in 
the Labour Force and Survey Research. 

Council membership underwent a “sea change” 
during the year, with four Councillors reaching the 
end of their mandates and one resigning, and with 
five new appointments to add to the five named at 
the end of the last fiscal year. At year end, Council 
membership, at 18, was at its highest level in several 
years. I paid tribute to Robert Crocker and Gerald 
Kristianson last year. Others leaving were: Naomi 
Black, whose longest-lasting legacy undoubtedly will 
be her determination to sensitize the community on 
the importance of the treatment of the sexes in 
research; and Elizabeth Arthur, who brought a bal- 
anced, historian’s, view to Council’s knottier problems. 
We were very sorry to lose the calm, scholarly per- 
spective of Gilles Marcotte, who resigned for personal 
reasons. On behalf of Canada’s research community, I 
extend thanks to them all. 

New Councillors appointed were: Peter M. Butler, 
of Halifax, senior advisor for post-secondary educa- 
tion to the Government of Nova Scotia; Judith E.R. 
Hendin, a lawyer in the Ottawa partnership of Hendin 
& Hendin; J.-Pierre Hogue, of the Ecole des Hautes 
Etudes commerciales, Montreal; Frank Joseph Ledwell, 
of the English Department, University of Prince 
Edward Island; and Alphonse Riverin, rector of the 
Université du Québec a Chicoutimi. 

The Council’s own thanks go to the research com- 
munity, especially to that very active part of it which 
made research needs known to Members of Parlia- 
ment and public servants, through letters, phone calls 
and personal meetings. The Council received copies 
of more than 750 letters from university presidents, 
faculty and students in the period October-December, 
1985, alone and one letter had 238 signatures. Thirty 
more were received from associations, with hundreds 
or thousands of members. This support was essential 
in the year of decision on five-year financing. It will 
be equally important as the Council responds to the 
matching funds challenge the Government has 
offered.

In 
my foreword to the 1984-85 Annual Report, I noted that 
the Council had received international kudos with the 
publication, in Germany, of Margit L. McCorkle’s 
thematic-bibliographical catalogue of the works of 
Johannes Brahms, the research for which had re- 
ceived Council support over a number of years. Mrs. 
McCorkle’s work has been recognized many times 
since then, and she has recently been awarded the 
Cross of the Order of Merit of the Federal Republic of 
Germany.

Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
Notes to the Statement of Operations March 31, 1986 


1. Authority and objective 


The Council was established in 1977 by the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council Act and is a departmental 
corporation named in Schedule B to the Financial 
Administration Act. The objective of the Council is to 
promote and assist research and scholarship in the social 
sciences and humanities. 


The operating and grants expenditures are funded by 
budgetary lapsing authorities. Employee benefit plans 
contributions are authorized by a statutory authority. 


2. Accounting policies 


The statement of operations has been prepared using the 
following accounting policies: 


(a) Expenditure recognition 
oO 


Grants are charged to expenditure when disbursed. 
Operating expenditure is recorded on an accrual basis, in 
accordance with the Government's PAYE accounting policy, 
except for employee termination benefits and vacation pay 
which are recorded on the cash basis. 


(b) Capital purchases 


Acquisition of office furniture and equipment is recorded as 
operating expenditure in the year of purchase. 


(c) Services provided without charge by other departments 


Estimates of amounts for services provided without charge 
by Government departments are included in operating 
expenditure. 


(d) Refunds of previous years’ expenditure 


Refund of previous years’ expenditure are recorded as 
revenue when received and are not deducted from 
expenditure. 


(e) Pension plan 


Employees participate in the Public Service Superannuation 
Plan administered by the Government of Canada. The 
employees and the Council contribute equally to the cost of 
the Plan. Council’s contributions are charged to expenditure 
on a current basis. 


3. Changes in financial statement presentation 


The financial statement presentation has been changed in 
1986 to comply to new standards of presentation required by 
the Receiver General for Canada, and to display more 
clearly the nature of Council's activities. Operating 
expenditures are now segregated between operations and 
administration. 


Charged to operations is expenditure relating to Council and 
its committees, evaluation and general processing of 
applications for grants and scholarships. 


Charged to administration is expenditure relating to the 
Council's administrative and support services such as 
management systems, finance, administration and 
personnel.

The Research Grants Division’s programs and pro- 
edures were the subject of a major review which, in 
urn, was the subject of a major research community 
discussion. The report of the Special Committee on 
Research Grants (the Crocker Committee) proposed a 
omprehensive package of reforms to rationalize the 
any changes which had taken place in the program 
over the years. It was known, too, that Council would 
ave to reduce staff by 10 per cent over the next five 
years. The Committee proposals were designed to 
simplify procedures for applicants as well as for staff, 
o distribute work loads better, enrich officers’ jobs 
and provide for better evaluation of research results. 
Council approved the report in July but refined its 
decisions in December, as a result of community rep- 
esentations. The major final changes were the aboli- 
tion of the Leave Fellowships program (partially re- 
placed by a modified form of Research Time Stipend) 
and the introduction of a single annual research grants 
competition. The principle and practice of peer review 
were maintained, with two external assessors con- 
sulted. A bridging arrangement was made for those 
applicants with on-going projects to enable them to 
adjust to the new competition cycle. 

Following are some examples of new research 
projects. 

Literary writing in this country has a long history, 
and Canadian researchers have been diligently record- 
ing it. Individual authors, literary movements, and the 
{Canadian stage were again, in 1985-86, the subject of 
any research projects funded by the Council. 

| An example of the interest accorded to the discus- 
sion and documenting of Canadian literary works is 
tthe forthcoming publication in the Oxford series, The 
fOxford Companion to Canadian Drama and Theatre. Edited 
iby Eugene Benson and Leonard Conolly, of Guelph 
niversity’s drama department, the 380,000-word illus- 
trated guide is the work of a hundred scholars, critics, 
directors, administrators, designers and theatre archi- 
tects. Some 550 entries, “in concise, literate and lucid 
prose,” will appeal to the general reader and spe- 
cialist, and will demonstrate the importance of drama 
in our social and cultural life. Historical, biographical 
and critical summaries will cover drama from Balcon- 
ville to Zastrozzi, from television to Acadian theatre, 


La Division des subventions 
de recherche 


Les programmes et les procédures de la Division des 
subventions de recherche ont fait l’objet d’une révi- 
sion importante qui a soulevé de longues discussions 
dans la communauté de recherche. Le Comité spécial 
sur les subventions de recherche (Comité Crocker) a 
propose dans son rapport un ensemble complet de ré- 
formes en vue de rationaliser les nombreux change- 
ments qu’a subi le programme au cours des ans et de 
tenir compte de la réduction de |’effectif de 10 pour 
cent imposée au Conseil au cours des cing prochaines 
années. 

Le Comité a concu les propositions de fagon a 
simplifier les formalités a suivre par les requérants et 
le personnel, a réduire les charges de travail, 4 en- 
richir les fonctions des agents et a mieux évaluer les 
résultats des recherches. 

Le Conseil a approuvé le rapport en juillet, mais il 
a raffiné ses décisions en décembre a la suite de repré- 
sentations faites par des membres de la communauté 
de recherche. Les principaux changements définitifs 
sont l’abolition du programme des bourses de travail 
libre (partiellement remplacé par une forme modifée 
de l’allocation de dégagement de recherche) et la ré- 
duction a un concours par année pour les subventions 
de recherche. Le principe et la pratique de révision 
par les collegues sont maintenus, deux évaluateurs de 
l’extérieur étant consultés. Des subventions d’appoint 
ont été versées aux requérants qui travaillaient a des 
projets continus afin de leur permettre de s’adapter au 
nouveau cycle de concours. 

Voici quelques exemples de nouveaux projets de 
recherche. 

La littérature a, dans notre pays, une longue his- 
toire que les chercheurs canadiens ont soigneusement 
retracée. Les auteurs, les mouvements littéraires et les 
oeuvres théatrales ont encore fait l’objet de nombreux 
projets de recherche subventionnés par le Conseil en 
1985-1986. 

Un exemple de l’intérét accordé a la discussion et 
a la documentation d’oeuvres littéraires est la publica- 
tion prochaine dans la série Oxford du document inti- 
tulé The Oxford Companion to Canadian Drama and Thea- 
tre. Edité par Eugene Benson et Leonard Conolly, du 
département de théatre de l'Université Guelph, ce 
guide illustré de 380 000 mots regroupe les travaux de 
centaines de professeurs, de critiques, de directeurs, 
d’administrateurs, de décorateurs et d’architectes du 
domaine théatral. Environ 550 rubriques en prose 
clair, concise et littéraire intéresseront aussi bien le 
grand public que le spécialiste et démontreront |’im- 
portance du théatre dans notre vie culturelle et so- 
ciale. Les sommaires historiques, biographiques et cri- 
tiques traiteront du théatre, de Balconville a Zastrozzi, 
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and burlesque to “théatre engagé” — with individual 
entries on theatres, playwrights, actors, directors and 
plays as well as provincial reviews. 

A timely project detailing an individual's contribu- 
tion to the Canadian literary scene is Sandra Djwa’s 
authorized biography of FR. Scott — poet, and pro- 
fessor of law at McGill University, who died in 1984. 
Professor Djwa, of the English Department at Simon 
Fraser University, is completing her two-volume biog- 
raphy of Scott by discussing the last 20 years of his 
life. She will look not only at his literary achieve- 
ments, but also at: his role as an anglophone 
Quebecer on the Royal Commission on Bilingualism 
and Biculturalism; his contribution as a member of 
Senator Goldenberg’s Advisory Committee on the 
Constitution (1966-1970); his role on the committee 
which prepared the legal case for the Protestant 
School Board of Greater Montreal, opposing Quebec’s 
Bills 22 and 101 (1966-1975); his reaction to accelerating 
separatism in Quebec during the late sixties; his stand 
on the War Measures Act; and the widespread influ- 
ence of his teaching on federalism. 

ER. Scott was recognized as an important edu- 
cator, but many others came before him. The history 
of women teachers in Quebec and Ontario, 1820-1920, 
will be addressed by Alison Prentice, from the Centre 
for Women’s Studies, at the Ontario Institute for Stud- 
ies in Education. As Professor Prentice notes, women 
numerically dominated the field of teaching by the lat- 
ter part of the nineteenth century, but were generally 
unsuccessful in their quest to win recognition as 
professionals. Professor Prentice will use rural and 
urban data to focus on several aspects of their history: 
women’s educational work in domestic settings, and 
the transition to public school teaching; the structure 
of nineteenth century teachers’ lives — shifts in age 
structure, marital status, household status, ethnicity, 
religion, and vocational status (lay or clerical); and, the 
changing character of teachers’ work in the classroom 
and of women teachers’ consciousness of themselves 
as female members of the occupation and of the labour 
force in general. The associations that women teachers 
formed while identifying their problems and fighting 
to improve working conditions will also be discussed. 
Professor Prentice believes that, by setting women 
teachers’ organizations in the context of the history of 
work and of the feminist and labour agitations of the 
time, a more complete picture of these early associa- 
tions will be possible.

Un projet qui tombe a point est une description de 
la contribution d’un personnage important de la scéne 
littéraire canadienne, c’est-a-dire la biographie auto- 
risée de ER. Scott, poéte et professeur de droit a 
l'Université McGill, mort en 1984. Sandra Djwa, du 
département d’anglais de l'Université Simon Fraser, 
termine en ce moment la biographie en deux volumes 
de ce grand homme qui porte sur les vingt derniéres 
années de sa vie. Le professeur Djwa examine ses j 
réalisations dans le domaine littéraire et son rdle en 
tant que membre québecois/anglophone a la Commis- 
sion royale d’enquéte sur le bilinguisme et le bi- 
culturalisme, du comité consultatif du Sénateur Gold- 
enberg sur la constitution (1966-1970), et du comité de 
trois membres chargé de préparer la cause de la Com- 
mission des écoles protestantes de Montréal contre les 
projets de loi 22 et 101 du Québec (1966-1975). Elle exa- 
mine aussi la réaction de Scott devant la montée du 
mouvement séparatiste au Québec pendant la fin des 
années soixante, sa position face a la Loi sur les me- 
sures de guerre, et la vaste influence de son enseigne- 
ment sur le fédéralisme. 

ER. Scott était reconnu comme un important édu- 
cateur, mais il eut de nombreux prédécesseurs ainsi 
que le montrera l'histoire des femmes enseignantes 
au Québec et en Ontario de 1820 a 1920 que tracera 
Alison Prentice du Centre d’études des femmes de 
Ontario Institute for Studies in Education. Comme le 
souligne le professeur Prentice, les femmes domi- 
naient en nombre le domaine de |’enseignement a par-_ 
tir de la derniére partie du dix-neuvieme siécle, mais 
en général elles avaient beaucoup de difficulté a se 
faire admettre comme des professionnels.

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Another history project will focus on the City of 


_ Montreal. Jean-Claude Robert, of the History Depart- 
ment of the University of Quebec at Montreal, is par- 


ticularly interested in the process of urbanization. His 


_ research project, entitled “Quartier, rue et population 


a Montréal, 1820-1851”, will analyse the growth of two 
Montreal districts in the first half of the 19th century. 
Professor Robert will study the structures of urban 
life in order to better understand the mechanisms of 
urbanization in that context and during that period. 
The project has three specific objectives: first, to form 
an understanding, through a case study, of certain 
mechanisms of urbanization in the pre-industrial 


_ period; then to examine the stress and the relations 


that existed between the various places where people 
belonged (districts and streets), to establish their signifi- 
cance in the city and in urban life; lastly, in terms of 
methodology, to attempt to combine two approaches 
— mobility and sociability — in order to appreciate 


_both the factors associated with movement and the 
_ factors associated with stability in the urban environ- 
ment. 


Researchers are not only talking about the urban- 


_ization of cities, they are also investigating the families 


involved in such moves. At a time when the structure 
of Canadian families is changing, and when a large 
proportion of the Canadian population is elderly, re- 
searchers are looking at the relationship between the 
family and aging parents in Canada. David Reid, of 
York University, will study the way in which adult 


children react to their elderly parent’s needs for aid 


and support, in 200 families with a minimum of two 
adult children and a single elderly dependent parent. 
Professor Reid contends that adult children experience 
conflict between the competing obligations to their 


parent, their families, and their own commitments; his 


research will focus on how these children attempt to 
resolve such conflicts. 

Another issue in the study of contemporary family 
is the concern about abduction or victimization of chil- 
dren. Daniel Yarmey, of the University of Guelph, has 


_a two-year grant to study “Missing Children and Chil- 
_dren’s Eyewitness Memory”. Professor Yarmey notes 


the absence of reliable empirical information on young 
children’s practical memorial and cognitive capacities. 
This lacuna is important when increasing numbers of 
children are being allowed to testify in court. Pro- 
fessor Yarmey’s objective is to provide empirical 
knowledge about children’s awareness of personal 
safety precautions when accompanied by a caretaker; 
their mother’s/guardian’s and police beliefs about 
children’s awareness of personal safety precautions; 
children’s eyewitness memory of a potential abductor; 


_and the effectiveness of inoculation training to increase 


the awareness of children regarding potential abduc- 
tors. Professor Yarmey hopes to bridge the gap 
between prevention of children’s victimizations and 
children’s involvement in pre-trial identification 

of suspects. 


Un autre projet de recherche historique porte sur 
la Ville de Montréal. Jean-Claude Robert, du départe- 
ment d’histoire de l'Université du Québec a Montréal, 
s‘intéresse particuli¢rement 4 l’urbanisation de Mon- 
tréal entre 1820 et 1851. Il a entrepris une recherche 
intitulée “Quartier, rue et population a Montréal, 
1820-1851”. L’objectif de cette enquéte d’histoire sociale 
est de procéder a une analyse de la croissance de deux 
quartiers montréalais dans la premiére moitié du XIX¢ 
siécle. La recherche porte sur. les structures de la vie 
urbaine et vise A mieux comprendre les mécanismes 
de l’urbanisation a cette échelle et a cette époque. Le 
projet vise trois objectifs précis. D’abord comprendre, 
par une étude de cas, certains mécanismes de |’ur- 
banisation pour la période préindustrielle. Ensuite exa- 
miner la tension et les rapports entre les divers lieux 
d’appartenance (quartier et rue), pour tenter d’établir 
leur signification dans la ville et dans la vie urbaine. 
Enfin, au plan méthodologique, tenter de combiner les 
approches de la mobilité et celle de la sociabilité de 
maniere a saisir a la fois les éléments de mouvement 
et les éléments de stabilité dans le cadre urbain. 

Les chercheurs traitent non seulement de I’ur- 
banisation des villes mais aussi des réactions aux 
changements qu’elle suscite chez les familles touchées. 
A une €poque ou change la structure des familles ca- 
nadiennes et ot une grande partie de la population du 
Canada est agée, les chercheurs étudient les relations 
entre la famille et les parents agés au Canada. David 
Reid de l'Université York étudiera les réactions des 
adultes face aux besoins de leurs parents agés et ce, 
dans deux cent familles comptant au minimum deux 
enfants adultes et un parent agé dépendant. 

Le professeur Reid soutient qu’il existe des conflits 
chez les enfants adultes face a leurs obligations envers 
leurs parents, leur famille et leurs propres engage- 
ments. Sa recherche portera principalement sur la fa- 
con dont ces “enfants” essaient de résoudre les conflits 
de ce type. 

Un autre probleme dans |’étude de la famille con- 
temporaine est celui que constituent les enfants vic- 
times d’enlévement ou autres crimes. Daniel Yarmey, 
de I’Université Guelph, dispose d’une subvention de 
deux ans pour étudier les enfants disparus et la 
mémoire visuelle des enfants. Le professeur Yarmey a 
remarqué l’absence de données empiriques sur les ap- 
titudes cognitives et la mémoire des jeunes enfants. 
Cette lacune est grave compte tenu du nombre crois- 
sant d’enfants autorisés 4 témoigner en cours. L’objec- 
tif du professeur Yarmey consiste a obtenir des don- 
nées empiriques sur : la conscience qu’ont les enfants 
des mesures de sécurité personnelle, quand ils sont 
accompagnég d’un responsable; la mesure dans la- 
quelle, selon la mére ou tuteur et la police, les enfants 
sont conscients de ces mesures de sécurité; et l’effica- 
cité d’une formation préventive en vue d’augmenter 
la conscience qu’ont les enfants de certains dangers. 
Le professeur Yarmey espére ainsi parer au manque 
d'information sur la prévention des crimes contre les 
enfants et la participation des enfants victimes a 
‘identification des suspects avant les proces. 
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From family studies, and children and the courts, 
we move to the field of economics, in which important 
research is being done by Canadian scholars every 
year. Douglas Purvis, Professor of Economics and 
Director of the John Deutsch Institute for the Study 
of Economic Policy at Queen's University, received a 
two-year grant to make a comparison of Canadian 
and American unemployment rates. Professor Purvis 
describes the Canadian and American economies as 
having experienced a virtually complete business cycle 
during the past three years; a notable difference, how- 
ever, is that the US recession was neither as severe nor 
as prolonged as the Canadian, and the US recovery 
has been stronger in terms of growth of real GNP 
and the associated drop in unemployment. Professor 
Purvis’ work will involve two stages: in the first, he 
will confirm the view that differences in the behaviour 
of aggregate demand do not explain this experience; 
he will also question whether the different behaviour 
of unemployment can be explained in terms of differ- 
ences in demographic patterns and participation rates, 
or whether the differential movement in unemploy- 
ment rates reflects differences in growth of employ- 
ment. Expecting that the first stage of research will 
not explain the differences in unemployment rates, 
Professor Purvis proposes a second stage in which he 
will investigate alternative explanations: the behaviour 
of the labour market; the behaviour of investment; the 
structural differences between the countries; and/or 
the changing composition of industry in the two 
economies.

Outre des études sur la famille et les enfants vic- 
times, le domaine économique fait aussi l'objet d’im- 
portantes recherches conduites chaque année par des 
Canadiens. Douglas Purvis, professeur d’économique 
et directeur de I’Institut John Deutsch pour l'étude de 
la politique économique a |’Université Queen’s, a recu 
une subvention de deux ans en vue de comparer les 
taux de chomage canadiens et américains. Le pro- 
fesseur Purvis décrit les économies canadiennes et 
américaines comme ayant experimenté un cycle écono- 
mique presque complet au cours des trois derniéres 
années. Cependant, il y a une différence notable : la 
récession américaine n’a pas été aussi grave ni aussi 
prolongée que la récession canadienne et la reprise 
économique américaine a été plus forte du point de 
vue de la croissance du produit national brut réel et | 
de la baisse connexe du taux de chémage. Le pro- 
fesseur Purvis travaillera en deux étapes. Il vérifiera 
d’abord s'il est vrai que les différences de fluctuations 
de la demande globale n’expliquent pas cette situation. 
Il mettra également en doute le fait que les différences 
de fluctuation des taux de chémage puissent étre ex- 
pliquées du point de vue des différences dans les 
modeéles démographiques et les taux de participation 
et le fait que le mouvement différentiel des taux de 
chomage est dt aux différences observées dans 
la croissance des emplois. Comme il s’attend a ce que 
la premiere étape de la recherche n’explique pas les 
différences entre les taux de chémage, le professeur 
Purvis projette dans une deuxiéme étape d’examiner 
diverses explications possibles, soit : les fluctuations 
sur le marché du travail; les fluctuations de l’investis- 
sement; les différences structurelles entre les pays; ou 
la composition changeante de I’industrie dans les 
deux économies.

women writers in the period 1830 to 1939, to deter- 
mine why women wrote what they wrote; how they 
organized their private and public affairs to do so, and 
the resulting shape of their lives and careers. Professor 
Gerson will focus on 16 writers critically acknowledged 
to have been significant contributors to Canadian liter- 
ary history. They will be studied in conjunction with a 
background group of some 25 secondary writers 
whose personal papers are in Canadian repositories. 
In addition to publications and papers of writers, pub- 
lishers, editors, literary agents and anthologists, she 
will examine cultural periodicals, for the proportion 
and kinds of writing done by women, and for at- 
titudes expressed toward women writers. The project 
will last three years. 


Canadian Studies 


t is difficult to record the history of working people 
since they leave few written traces. The union move- 
ent has, however, accumulated a substantial amount 
lof documentation over the years. Jacques Rouillard, 

lof the Department of History at the University of 
ontreal, wants to protect these records from loss as 
a result of union moves or mergers. Unions live very 
uch in the present and in many cases are unaware of 
he extent of their documentation. Professor Rouillard 
wants to prepare a guide to identify the archived re- 
sources relating to international unions in Montreal, 
to help make good this deficiency. He will take the 
Opportunity to make union leaders aware of the im- 
portance of their archives and will encourage them to 
deposit them (with the Archives Department at the 
University of Montreal, of course). 


La Division des subventions 
strategiques 


Les cing themes d’intérét national continuent d’attirer 
de nombreuses demandes.

Les femmes et le travail 


Une telle multitude de femmes sont aujourd’hui au 
nombre des écrivains les plus connus du Canada que 
la question de savoir si l’écriture constitue ou non un 
travail de femme ne se pose plus. Ce ne fut pas tou- 
jours le cas cependant. Carole Gerson, du départe- 
ment d’anglais de l'Université de la Colombie- 
Britannique, examine les influences littéraires sur les 
femmes écrivains canadiennes de 1830 a 1939, afin de 
déterminer pourquoi elles écrivaient, ce qu’elles 
écrivaient, comment elles organisaient leur vie privée 
et publique pour le faire, et la forme que prenaient 
par conséquent leur vie et leur carriére. Le professeur 
Gerson se concentrera sur 16 femmes écrivains recon- 
nues pour leur importante contribution a l'histoire 
canadienne de la littérature. Elle les étudiera en con- 
jonction avec un groupe de 25 écrivains d’importance 
secondaire dont on posséde des documents per- 
sonnels dans des archives canadiennes. En plus des 
publications et des documents des écrivains, éditeurs, 
agences littéraires et anthologistes, elle étudiera les 
périodiques culturels afin de déterminer la proportion 
et le type d’oeuvres écrites par des femmes et les 
attitudes adoptées envers les femmes écrivains de 
l’époque. Le projet durera trois ans. 


Les études canadiennes 


Il est difficile de faire l'histoire des travailleurs car ces 
derniers laissent peu de traces écrites. Le mouvement 
syndical a pourtant réuni au cours des années une 
documentation imposante. Jacques Rouillard, du dé- 
partement d’histoire de l'Université de Montréal, veut 
protéger ces archives car elles risquent de disparaitre 
a la faveur d’un déménagement ou d’une fusion de 
syndicats. Ces derniers vivent intensément dans le 
présent et ne connaissent pas souvent l’étendue de 
leur documentation. Monsieur Rouillard veut dresser 
un guide des fonds d’archives concernant les syndicats 
internationaux 4 Montréal pour combler en partie la 
lacune. Il prendra l’occasion de sensibiliser les di- 
rigeants syndicaux a'l‘importance de leurs archives et 
il les incitera a en faire le dépdt (au Service d’archives 
de l’Université de Montréal naturellement). 


Population Aging 


The role of the family in providing care for the elderly 
is an important factor for developing policy in an 
“aging” Canada. John B. Bond, of the Department of 
Family Studies, University of Manitoba, addresses the 
question in his study, “Intergenerational Relationships 
in a Manitoba German Mennonite Setting: Who 
Cares?” Comparisons will be made between age 
groups of Mennonites. Within age groups, Professor 
Bond will compare Mennonites and non-Mennonites. 
In answering the “Who cares?” question, he will look 
generally at the effects of religion and ethnicity on our 
treatment of the frail elderly. 


The Family and the Socialization of Children 


Some 90,000 unemployed men, in 1984, were living in 
families with working wives and dependent children. 
The effect of this on fathers’ perceptions of their chil- 
dren's behaviour and development is being studied by 
Laura C. Johnson, of the Social Planning Council of 
Metropolitan Toronto. The Social Planning Council 
will use results to develop recommendations on em- 
ployment policy and support services for families. The 
study will focus on the effects of unemployment on 
fathers themselves, on their parental role, on the fam- 
ily and on the children. Some 200 men living in two- 
parent families with one or more children 12 years or 
under will be involved — workers from a variety of 
industrial sectors who have lost their jobs through 
lay-off or plant closure within three months of the in- 
terview. A follow-up with both parents will be con- 
ducted after six months have passed, and another, six 
months later, for those still unemployed. 


Human Context of Science and Technology 


“How are Canadian youth ‘growing up’ with compu- 
ters?” is a question that Thomas E. Kieren, Depart- 
ment of Secondary Education, University of Alberta, 
seeks to answer, with a study on access, values and 
social issues related to micro-technology. The na- 
tional study involves regional researchers in Alberta, 
Ontario, Quebec and Newfoundland. The first stage 
will be a large-scale survey of 10-, 13- and 16-year olds,

Managing the Organization in Canada 


n this age of home banking and telebanking, viability 
's as much a question of technology as of economics. 
The emphasis is on network automation and electronic 
ansfer of funds and this is producing a new form of 
collective action: strategic cooperation. The cooperative 
strategy, on the other hand, is based on a linkage be- 
‘ween social and economic areas to find in the cooper- 
ative itself an instrument of economic and social 
change. Jean-Guy Desforges, of the Ecole des Hautes 
atudes commerciales (Centre de gestion des cooper- 
itives), wants to compare market logic with the logic 
of collective action in a study on the cooperative finan- 
tial network. He has two objectives: to identify the 
strategic phases of development of the Fédération des 
Caisses Populaires Desjardins de Montréal et de 
‘Ouest du Québec (a group of Montreal and Western 
Juebec credit unions); and to discover mechanisms, 
orocesses, structural modifications or cultural changes 
ikely to favour the emergence of new cooperative 
strategies in the network.

Support for human resources development in the 
Council is divided between three programs: Doctoral 
Fellowships (72 per cent of the fellowships budget in 
1985-86); Postdoctoral Fellowships (21 per cent); and 
Special MA Scholarships (seven per cent). The now- 
defunct Leave Fellowships Program was administered 
by the Fellowships Division. 

Notes on fellowship recipients follow. 


The Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship 


The 1985 Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship for 
studies on the history, role and functions of the 
‘Crown and the Governor General in a parliamentary 
democracy was awarded to Janet Ajzenstat, of Hamil- 
ton, Ontario. Dr. Ajzenstat is studying the views of 
two French-Canadian political writers, Pierre Bédard 
and Etienne Parent, on the British “monarchic” system 
of government established in the Canadas in the 19th 
century. In addition to increasing our understanding 
of the foundations of Canada’s political institutions, 
‘she hopes to illuminate current debates about the 
Constitution, conditions for stable parliamentary gov- 
‘ernment, and the place of the Cabinet. She argues that 
the monarchic system was meant to guard against the 
rise of one-party government and ensure a continuing 
political opposition in Canada. 

Dr. Ajzenstat graduated from the University of 
Toronto in 1959 with a BA in art and archaeology. She 
| was awarded an MA in political science by McMaster 
| University in 1972 and a PhD in political economy by 
Toronto in 1979. 

The Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship was 
established in 1979 by the Government of Canada in 
honour of the Légers’ contribution to the office of 
Governor General. The award is worth $20,000 plus 
up to $5,000 for research and travel expenses. The 

award after 1986-87 will be granted every two years, 
| with a doubling of both the fellowship and the 
research and travel grant, to $40,000 and $10,000 

| respectively. 


The Bora Laskin National Fellowship in Human 
Rights Research 


The first Bora Laskin National Fellowship in Human 

Rights Research, named for the late Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Canada, and established to en- 
courage research and the development of expertise in 
the field of human rights, was awarded to Douglas 
Sanders. 


La Division des bourses

La bourse Jules et Gabrielle Léger 


La bourse Jules et Gabrielle Léger pour la recherche 
sur l’histoire, le rdle et les fonctions de la Couronne et 
du Gouverneur général au sein d’une démocratie par- 
lementaire, a été attribuée a Janet Ajzenstat, de 
Hamilton, Ontario, pour 1985-1986. Madame Ajzenstat 
étudie la pensée de deux écrivains politiques cana- 
diens-francais, Pierre Bédard et Etienne Parent, au su- 
jet du systeme “monarchique” de gouvernement établi 
dans les deux Canadas au cours du XIX® siécle. Elle 
espére que ses travaux feront mieux comprendre les 
fondements des institutions politiques canadiennes, et 
contribueront au débat actuel sur la Constitution, le 
role du Cabinet et les conditions nécessaires a la sta- 
bilité d’un gouvernement parlementaire. Elle est d’avis 
que le systéme monarchique était destiné a eviter 
l’émergence d’un parti unique et 4 assurer la perma- 
nence d’une opposition. 

Madame Ajzenstat est diplémée des universites 
de Toronto et McMaster. Elle a obtenu un BA en art 
et archéologie de Toronto en 1959, une maitrise en 
science politique de McMaster en 1972 et un doctorat 
en économie politique de Toronto en 1979. 

La bourse Jules et Gabrielle Léger a été creee en 
1979 par le Gouvernement du Canada pour exprimer 
la reconnaissance des éminents services rendus par 
le tres honorable Jules Léger et Madame Léger. La 
bourse est d’une valeur de 20 000 $ plus une alloca- 
tion de 5 000 $ pour les frais de recherche et de 
déplacement. 


La Bourse canadienne Bora Laskin pour la 
recherche sur les droits de la personne 


La premiére Bourse canadienne Bora Laskin pour la 
recherche sur les droits de la personne, désignée ainsi 
en l’honneur de feu le Juge en chef de la Cour su- 
préme du Canada et créée pour encourager la recher- 
che dans le domaine des droits de la personne et la 
formation de spécialistes en la matiére, a été accordée 
a Douglas Sanders. 
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Dr. Sanders, professor of law at the University of 
British Columbia, will study “The Development of 
Standards for the Treatment of Indigenous Populations 
— In Canada and Internationally”. His goal is to make 
a policy oriented study of Canadian developments, 
with an emphasis on current directions; a description 
of the efforts now underway to define standards at 
the international level; and observations on the inter- 
relationship and direction of these two streams of 
development. 

Professor Sanders is a graduate of the University 
of Alberta and the University of California at Berkeley. 
He has worked with the Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs, 
was Director of the Native Law Centre at Carleton 
University, and acted as consultant to the Alaska 
Highway Pipeline Inquiry. In 1981 he was invited as 
a visiting professor to the University of Tromso, 
Norway; and, in 1983, to the University of Hokkaido, 
Japan. He has published numerous books and articles 
about aboriginal peoples. 

The Bora Laskin fellowship is worth $45,000, plus 
up to $10,000 for research and travel expenses. 


The Queen’s Fellowships 


One hundred scholarships are awarded annually to 
outstanding students wishing to pursue a master’s de- 
gree in the social sciences or humanities in a Canadian 
university. Of these 100, three are chosen to receive a 
Queen’s Fellowship, for exceptional students in the 
field of Canadian studies. Following are the Queen’s 
Fellows for 1985-86. 

Kent Bittermann, of Sydney, Nova Scotia, will 
study nineteenth century agriculture in Cape Breton 
— an aspect of Maritime history that has received little 
attention. He will discuss demographic change and 
out-migration, technological change and merchants, 
land ownership and use, and social structure. 

Sean Cadigan, of Mount Pearl, Newfoundland, 
will study the social history of the Atlantic region. His 
thesis, concerning the relationship between culture 
and region, will involve the evaluation of working- 
class support for Liberal and Conservative party mem- 
bers who endorsed Maritime Rights Movement posi- 
tions in the 1919-27 period. 

Dara Culhane, of New Westminster, British 
Columbia, will study the relationship between Cana- 
dian Native Indian women and Canadian society. Ms. 
Culhane will combine traditional and new approaches 
to the question in order to consider the implications 
of Native Indian women being dependent upon state- 
administered welfare subsidies for the bulk of their 
subsistence and of being female members of a stigma- 
tized minority group within Canada.

Doctoral Fellowships 


Timothy Jackson has a Doctoral Fellowship to study 
musicology as a visiting student at Ludwig-Max- 
imilians-Universitat, in Munich. Mr. Jackson has been 
examining autograph sources for Richard Strauss’ 
music and, with the permission of the composer's 
aughter-in-law, transcribing some of Strauss’ unpub- 
lished sketches. These are located in the Strauss Ar- 
chive in Garmisch, in the Bavarian State Library, and 
in private collections in Munich. Finding in the later 
ork Strauss’ profound grief over the devastation of 
the Second World War and his own impending death, 
Mr. Jackson has chosen as his dissertation, “The Meta- 
morphosen and Letzte Lieder of Richard Strauss: A Study 
of Compositional Method”. The thesis will contain 
analyses of the finished compositions and detailed 
commentary on the sketches and the compositional 
process. 

Robert Dalpé, studying for a doctorate in political 
science at the University of Montreal, has embarked 
on a thesis entitled, “Les politiques d’achat cana- 
diennes en télécommunications”. The objective is to 
show to what extent the particular requirements of 
government create potential for innovation in industry. 
This research is applied to the Canadian situation in 
the telecommunications sector, including land-line sys- 
tems and satellites. The bulk of the research aims to 
show how various government policies have favoured 
innovation, while the second part of the study details 
certain standards set by governments. The final part 
of the research deals with the impact of these mea- 
‘sures on the sector, in regard to the competitive 
position of Canadian companies in the international 
‘markets.

Postdoctoral Fellowships 


Marlene Moretti, completing her PhD in psychology 
at Simon Fraser University, will pursue postdoctoral 
esearch at New York University with an expert in the 
field of social cognition. Ms. Moretti’s doctoral work 
concerned the effects of mood on the recognition and 
processing of self-relevant social information; such 
data are pertinent to understanding whether individu- 
‘als experiencing transitory alteration of mood, or 
chronic affective disturbance such as depression, share 
a common data base of social and interpersonal infor- 
‘mation.

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whose influence on the development of sociology is 
widely acknowledged yet whose work is relatively un- 
studied. Ms. Haines’ goal is to sensitize sociologists to 
the importance of Spencer for contemporary social 
theory and, by encouraging a review of Spencer, for 
possible insights into other central problems of social 
theory. In her postdoctoral research, Ms. Haines pro- 
poses to address one of those problems, the relation 
between individual action and social structure, using 
both a critical and constructive approach. 


Leave Fellowships 


The last group of leave fellowship applications was 
adjudicated in 1985-1986. Two of the recipients are 
Stanley Barrett and Fernand Ouellet. 

For the past five years, Professor Barrett, of the 
University of Guelph, has been engaged in an exten- 
sive study of the Canadian radical right, focusing on 
three distinct groups: the Ku Klux Klan, especially in 
Ontario and British Columbia; the Western Guard and 
its successors; and a dozen organizations such as the 
Nationalist Socialist Party and the British People’s 
Party. Through the collection of primary documents 
on right-wing organizations, and unstructured inter- 
views with leaders and members of such associations, 
Professor Barrett has statistical data on almost 600 
members of such groups. His objective, during his 
sabbatical year, is to produce an exhaustive scholarly 
study of the Canadian radical right, in historical and 
comparative contexts. 

Professor Barrett has been invited to spend his 
sabbatical at The Centre for Research in Ethnic Rela- 
tions at Warwick University; he will also do research 
at the Laboratoire de Psychologie social, in Paris. 

Fernand Ouellet of York University (formerly of 
the University of Ottawa), has been conducting re- 
search for a number of years into the social dynamics 
of the insurrections of 1837-38. In order to explore the 
relations between the social classes and the revolution- 
ary movement in greater depth, he has attempted to 
identify the group of insurgents more specifically, 
drawing up a list of them and determining the par- 
ticulars of the individuals involved. Professor Ouellet 
plans: to spend time at the Archives nationales du 
Québec to review a number of records of a legal 
nature; to examine A. Fauteux’s collection in Montreal, 
which contains information on 2,000 individuals in- 
volved in revolutionary activities; and to extend his 
inquiries to what might be termed the industry and 
artisan sector. This research addresses a long-standing 
question: How did society under the social/govern- 
mental system that was developed in the 17th and 18th 
centuries in the St. Lawrence Valley change with the 
advance of capitalism in its various forms?

he moratorium on learned journals applications was 
ifted and a major review saw an increase in journals 
upported to 154, with funding guaranteed over three 

ears. In addition to providing stability for planning, 
he re-evaluation was essential, given that 190 journals 
were applying for $2 million, as against the 116 jour- 
als being funded from a $1.8 million budget. The 
Council chose to let the system be self-adjusting and 
elf-regulating, rather than to impose controls and 
central decision-making. A special grant for 1986-87, 
qual to 25 per cent of the first-year grant, will be 
made possible by a one-time increase by the Govern- 
ment. The money may be used for any purpose, 
ncluding supplementing the operating budget or 
mproving the use of new technologies or marketing 
strategies. 

Some 160 scholarly books were published under 
che program administered by the Canadian Federation 
‘or the Humanities and the Social Science Federation 
f Canada, with a $900,000 budget. (As an example of 
che importance of the program, McGill-Queen’s Press 
-eported that five of its supported titles had won 
major national or international awards during the 
year.) Sustaining grants were made to the two Federa- 
rlons, as well as to the Royal Society and the Associa- 
tion canadienne-francaise pour l’avancement des 
eiences (ACFAS). Some 80 associations received as- 
sistance totalling $1.5 million for administrative 
expenses, attendance at annual meetings and special 
rojects. Some $550,000 was granted for attendance at

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What Is the Council? 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
of Canada (SSHRC) was created in June 1977, by Act 
of Parliament. It began operations in April 1978 and 
took over the programs administered by the human- 
ities and social sciences division of the Canada Coun- 
‘cil. Under the Act, the SSHRC, the Medical Research 
Council and the Natural Sciences and Engineering Re- 
search Council administer federal funds for university- 
based research and other scholarly activity. 

The SSHRC is governed by a 22-member appointed 
Council chosen from the academic community and 
“major interest sectors of society. 

_ The Council is primarily a grant-giving body 

whose funds are voted by Parliament. It reports to 
Parliament through the Secretary of State. Its mandate, 
in the terms of section 5 of the Government Organiza- 
tion (Scientific Activities) Act, 1976, is to “promote and 
assist research and scholarship in the social sciences 
and humanities; and to advise the Minister in respect 
of such matters relating to such research as the Minister 
may refer to the Council for its consideration.” 

In order to promote and assist Canadian research 
nd scholarship in the social sciences and humanities, 
the Council has undertaken to 
© support such discipline-based research as in the 
judgment of scholars will best advance knowledge; 
® encourage research on subjects which the Council, 
in consultation with the academic community, consid- 
‘ers to be of national importance; 
facilitate communication among scholars in Canada 
and abroad, and stimulate dissemination of the results 
of research; 

@ assist in, and advise on, maintaining and developing 
the national capacity for research. 

In pursuit of these goals, the Council administers 
programs of fellowships for research training and re- 
‘search resources and support, and grants for research, 
international scholarly exchanges, scholarly publish- 
‘ing, conferences and other research-related activities. 
In addition, the Council conducts i inquiries and per- 
forms a leadership role in research policy in Canada, 
and fulfils a liaison function with government and the 
scholarly community.

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The Year in Review 


The Matching Funds Policy 


The Council faced two major challenges in 1986-87: to 
implement the government’s new matching funds 
policy, and to cut operating costs. The matching 
policy, introduced as the only means of increasing the 
budgets of the three federal granting councils, pro- 
vides funds equal to private sector contributions to 
university research. This policy places a heavy 
responsibility on both the Council and the univer- 
‘sities, not only to raise the essential private sector 
‘funds but also to create an awareness of the 
importance of research in our disciplines. 

The Council’s response to the scheme was the 
establishment of the Canada Research Fellowships 
program (CRF), first envisaged in the Council’s 
Five-Year Plan (1985-90), as a matching funds program. 
Despite the short “gestation” period between the 
February 1986 announcement of the matching policy 
and the selection of the CRF winners, participation in 
the first competition exceeded all expectations. The 
candidates proposed by the universities were of a 
remarkably high calibre, and the Council regretted 
that fewer than 100 fellowships could be offered this 


year. 
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Operating Costs Reduced 


The other major task, to cut operating costs, has also 
been achieved. The operating cost per application has 
tbeen reduced by a stunning 32 per cent in constant 
dollars while the number of applications handled per 
person-year has been increased by 45 per cent, due to 
an increase of 33 per cent in applications received and 
staff reductions in the order of nine per cent over the 
ast five years. Procedural changes and administrative 
‘efinements have been introduced each year, as I 
10ted in the 1985-86 Annual Report, and this year saw 
the adoption of a single annual competition for 
‘esearch grants. As well, Council volunteered to 
‘educe operating costs by an additional 10 per cent, 
sroducing a saving of $600,000. We appreciate that the 
freasury Board ministers approved the transfer of this 
ium to our grants and fellowships budget. 


Le bilan de l’année 


La politique du jumelage des fonds 


Le Conseil a dt faire face a un double défi en 
1986-1987 : mettre en oeuvre la nouvelle politique 
gouvernementale du jumelage des fonds et réduire les 
couts de fonctionnement. La politique du jumelage 
des fonds, qui représente le seul moyen mis a la 
disposition des trois conseils subventionnaires fédé- 
raux en vue d’accroitre leur budget, se propose d’offrir 
des montants équivalents aux contributions du secteur 
privé pour la recherche universitaire. Cette formule de 
financement impose 4 la fois au Conseil et aux 
universités la lourde responsabilité, non seulement de 
réunir les fonds indispensables du secteur privé, mais 
aussi d’éveiller un intérét pour la recherche dans nos 
disciplines et d’en souligner l’importance. 

La réponse du Conseil a été de mettre sur pied un 
programme financé selon le principe du jumelage des 
fonds, qui fut d’abord proposé dans le Plan quinquennal 
(1985-1990) : le programme des bourses de recherche 
du Canada. Malgré la courte durée de la période 
de “gestation” entre l’annonce de la politique 
en février 1986 et la sélection des boursiers, le degré 
de participation lors du premier concours a dépassé 
toutes les attentes. Les candidats proposés par les 
universités étaient d’un calibre exceptionnel et le 
Conseil a regretté de ne pouvoir offrir que moins de 
100 bourses la premiére année. 


Réduction des coats de fonctionnement 


Une autre tache importante a été menée a bonne fin, 
celle de réduire les cots de fonctionnement. C’est un 
exploit remarquable que d’avoir réussi a réduire le 
cout de fonctionnement par demande de 32 p. 100 en 
dollars constants alors que le nombre de demandes 
traitées par année-personne a augmenté de 45 p. 100 
suite a un accroissement de 33 p. 100 des demandes 
recues et a une réduction du personnel d’environ neuf 
pour cent au cours des cing derniéres années. Comme 
je l’ai souligné dans le Rapport annuel de 1985-1986, 
chaque année voit apparaitre certaines modifications 
dans les procédures et des améliorations sur le plan 
administratif; cette année par exemple, les subventions 
de recherche font I’objet d’un seul concours annuel. 
De plus, le Conseil s’est engagé de son plein gré a 
réduire ses cotits de fonctionnement d’un dix pour 
cent supplémentaire, ce qui représente une économie 
de 600 000 $. Nous sommes trés reconnaissants envers 
les ministres du Conseil du Trésor pour avoir 
approuvé le transfert de cette somme au budget des 
subventions et des bourses. 
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The Council has been criticized in the past for not 
economizing on operations, but these figures show the 
Council to be very thrifty indeed. Having achieved 
these economies, the Council is now being called 
upon to do more follow-up on the results of research 
funded. Truly our cup runneth over; we wish that our 
purse did, as well. 


Grants Budget 


While these challenges were being met, the Council 
tackled its yearly problem of spending a shrinking 
grants budget in the most beneficial way. In constant 
dollars the Council’s budget has scarcely changed in 15 
years. We attempt to serve 58 per cent of the national 
academic community on 12 per cent of the tri-Council 
budget. In fact, it is generally unknown that the 
SSHRC share of the tri-Council budget has steadily 
declined from 16.2 per cent in 1978-79 to 11.9 per cent 
in 1987-88. Furthermore, it may not be widely known 
that we have received 44 per cent more applications in 
10 years, that there has been an increase of 26 per cent 
in social sciences and humanities faculty and graduate 
students in Canada since 1974-75, and that the Council 
has introduced many new programs since 1978-79. 
These pressures on our small budget are not only 
difficult for the Council but have also led to a certain 
frustration in our constituency. With the added 
widespread concern that the matching scheme may 
not yield the necessary funds in future years to 
protect core programs against inflation and to finance 
new initiatives, the need for a review of program 
priorities became increasingly evident. 


Priorities 


It was for this reason that a task force of Councillors 
was struck, in early 1987, to undertake an exhaustive 
program review and to make recommendations to 
Council on future directions. The first report was 
submitted in March 1987. Council subsequently under- 
took to brief fully its academic constituency, to invite 
reactions to proposed priorities, and to elicit ideas for 
initiatives which would maximize the possibilities

Le budget des subventions 


Tout en s‘occupant de relever ces défis, le Conseil a 
du, cette année encore, trouver le moyen de dépenser 
de la maniere la plus avantageuse possible un budget 
des subventions qui s‘amenuise de plus en plus. Le 
budget du Conseil, calculé en dollars constants, s’est a 
peine modifié au cours des 15 derniéres années. Nous 
nous efforcons de servir 58 p. 100 de la collectivité 
universitaire du pays avec 12 p. 100 du budget des 
trois Conseils subventionnaires. En fait, ce que l’on ne 
sait généralement pas, c’est que la part du budget des 
trois conseils qui revient au CRSH a subi une baisse 
continue, passant de 16,2 p. 100 en 1978-1979 a 

11,9 p. 100 en 1987-1988. De plus, ce qui n’est peut-étre 
pas connu de tous, c’est que les demandes ont 
augmenté de 44 p. 100 en 10 ans, que le pourcentage 
des étudiants aux études supérieures et du corps 
professoral dans le domaine des sciences humaines au 
Canada a subi un accroissement de 26 p. 100 depuis 
1974-1975 et que le Conseil a mis sur pied un bon 
nombre de nouveaux programmes depuis 1978-1979.

Priorités 


Par conséquent, au début de 1987, un groupe de

under the matching policy. At this time the Council 
also announced, with regret, its decision to cancel the 
Strategic Population Aging program, the Special MA 
Scholarships, and two small International Relations 
programs — Grants for International Collaborative 
Research and Bilateral Exchanges. We ended the fiscal 
year anticipating more painful cancellations. 


Achievements 


Despite the stark financial realities, the Council was 
again able to fund 81 learned societies, including the 
Royal Society of Canada and the Association cana- 
dienne-francaise pour l’avancement des sciences, and 
to provide the principal funding for the Canadian 
Federation for the Humanities, the Social Science 
Federation of Canada and the annual meeting of the 
learned societies. Some 1,048 new and continuing 
grants were awarded through the research grants and 
strategic grants programs; in addition, a total of 1,467 
Special MA, Doctoral, Postdoctoral and Canada 
Research Fellowships were offered to promising 
students and scholars through programs which provide 
the main source of support for future researchers and 
university faculty in Canada. The Aid to Scholarly 
Publications Program, administered on behalf of the 
Council by the Social Science Federation of Canada 
and the Canadian Federation for the Humanities, 
subsidized the publication of approximately 140 books, 
thus contributing over $820,000 to the Canadian 
publishing industry. Council also supported 161 scien- 
ific conferences and provided block grants to 76 
Aniversities. Twenty-one small universities received 
325,000 each to develop and strengthen their research 
vapacities. The remarkable diversity of endeavours 
supported by the SSHRC includes the new program of 
unding for Canadian Research Institutes Abroad, and 
‘ontinuing support for distinguished and interna- 
jonally admired scholarly enterprises such as the 
distorical Atlas of Canada, Trésor de la langue 
rancaise au Québec, the Dictionary of Canadian 
siography, and an international science study.

Réalisations

What Canada needs — what the world needs — are 
not merely the developments that science and tech- 
nology can offer, but an understanding of their 
benefits and consequences for society. We must attain 
a comprehensive knowledge of our institutions, 
processes, structures and relationships. It is not 
enough to concentrate solely on economic or tech- 
nological issues. Humanists and social scientists must 
work parallel to researchers in other fields if they are 
to give direction to the powerful economic, social, 
cultural and political forces that shape our society and 
guide the course of human development. Our national 
well being and Canada’s contributions call for a 
zreater effort by scholars in the humanities and social 
sciences. It is this Council’s responsibility to make the 
scholarly effort possible.

Notes to the Statement of Operations March 31, 1987 


1. Authority and objective 


The Council was established in 1977 by the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council Act and is a departmental 
corporation named in Schedule B to the Financial 
Administration Act. The objective of the Council is to 
promote and assist research and scholarship in the social 
sciences and humanities. 


The operating and grants expenditures are funded by 
budgetary lapsing authorities. Employee benefit plans 
contributions are authorized by a statutory authority. 


2. Accounting policies 


The statement of operations has been prepared using the 
following accounting policies: 


(a) Expenditure recognition 


Grants are charged to expenditure when disbursed. 
Operating expenditure is recorded on an accrual basis, in 
accordance with the Government Payables at Year End 
accounting policy, except for employee termination benefits 
and vacation pay which are recorded on the cash basis. 


(b) Capital purchases 


Acquisition of office furniture and equipment is recorded as 
operating expenditure in the year of purchase. 


(c) Services provided without charge by other departments 


Estimates of amounts for services provided without charge 
by Government departments are included in operating 
expenditure. 


(d) Refunds of previous years’ expenditure 


Refunds of previous years’ expenditure are recorded as 
revenue when received and are not deducted from 
expenditure. 


(e) Pension plan 


Employees participate in the Public Service Superannuation 
Plan administered by the Government of Canada. The 
employees and the Council contribute equally to the cost of 
the Plan. Council's contributions are charged to expenditure 
on a current basis. 
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3. Parliamentary appropriations 


Parliamentary appropriations are recorded when used and 
any amount not used lapses in accordance with Section 30 of 
the Financial Administration Act. Appropriations are as 
follows:

Transitional Year 


Last year we reported that the Research Grants 
ivision’s programs and procedures were reviewed, 
nd several changes were adopted, including the 

ove to a single annual competition. Scholars showed 
he Council that research in Canada is very healthy 
and there is great demand for funding across all 
disciplines. 

The division received 817 eligible applications for 
standard research grants and 14 eligible applications 
for Major Research Grants. These were adjudicated in 
March 1986 for funding in 1986-87. The division spent 
51.25 million on ten new Major Research Grants and 
59.2 million on 514 new standard research grants, in 
addition to approximately $5.5 million for continuing 
rants (adjudicated in previous competitions). The 
success rate for new standard grants was 63 per cent 
n terms of the numbers of applications and 46 per 
rent in terms of dollars requested. These figures 
yppear to indicate a decrease in demand over 1985-86, 
when 1,080 applications were assessed and 668 new 
zrants were given, but they actually reflect the 
cancellation of the May 1986 competition deadline as 
the division adopted the move to a single annual 
;ompetition. 

With the move to an annual competition, the 
Research Grants Division announced, in January 1986, 
hat “bridge funding” would be available to qualifying 
‘esearchers in 1986-87 only. Those with continuing 
-ouncil-supported projects, who would have been 
vithout support for a short period as a result of the 
ancellation of the May 1986 competition, could apply 
or supplementary funding to bring their research 
chedule into line with the new competition schedule 
if the Research Grants program. Thirty-eight grants, 
otalling $260,000, were awarded. 

The division was occupied with applications for 
he 1987-88 competition during the rest of the 1986-87 
iscal year. The results of that competition will be 
lescribed in next year’s Annual Report, but in case you 
re led to believe from the figures cited above that 
esearch endeavours have declined in this country, we 
vill tell you now that 1,404 eligible applications for 
987-88 funding were received by the division, for a 


La Division des subventions 
de recherche 


Une année de transition 


L’année derniére nous avions annoncé que les 
programmes et procédures de la Division des subven- 
tions de recherche avaient été révisés et que de 
nombreux changements avaient été adoptés y compris 
introduction d’un seul concours annuel. Les cher- 
cheurs ont démontré au Conseil que la recherche était 
florissante au Canada et le grand nombre de de- 
mandes de subventions dans toutes les disciplines en 
fournissent la preuve. 

La Division a regu un total de 817 demandes 
admissibles pour les subventions ordinaires et de 14 
demandes pour les grandes subventions de recherche. 
Attribuées en mars 1986, ces subventions entreront en 
vigueur en 1986-1987. La Division a dépensé 1,25 
millions de dollars pour dix nouvelles grandes 
subventions de recherche et 9,2 millions de dollars 
pour 514 nouvelles subventions ordinaires, en plus de 
5,5 millions de dollars environ pour des subventions 
attribuées lors de concours antérieurs. Le taux de 
succes pour les subventions ordinaires a été de 
63 p. 100 en termes de nombre de demandes et de 
46 p. 100 en termes de dollars demandés. Ces chiffres 
n’indiquent pas une diminution des demandes par 
rapport a 1985-1986, ot 1 080 demandes ont été 
évaluées et 668 nouvelles subventions octroyées, mais 
ils reflétent l’annulation du concours de mai 1986 suite 
a l’adoption d’un seul concours annuel.

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total request of $43 million. These are to be adjudi- 
cated under new procedures: two external assessments 
are normally obtained for each application, chosen by 
the experienced SSHRC research grants officers, in 
consultation with the chair of the adjudication commit- 
tee. Applications and assessments are examined by 
one of the 14 discipline-based selection committees, 
which then make recommendations to Council. At the 
close of deliberations, these assessments are rendered 
anonymous and sent to the applicant. 

The adjudication procedures for the Negotiated 
and Major Research Grants programs were also 
modified for the 1986-87 competition, and a Major 
Projects Committee was struck by Council. Under the 
new adjudication procedures, all new major grant 
applications are adjudicated by the appropriate re- 
search grants selection committee, after external 
assessment. The recommendations and relative ratings 
from the selection committees are then submitted to 
the Major Projects Committee which adjudicates all 
major grants applications on a competitive basis, for 
final recommendation to Council. The Major Projects 
Committee will also monitor continuing projects. New 
forms and guidelines for the reporting of research 
progress and expenditures were distributed to award 
holders this year. In reviewing progress, further 
Council initiatives may include consultation with 
members of the research team, external assessors, 
Major Projects Committee members, or an on-site 
evaluation by a visiting committee. Following appro- 
priate consultation, the Council could decide to 
modify the terms of the award or level of funding, or 
to terminate the award. 

The General Research Grants program again 
provided block grants to Canadian universities and 
other research institutions to cover costs of certain 
requirements of their faculty, such as small research 
expenses and conference travel. In 1986-87, 76 institu- 
tions received regular awards totalling $2,075,401 plus 
supplemental awards totalling $798,260, for a total 
expenditure of $2,873,661. 

The Research Grants Division gained a new 
director in 1986-87. Marion King, acting director since 
September 1985, was named director in November 
1986.

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Author, Author 


Last year we described two of the many research 
projects recording the literary history of Canada. In 
1986-87 Canadian scholars continued to analyse and 
evaluate our writers. Interest in L.M. Montgomery, 
author of the internationally popular Anne of Green 
Gables series, remains strong. Two researchers, Mary 
Rubio and Elizabeth Waterston, both of the University 
of Guelph, are examining Montgomery’s journals from 
the period 1911 through 1926. Drs. Rubio and 
Waterston have recently published a volume of 
selections from Montgomery’s 1889-1910 journals, 
using an earlier SSHRC grant to fund the research. 
This second volume will give readers Montgomery’s 
perspective on coping with publishing difficulties as a 
Canadian writer at that time, as well as being a wife 
and mother. What particularly interests the re- 
searchers, though, is Montgomery’s day-by-day 
response to World War I, as they claim that no 
comparable war book by a woman exists. Entries from 
the post-war years are also fascinating, as the author 
chronicles rural Canada evolving in its values and 
mores. Professors Rubio and Waterston will annotate 
their selections with social, theological, intellectual, 
economic and legal notes. 

Other researchers are preparing editions of works 
by Francophone authors. Réal Ouellet of Laval 
University is reconstructing a critical edition of the 
Nouvelle Relation de Gaspésie (1691) by Chrétien 
Leclercq. A Recollet missionary, Leclercq lived among 
the Micmacs between 1675 and 1686, and wrote this 
account of 17th century Micmac life and culture and 
the work of missionaries in the New World. Professor 
Ouellet has already published several articles and 
books about the early authors of New France. 

Ringuet’s novel, Trente arpents, was published 
almost fifty years ago. Scholars have declared this the 
classic rural novel about pre-industrial Quebec, just as 
they have done with Zola’s La terre in France, and 
'Reymont’s Les paysans in Poland. Jean Panneton, the 
nephew of Ringuet, is preparing a critical edition of 
Trente arpents from the original typed manuscript 
which contains not only the novel but also a map of 
the locations in which the story takes place, and 
family trees for the principal characters. Jean Panneton 
has recently retired from a long teaching career, and 
has several publications to his name. 

There are many other projects concerning Cana- 
dian literary works, but scholars also show an 
enduring interest in classical and mediaeval authors. 
Professor Robert Todd of the University of British 
Columbia is completing a new edition of a Greek 


Des auteurs, encore des auteurs 


L’année derniére nous avons mentionné deux 

des nombreux projets de recherche traitant de 
histoire littéraire au Canada. L’intérét porté a 

L.M. Montgomery, auteur de la série internationale- 
ment connue, Anne of Green Gables, ne diminue pas. 
Deux chercheurs de I’Université de Guelph, Mary 
Rubio et Elizabeth Waterston, étudient le journal 
intime de Montgomery de 1911 a 1926. Une subvention 
du CRSH avait déja permis a Mmes Rubio et 
Waterston de publier, il y a peu de temps, des extraits 
du journal intime de Montgomery de 1889 a 1910. Le 
second ouvrage nous présente les commentaires de 
Montgomery sur les difficultés auxquelles se heurte 
un auteur canadien de cette €poque lorsqu’il veut 
publier, et aussi sur sa vie d’épouse et de mére de 
famille. Ce qui intéresse particuliérement les cher- 
cheurs, qui prétendent qu'il n’existe aucun livre de 
guerre écrit par une femme qui soit comparable a celui- 
ci, ce sont les commentaires, écrits de jour en jour, de 
Montgomery sur la Premiere Guerre mondiale. Les 
pages sur l’époque aprés-guerre, ou I’auteur fait la 
chronique de |’évolution des valeurs et des moeurs 
dans le Canada rural, sont également fascinantes. Les 
professeurs Rubio et Waterston comptent annoter les 
extraits choisis avec des commentaires d’ordre social, 
théologique, intellectuel, économique et juridique. 

D’autres chercheurs préparent des éditions 
d’oeuvres écrites par des auteurs canadiens-frangais. 
Réal Ouellet, de l'Université Laval, prépare une 
édition critique de la Nouvelle Relation de Gaspésie (1691) 
de Chrétien Leclercq, un missionnaire récollet qui a 
vécu parmi les Micmacs entre 1675 et 1686. L’oeuvre 
de Leclercq relate la vie et la culture des Micmacs au 
XVII® siécle et le travail des missionnaires en Nouvelle 
France. Le professeur Ouellet a déja publié de 
nombreux articles et livres sur les premiers auteurs de 
la Nouvelle France. 

Le roman de Ringuet, Trente arpents a été publié il 
y a pres de cinquante ans. D’apres les érudits en la 
matiére, ce roman est un classique parmi les grands 
romans paysans de l’ére pré-industrielle au Québec au 
méme titre que La terre de Zola en France et Les 
paysans de Reymont en Pologne. Jean Panneton, neveu 
de Ringuet, travaille 4 son édition critique a partir du 
manuscrit dactylographié de Trente arpents qui contient 
également une carte des lieux ot I’action se déroule et 
des arbres généalogiques des principales familles. Jean 
Panneton a pris sa retraite aprés une longue carriere 
dans l’enseignement et il a de nombreuses publica- 
tions a son actif. 

A cété de la littérature canadienne, qui fait l’objet 
de nombreux autres projets, les chercheurs s’intéres- 
sent également depuis longtemps aux auteurs 
classiques et aux oeuvres datant du moyen age. Le 
professeur Robert Todd de l'Université de la Colom- 
bie-Britannique acheve une nouvelle édition d’un 
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treatise (circa A.D. 200) conventionally entitled de motu 
circulart corporum caelestium. This is the only surviving 
work by the Stoic author Cleomedes, and it contains 
an outline of elementary astronomy presented infor- 
mally and in the context of Stoic cosmology and 
epistemology. Professor Todd will include an edition 
of the scholia, or marginal notes, along with the main 
text, as he believes that they indicate that the treatise 
was used as a handbook of elementary astronomy. 
Although a relatively rare example of an authentic 
Stoic work, no modern edition exists and older 
editions are no longer in print. For this reason, a 
European publisher is interested in Professor Todd's 
manuscript. | 

Professor Edouard Jeauneau, from the Pontifical 
Institute of Mediaeval Studies, is preparing a critical 
edition of the fourth book of the Periphyseon (De 
divisione naturae) — the magnum opus of Johannes 
Scottus Eriugena, a ninth century Irish philosopher 
and theologian at the Carolingian court of Charles the 
Bald. As Professor Jeauneau notes, the Periphyseon is a 
key text in the preservation, transmission and elabora- 
tion of Christian Platonism in the Middle Ages. Book 
Four is concerned with Creation, and reveals a 
Platonic “anthropology” incorporating much of Greek 
patristic speculation. The works by this mediaeval 
author have inspired new translations and editions 
recently and, according to Professor Jeauneau, Canada 
has some of the finest Eriugenian scholars in the 
world. As Dr. Jeauneau’s work progresses, one 
publisher has already spoken for the manuscript. 


Native Speakers 


The latter two researchers are concerned with histor- 
ical works presented in the scholarly language of the 
time. The language of our own time is the fascination 
of linguists, and many diverse projects in this area 
have been funded by the Council over the years. The 
Cree language was the subject for two researchers in 
1986-87. Christoph Wolfart of the University of 
Manitoba notes that although Cree is the most 
common indigenous language in Canada, no 
orthographically acceptable Cree dictionary exists. 
Professor Wolfart proposes to complete a text-based 
lexicon of Cree which would illustrate words in their 
proper context and would give the ultimate authority 
to the native speaker. The lexicon will be published by 
the University of Toronto Press. Concurrently, Douglas 
Ellis of McGill University is undertaking two projects. 
First, he is completing an annotated anthology of 
traditional Cree legends, folktales, accounts and other 
texts with translation, commentary and lexicon. He 
anticipates a book of six to seven hundred pages 
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traité grec (ca 200 av. J.-C.) connu sous le titre de de 
motu circulari corporum caelestium (Sur le mouvement 
circulaire des corps célestes). Cet ouvrage, le seul qui 
nous reste de Cléomeéde, résume les connaissances 
astronomiques des stoiciens dans le cadre de leurs 
idées en matiére de cosmologie et d’épistémologie. Le 
professeur Todd ajoutera au texte principal une édition 
des scholia ou notes marginales indiquant selon lui que 
le traité était utilisé comme manuel d’astronomie 
élémentaire. Un éditeur européen est intéressé par le 
manuscrit du professeur Todd car aucune édition 
récente de cet ouvrage relativement rare de I’école des 
stoiciens n’existe de nos jours et les anciennes éditions 
sont €puisées. ; 

Le professeur Edouard Jeauneau du Pontifical 
Institute of Mediaeval Studies travaille également a 
une édition critique dans son domaine d’étude. Le 
professeur Jeauneau étudie le quatrieme livre du 
Periphyseon (De divisione naturae), oeuvre maitresse de 
Jean Scot Erigéne, philosophe et théologien irlandais 
du IX® siecle ayant vécu a la cour de Charles le 
Chauve. Comme le fait remarquer le professeur 
Jeauneau, l’influence du Periphyseon a été de premiere 
importance pour la conservation, la transmission et 
l’élaboration du platonisme chrétien au moyen age. Le 
livre IV traite de la création et révéle une “anthropolo- 
gie” platonique fortement influencée par les 
spéculations patristiques grecques. L’oeuvre de cet 
auteur du moyen age a inspiré de nombreuses 
traductions et éditions récentes et, selon le professeur 
Jeauneau, quelques-uns des meilleurs érudits en la 
matiere sont canadiens. Un éditeur a déja manifesté 
son intérét pour le manuscrit du professeur Jeauneau. 


Porte-parole autochtones . 


Les deux derniéres recherches mentionnées con- 
cernaient des ouvrages historiques écrits dans la 
langue érudite de l’époque. Le Conseil a également 
subventionné de nombreux projets portant sur l’étude 
des langues parlées de nos jours et qui sont d’un 
intérét particulier pour les linguistes. La langue cri a 
fait l’objet de deux projets de recherche en 1986-1987. 
Selon Christoph Wolfart, de l'Université du Manitoba, } 
il n’existe pas de dictionnaire cri qui soit acceptable au 
niveau de l’orthographe, bien que le cri soit la langue 
indigéne la plus couramment parlée au Canada. Le 
professeur Wolfart a l’intention de publier un lexique 
cri accompagné de textes afin de replacer chaque mot 
dans son contexte propre. Ce lexique qui sera publié 
par les Presses de l’Université de Toronto pourrait des 
lors faire autorité en matiére de langue pour les 
usagers indigenes. Simultanément, Douglas Ellis, de 
Université McGill, a entrepris deux projets. Premieére- 
ment, il achéve une anthologie annotée des légendes 
cries traditionnelles, des contes populaires, récits et 
autres textes, avec traduction, commentaires et lexi- 
que. Il s’attend a publier un livre de six ou sept cents 


which will be of interest to scholars, general readers, 
and perhaps most importantly, to Indian readers 
concerned about a disappearing literature. Professor 
Ellis’ other project is the second volume of a 
pedagogical grammar entitled Spoken Cree. 

Two other projects focus on the Maritimes. Terry 
Pratt of the University of Prince Edward Island has 
been working, since 1979, on A Dictionary of Prince 
Edward Island English. Comparing it in scholarship 
though not in size to the popular Dictionary of 
Newfoundland English, which was also funded by 
Canada Council and the SSHRC, Dr. Pratt sees this as 
a contribution to Canadian heritage, and an interested 
Canadian publisher agrees. 

Karin Flikeid of Saint Mary’s University will 
present another perspective on language in the 
Atlantic region. Professor Flikeid is researching speech 
in Acadian communities in Nova Scotia which she 
says contains dialectical differences due to the commu- 
nities being geographically isolated, one from another 
over two centuries, and enduring different socio- 
economical development. 


Uncover to Discover 


The archaeological history of Canada was again the 
subject of several research projects. One investigation 
which has caught the attention of the media is being 
carried out by Owen Beattie, from the Anthropology 
Department, and Roger Amy of the Department of 
Pathology at the University of Alberta. They are 
completing the excavation and forensic analysis of 
three graves from the last Franklin expedition. During 
Sir John Franklin’s third arctic expedition (1845-48) all 
129 crewmen died. The complete remains of only three 
individuals, who died of unknown causes during the 
first winter and were buried in permafrost at Beechey 
Island, Northwest Territories, are still intact. Believing 
that an understanding of the circumstances surround- 
ing the deaths of these three would provide an insight 
into the loss of the other 126 crewmen, Professors 
Beattie and Amy used an earlier SSHRC grant to begin 
their field investigations. Because of unusual excava- 
‘ion conditions and their desire to ensure the safe 
exposure of artifacts and biological materials, the team 
was able to temporarily exhume the frozen and 
dreserved body of only one individual, 20-year-old 
Petty Officer John Torrington of HMS Terror. With their 
dew research grant, the team will now investigate the 
ther two individuals. The researchers have been

Bien que son dictionnaire soit 
de taille plus modeste, M. Pratt estime que son travail 
de recherche constitue une contribution au patrimoine 
canadien d’une valeur comparable a celle du Dictionary 
of Newfoundland English, dictionnaire trés apprécié qui 
a lui aussi été réalisé grace a l’appui du Conseil des 
Arts et du CRSH. Il n’est pas le seul a étre de cet avis 
puisqu’un éditeur canadien a déja manifesté son 
intérét pour la publication de cet ouvrage. 

Karin Flikeid, de l'Université Saint Mary’s, s’inté- 
resse a un autre aspect de la langue de la région de 
l’Atlantique. Le professeur Flikeid étudie la langue 
parlée dans les communautés acadiennes de la 
Nouvelle-Ecosse, qui selon elle comprend différents 
dialectes dont I’origine peut étre expliquée par une 
évolution socio-économique distincte, causée par l’iso- 
lement géographique des diverses communautés les 
unes des autres depuis plus de deux siécles. 


Ceux qui creusent et ceux qui fouillent 


L’histoire archéologique du Canada a fait 4 nouveau 
l’objet de nombreux projets de recherche. Une 
enquéte menée par Owen Beattie du Département 
d’anthropologie et par Roger Amy du Département de 
pathologie de l'Université d’Alberta a attiré l’attention 
des médias. Les deux chercheurs achévent les travaux 
d’excavation et l’analyse médico-légale de trois tombes 
qui datent de la derniére expédition de Sir John 
Franklin dans l’Arctique (1845-1848), au cours de 
laquelle les 129 membres de I’équipage trouvérent la 
mort. Les corps de trois individus, qui moururent de 
cause inconnue au cours du premier hiver et furent 
enterrés dans le permafrost de I’Ile Beechey dans les 
Territoires du Nord-Ouest, sont toujours intacts. 
Convaincus qu’une explication entourant la mort de 
ces trois hommes pourrait aider a comprendre la perte 
des 126 hommes d’équipage, les professeurs Beattie et 
Amy entreprirent une enquéte sur les lieux grace a 
une subvention antérieure du CRSH. L’équipe n’a pu 
exhumer qu’un seul des trois corps, celui du second 
maitre John Torrington du HMS Terror, étant donné les 
circonstances inhabituelles dans lesquelles se faisaient 
les travaux et le désir des chercheurs d’assurer la 
préservation des objets et du corps mis a découvert. 
Avec la nouvelle subvention de recherche I’équipe va 
pouvoir concentrer ses travaux sur les deux autres 
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mindful of the importance of minimal site disturbance. 
They have also sought permission for their work from 
the living descendents of the three crewmen. Findings 
from this research are of interest not only to 
archaeologists and historians but also to medical 
research teams investigating DNA and the evolution 
of viruses. 

David Burley of the University of Saskatchewan 
has begun a pilot project to carry out inventory and 
test excavation of Métis sites situated within the South 
Saskatchewan River Basin and the Cypress Hills of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. Professor Burley is looking 
for an archaeological and architectural data base for 
future study of Métis culture change between 1850 and 
1900. The Métis were active in the Western Canadian 
fur trade as guides, provisioners and traders. Initially, 
their values and social organization reflected their 
Native ancestry, and this was especially true of the 
hivernant Métis who participated in communal bison 
hunts up to the early 1870s. With the near extinction 
of the bison, the decline of the fur trade, and the 
consequences of the 1869 and 1885 rebellions, by 1900 
Métis ethnicity was well integrated into the Euro- 
Canadian value system. Professor Burley contends 
that the hivernant Métis are little understood in 
historical context, yet have had a major role to play in 
the development of Western Canada. 


Provence and Aragon in the Middle Ages 


Archaeology cannot be divorced from its historical 
context. Also delving through the past and “excavat- 
ing” documents are historians. Some projects funded 
during 1986-87 covered specific events while others 
discussed broader contexts. A sampling follows. 
Rodrigue Lavoie of Laval University, Michel 
Hébert of the University of Quebec at Montreal, and 
Joseph Shatzmiller of the University of Toronto, are 
collaborating on a project entitled, “L’horizon 1300 a 
Manosque : 1275-1325”. The fifty-year period noted in 
their project title marked one of the greatest turning 
points in the economic and social history of the West: 
three centuries of growth and prosperity were suc- 
ceeded by a long period of decline and the end of the 
Middle Ages. To illustrate this transition, the research 
team has chosen to reconstruct the history of 
Manosque, a city of medium importance in Provence, 
situated at the cross-roads connecting Italy to the 
Rhone, and the Alps to the Mediterranean, that was at 
that time under sole jurisdiction of the seigniory of the 
Hospitaliers de Saint-Jean-de-Jérusalem. Manosque 
offers an exceptional wealth of documentation dating 
from the Middle Ages. Of especial interest is crime 
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individus. Les chercheurs ont pris grand soin de 
respecter le site, ils ont également sollicité l’accord des 
descendants des trois individus. Les résultats de cette 
recherche n’intéressent pas seulement les archéo- 
logues et les historiens mais aussi les chercheurs en 
médecine qui étudient l’ADN et le développement des 
virus. 

David Burley de l'Université de la Saskatchewan a 
commencé un projet pilote pour procéder a l’inven- 
taire et vérifier les fouilles de sites métis situés dans le 
bassin de la South Saskatchewan et des Cypress Hills 
de la Saskatchewan et de |’Alberta. Le professeur 
Burley cherche une base de données archéologiques et 
architecturales pour poursuivre l'étude des change- 
ments survenus dans la culture métis de 1850 a 1900. 
Les Métis ont pris une part active en tant que guides, 
fournisseurs et négociants dans le commerce de la 
fourrure de |’Ouest du Canada. Au commencement, 
leurs valeurs et l’organisation sociale reflétaient leurs 
origines indiennes, ceci est particulieérement vrai pour 
les Métis hivernants qui ont pris part a la chasse au 
bison jusqu’au début de 1870. Vers 1900, avec la 
disparition presque totale des bisons, le déclin du 
commerce de la fourrure et les conséquences des 
rébellions de 1869 et de 1885, l’assimilation des Métis 
au systéme de valeur euro-canadien était pres- 
qu’achevée. Selon le professeur Burley, l’influence des 
Métis hivernants dans le contexte historique de 
l’époque a été négligée, bien qu’ils aient joué un rdle 
trés important dans l’évolution historique de l’Ouest 
canadien. 


Entre deux ages 


On ne peut séparer l’archéologie de son contexte 
historique. Fouiller le passé et en “déterrer” des 
documents est aussi le propre des historiens. Certains 
des projets subventionnés durant l’année 1986-1987 
concernent des événements précis, d’autres embras- 
sent une série de faits beaucoup plus vaste. Voici 
quelques exemples. 

Rodrigue Lavoie de l'Université Laval, Michel 
Hébert de I’Université du Québec a Montréal et 
Joseph Shatzmiller de l’Université de Toronto, travail- ~ 
lent en collaboration sur un projet intitulé : “L’horizon 
1300 a Manosque : 1275-1325”. La période étudiée qui 
chevauche la fin du XIII* et le début du XIV® siécles 
est d’une importance décisive dans l'histoire économi- 
que et sociale de l’Occident : 4 trois siécles de 
prosperité succede une longue période de repli qui 
marque la fin du moyen age. Pour illustrer cette phase 
de transition, l’€quipe de recherche a choisi de 
reconstituer l'histoire de Manosque, ville de Provence 
de moyenne importance située a la croisée des grands 
axes qui relient l’Italie au Rhéne et les Alpes a la 
Méditerranée et seigneurie sans enclave des hospi- 
taliers de Saint-Jean-de-Jérusalem. Les sources 
conservées a Manosque et notamment les sources 
judiciaires, offrent une documentation extreémement 


and the social order; the Italian presence in Manosque 
and professional practices; and the seigniorial power 
and the community. 

Jill Webster, from St. Michael’s College at the 
University of Toronto, will study the early Franciscans 
in Aragon from the time of St. Francis until the Black 
Death (1348). Dr. Webster will concentrate on notarial 
and chancellery registers, as well as other parchments 
in the Crown of Aragon Archives, Barcelona, and the 
Vic Archives, principally. Given the importance of the 
Franciscans in mediaeval Aragon, Professor Webster 
finds it strange that historians have overlooked them. 
With her monograph pending, two university presses 
have shown interest. 


History and Philosophy: New Drafts 


Sometimes we have to re-examine what we know, and 
ask how it is that we have developed a certain way of 
looking at things. We also have to look at different 
angles of issues. These researchers have. 

Two related but independent research projects 
concerning women’s history have been undertaken by 
Sara Mendelson and Christine Allen. Professor Allen 
of the Philosophy Department of Concordia University 
has received several Council grants to study women’s 
conceptual history. In 1985 she published The Concept 
of Woman: The Aristotelian Revolution, 750 B.C. — 1250 
A.D. She will now write a second volume, tentatively 
entitled The Concept of Woman: The Cartesian Reforma- 
tion, 1250-1800. Dr. Allen will study the writings of 
western women and men across that period, limiting 
her analysis to philosophical arguments. She en- 
visages a third volume, to bring us up to the year 
2000. 

Sara Mendelson, a private scholar, will take 
another tack by looking at the social history of women 
vin England, circa 1580-1720. She will examine contem- 
/ porary printed and manuscript sources by and about 
women, as well as secular and church records, in 
order to describe the female population of Tudor- 
Stuart England from the point of view of legal and 
political constraints, demographic structure, contem- 
porary beliefs about the nature of women, life stages, 
education, work, the influence of religion, female 
culture, and stereotypes and deviants. 

Another project brings us back to the 20th century 
and a topical period of history. Michael Kater, a social 
historian on modern Germany and a professor at York

jill Webster de St. Michael’s College, Université de 
Toronto, €étudiera les débuts de l’ordre des franciscains 
en Aragon, de l’époque de Saint Francois jusqu’a celle 
de la peste noire (1348). Mme Webster examinera les 
actes notariés et les registres de la chancellerie, ainsi 
que d’autres documents faisant partie des archives de 
la couronne d’Aragon, des archives de Barcelone et 
des archives Vic. Le professeur Webster s’étonne du 
peu de place accordée par les historiens aux francis- 
cains alors que cet ordre a joué un réle important 
dans I’histoire de l’Aragon a l’époque médiévale. Deux 
presses universitaires sont intéressées a publier sa 
monographie dés qu’elle sera préte. 


Révisions et mises au point 


I] nous arrive de devoir réexaminer ce que nous 
savons et de remettre en question notre facon de voir 
les choses. I] est important également d’étudier une 
question sous un angle différent. C’est ce qu’ont fait 
les chercheurs suivants. 

Sara Mendelson et Christine Allen sont engagées 
dans deux projets de recherches indépendants con- 
cernant tous deux l'histoire des femmes. Le professeur 
Allen, du département de philosophie de |’Université 
Concordia a publié en 1985 The Concept of Woman: The 
Aristotelian Revolution, 750 B.C. - 1250 A.D.; ses travaux 
de recherche ont été financés par une subvention du 
Conseil. Elle est sur le point d’écrire un second livre 
sur le concept de la femme et la réforme cartésienne 
de 1250 a 1800. Mme Allen analysera les écrits 
d’hommes et de femmes des pays occidentaux de cette 
période en se limitant aux questions d’ordre philoso- 
phique. Elle envisage d’écrire un troisieme ouvrage 
qui nous portera jusqu’a l’an 2000. 

Sara Mendelson, chercheure autonome, prendra 
une autre voie en étudiant l'histoire sociale des 
femmes en Angleterre de 1580 a 1720. Mme 
Mendelson examinera les sources imprimées et ma- 
nuscrites de l’/époque, ainsi que les archives publiques 
et les registres d’églises. Son but est de décrire la 
population féminine en Angleterre a l’époque des 
Tudors et des Stuarts du point de vue des contraintes 
juridiques et politiques, de la structure démographi- 
que, des croyances de |’époque sur la nature de la 
femme, des étapes de la vie, de I’éducation, du travail, 
de l’influence de la religion, de la culture, des 
stéréotypes et des comportements qui s’écartent de la 
norme. 

Le projet de Michael Kater, professeur a l’Univer- 
sité de York, spécialiste de l'histoire sociale de 
l’époque moderne en Allemagne, nous ramene a un 
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University, is studying the antagonistic relationship 
between jazz and fascism in Nazi Germany. Dr. Kater 
hypothesizes that the Third Reich found jazz an 
anathema to its own goals: jazz improvisation signified 
individual creative freedom; complex musical rhythms 
were not appropriate for repetitive political propa- 
ganda such as marches; jazz could not aid in the 
totalitarian aim of collectivizing the individual; and the 
creators of jazz were mainly American Blacks and 
European Jews. Professor Kater’s objective is to both 
further the understanding of fascism by exposing 
some of its neglected socio-cultural aspects, and to 
illuminate jazz as not only a cultural but also a social 
and political phenomenon. In 1986 Dr. Kater received 
an Honourable Mention in the competition for the 
Wallace K. Ferguson Prize, awarded for the best book 
in non-Canadian history published by a Canadian, for 
his book entitled The Nazi Party. The Council is proud 
to have helped support the research for that undertak- 
ing, as well. 

Alison Wylie and Kathleen Okruhlik of the 
University of Western Ontario are questioning our 
notion of the objectivity and rationality of science. Of 
particular interest to them are the developing feminist 
criticisms of science which, among other things, focus 
on a source of bias — sexist presuppositions and 
androcentric interests. Professors Wylie and Okruhlik 
are systematically reviewing feminist criticisms of 
science in order to analyse these various objections to 
science and to determine whether they uphold the 
radical feminist conclusion that science is by nature 
deeply and unavoidably androcentric; to determine 
how feminist challenges relate to those developed by 
philosophers and sociologists of science; and to draw 
out the implications of the feminist challenge. 


Human Relationships and the Community 


Lorette Woolsey and Ralph Hakstian, of the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia, will examine the different 
ways men and women relate to their own sex. 
Homosociality refers to the social, non-erotic rela- 
tionships and the common bonds that link people of 
the same sex. The researchers will examine the 
important role of homosociality in providing social 
support to people in times of stress or crisis, and 
alleviating loneliness and depression. They will also 
study the qualitative differences in relationship “style” 
present in same-sex friendship; the effect of the 
devaluation of women upon women’s relationships 
with each other; and the possibility that understand- 
ing homosociality could help us understand power

Alison Wylie et Kathleen Okruhlik de l'Université 
de Western Ontario, interrogent les notions d’objec- 
tivité et de rationalité telles que nous les appliquons a 
la science. Elles s‘intéressent particulierement a la 
critique féministe de la science qui prend de plus en 
plus d’ampleur et qui, entre autres, se concentre sur 
les sources d’une série de préjugés : présupposés 
sexistes et intéréts centrés sur l‘homme. Les pro- 
fesseurs Wylie et Okruhlik examinent de facgon 
systématique la critique féministe de la science dans le 
but d’analyser les objections formulées a l’égard de la 
science et de voir si elles corroborent le point de vue 
féministe radical selon lequel la science est par nature 
profondément et inévitablement androcentrique. Elles 
comptent également voir s‘il y a moyen d’établir un 
rapport entre le point de vue féministe et celui des 
philosophes et sociologues de la science et tirer les 
conclusions auxquelles ce défi féministe peut mener. 


Les relations humaines et la collectivité 


Lorette Woolsey et Ralph Hakstian de l'Université de 
la Colombie-Britannique examineront la fagon dont les 
hommes et les femmes établissent des liens avec les 
personnes du méme sexe. L’homosocialité fait allusion 
a la relation sociale non érotique et aux affinités qui 
rapprochent les personnes du méme sexe. Les 
chercheurs étudieront comment I’homosocialité ap- 
porte un soutien sur le plan social en temps de crise 
et un réconfort face a la solitude et a la dépression. Ils 
se pencheront également sur les différences 
qualitatives entre les “styles” de relations d’un sexe a 
l’autre; sur les conséquences de la dévalorisation des 
femmes sur les relations entre femmes; et sur le réle 
que pourrait jouer la notion d’homosocialité, si elle 
était bien comprise, sur notre compréhension des 


structures that tend toward social homogeneity, par- 
ticularly with respect to gender. 

Sibling relationships is the topic of Morton 
Mendelson and Laurie Gottlieb, of McGill University. 
They want to know how the firstborn adapts to family 
change and responds to a new sibling. The birth of a 
baby is stressful for all family members: existing 
relationships change and new ones must be forged. 
The differing reactions of young children to the birth 
of a sibling are due to temperamental factors and 
situational variables. The researchers want to test their 
hypothesis that social support helps children adjust 
and respond to a new sibling, but the influence of 
such support may be modified by the temperament of 
the firstborn. 

Researchers must also look at the perils for 
children in the larger community. Edna Salamon of 
the University of Alberta will investigate the manage- 
ment of criminal investigations of sexual offences 
against children and youths. There is increasing 
concern in western societies about the effectiveness, or 
lack thereof, of formal adjudicative criminal justice 
structures in responding to and reducing the inci- 
dence of sexual offences against children. The 
recognition and analysis of such violence is under- 
developed, and Dr. Salamon suspects that this is 
partly due to a reticence to acknowledge such things, 
and the tendency to consider incest anomolous, non- 
existant, or a private problem to be dealt with by the 
family. Dr. Salamon will look at statistics of one 
Canadian city in a five-year period in order to provide 
data and make recommendations for the development 
and implementation of policy relating to sexual 
offences against children and youths. 


Women, Migration and Ethnicity 


Marie France Labrecque of Laval University has been 
researching the social and cultural development of the 
Mexican peasantry, paying special attention to those 
living in the Yucatan region. Now she will look at how 
women fare with a relatively new economic scheme, 
the “Unidad Agricola-Industrial para la Mujer” (agro- 
industrial unit for women). Conceived by the Mexican 
government in 1971 and made operational in 1979, this 
program was designed to better the incomes of 
peasants, and to arrest unemployment and migration 
to the cities. It was based on the idea that the 
autonomy of women depends on their participation in 
the economic sphere. Professor Labrecque wonders 
how successful this program has been, and whether it 
has made an impact on the role of women, and the 
relations between men and women in the Yucatan.

La naissance d’un enfant est source de tension 
pour toute la famille : les relations changent et il faut 
faire place 4 de nouveaux besoins affectifs. Les jeunes 
enfants réagissent différemment a une nouvelle nais- 
sance selon leur caractére et la situation familiale dans 
laquelle ils se trouvent. Les chercheurs partent de 
’hypothése que le soutien social aide les enfants a 
s‘adapter et a accepter un nouvel enfant dans la 
famille mais que le caractére de l’enfant peut modifier 
l’influence de ce soutien. La présente recherche vise a 
tester cette hypothése. 

La recherche s’intéresse également aux dangers 
qui guettent les enfants dans un environnement plus 
large. Edna Salamon de l'Université de |’Alberta 
compte étudier la conduite des enquétes criminelles 
pour délits d’ordre sexuel a l’égard des enfants ou des 
jeunes. Le monde occidental doute de plus en plus de 
l’efficacité des systémes de justice criminelle en 
matiére de décision pour répondre aux cas de délits 
d’ordre sexuel contre les enfants et pour les réduire. 
Certains cas de violence ne sont pas reconnus ou sont 
mal interprétés, et Mme Salamon craint que ce soit en 
partie causé par la peur de reconnaitre les faits et par 
une tendance soit a ignorer l’inceste, soit a le 
considérer comme une anomalie ou un acte d’ordre 
privé du seul ressort de la famille. Mme Salamon va 
étudier les statistiques d’une ville canadienne sur une 
période de cing ans afin de fournir les données et faire 
les recommandations nécessaires pour |’élaboration et 
la mise en oeuvre de politiques relatives aux délits 
d’ordre sexuel contre les enfants et les jeunes. 


Les femmes, la migration et l’identité 
ethnique 


Marie France Labrecque, de l'Université Laval, a 
étudié |’évolution culturelle et sociale de la paysan- 
nerie mexicaine, particuliérement dans la région du 
Yucatan. Elle va maintenant se pencher sur la 
condition féminine dans le cadre d’une expérience de 
développement, la “Unidad Agricola-Industrial para la 
Mujer” (l’‘Unité Agro-Industrielle pour la femme — 
UAIM). Concues par le gouvernement mexicain en 
1971, et opérationnelles depuis 1979, les UAIM ont 
pour but d’améliorer les revenus paysans et d’enrayer 
le chémage et I’émigration vers les villes. Idéologique- 
ment, la mise sur pied des UAIM repose sur la 
conception qui veut que l’autonomie des femmes soit 
fonction de leur participation a la vie économique du 
pays. Le professeur Labrecque s’interroge sur le 
succés de ce programme et sur son influence comme 
facteur de changement sur le role de la femme et sur 
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She will study horticulture, craft, animal husbandry 
and the gathering of “sosoc” (a derivative of sisal) in 
various villages, in order to test her hypothesis that 
the entry of women into the work force has not only 
lead to a decrease in women’s wages, in relative terms, 
because women have now taken on salaried work in 
addition to household duties, but has also reinforced 
the patriarchy of these towns. 

Jeanne Wolfe and David Brown, of McGill Univer- 
sity, will look at the urban growth of Belize City and 
Belmopan in order to demonstrate the probable 
impacts, upon the disadvantaged and squatter popula- 
tions, of major policy changes in land management. 
The researchers chose to study Belize because it 
manifests problems typical of a post-colonial society, 
and it is small enough to study thoroughly. As well, 
its approach to land use planning is changing 
significantly as one Ministry holds to a colonial 
Planning Act, while another has initiated a “grassroots 
participatory” program with a view to combining 
social development, service delivery, and physical 
planning. Professors Wolfe and Brown hope to offer 
some suggestions for more equitable solutions to the 
problems of land tenure and, by extension, social 
policy. 

Carmen Lambert of McGill University has a grant 
to study the presence of indigenous people in 
Montreal. Professor Lambert will begin by researching 
the motives for their migration to the city, and the 
availability of support systems and mutual aid when 
they arrive. Next, she will focus on their attempts to 
maintain their ethnic and cultural identity — through 
contacts with band members within the city and on 
the reserve — and how that identity shapes their 
integration into the urban environment. 


Auto, Auto 


David Blenkhorn and Alex Murray, of Wilfrid Laurier 
University, have a grant to study Japanese technology 
and management tools. Understanding their tech- 
niques is particularly important as Japanese 
automobile firms set up plants in Canada: to sell to 
Japanese manufacturers often requires suppliers to 
synchronize their production process to that of the 
Japanese manufacturer. This study will look at the 
Japanese “Just-in-Time” (JIT) inventory concept and 
how it can be successfully implemented by Canadian 
firms wishing to do business with the Japanese, in 
Canada and offshore.

Strategic Grants 
Division 


The Strategic Grants Division began 1987 by releasing 
a new guide and application forms for the strategic 
thematic programs. This is the first time that these 
programs have been gathered under one cover. The 
two newest themes, Women and Work, and Education 
and Work in a Changing Society, were included, along 
with modifications to the award levels for Managing 
the Organization in Canada. Application procedures 
for the Canadian Studies Research Tools (CSRT) 
program, which is a special areas program, are still 
contained in a separate brochure. The division also 
released a book containing a list of grants made under 
each thematic program since its introduction by the 
Council as well as available project summaries. If you 
would like free copies of the CSRT regulations, 
Strategic Grants: Thematic Programs — Guide for Applicants 
or Strategic Grants Thematic Research: Award Lists and 
Project Summaries, please contact the Council. 
The 1986-87 annual competition for Strategic 
Grants drew 347 applications in the thematic programs 
and the Canadian Studies Research Tools program, for 
a total demand of $11,031,415. These applications were 
assessed externally and then reviewed by a selection 
committee; recommendations were subsequently made 
to Council. The division awarded 196 new grants 
totalling $4,726,907 and spent another $1.5 million on 
continuing grants (adjudicated in previous competi- 
tions). The figures for new grants are close to those 
from 1985-86, when 351 applications were received and 
198 new grants were awarded. A break-down on the 
1986-87 figures is given under the individual program 
sections. 

The Aid to Small Universities program gave 
$25, 000 block grants to 21 universities, for a total 
expenditure of $525,000 in 1986-87. This program was 
established in 1981-82 to help selected small univer- 
sities upgrade and increase their research and training 
-apacities. 
| The Support to Specialized Collections program

La Division des subventions 
stratégiques 


La Division des subventions stratégiques a commencé 
l’année 1987 en faisant imprimer de nouveaux for- 
mulaires de demandes ainsi qu’un nouveau guide 
énoncant les réglements et les modalités de présenta- 
tion des demandes dans le cadre des programmes de 
recherche thématique. C’est la premiére fois que ces 
programmes se retrouvent dans la méme publication.

The Development of Management Research pro- 
gram made available over $500,000 in 1986-87 for extra 
doctoral fellowships in management studies through 
the regular Doctoral Fellowships Program. 


Population Aging 


The Population Aging program was the very first 
strategic grants program introduced by Council. 
Through its sub-programs of research grants, research 
workshops, postdoctoral fellowships, reorientation 
grants, institutional grants to visiting scholars and 
research centres, research initiatives, and research 
tools facilities, the Council has spent a total of $8.5 
million on population aging research in the last eight 
years. 

This year, 25 new grants were given, for a total of 
$762,814. Here are two projects funded during 1986-87. 

Our aging population has special economic and 
social needs. Gilbert Leclerc and Richard Lefrancois, 
of the University of Sherbrooke, claim that the state 
has adopted an essentially curative and palliative 
approach that assures the aged only the minimum of 
comfort and well-being. Are there alternatives? Re- 
search points to the need for a “preventative” 
approach to looking after the elderly, based on 
developing their potential. These researchers want to 
test the hypothesis that a link can be made between 
the actualization of the self, on the one hand, and one’s 
state of health and autonomy, on the other. 

Norbert Robitaille and Robert Bourbeau of the 
University of Montreal want to demonstrate that the 
aging of the Quebec population varies among ethnic 
groups and that this may reflect social and economic 
disparity between those groups. The researchers will 
apply demographic methods to investigate this ques- 
tion, and to determine whether predictions may be 
made for future generations. 


The Family and the Socialization of Children 


The Family and the Socialization of Children program 
(established 1981-82) offers grants for research, seed 
money and research workshops. There were 18 new 
awards in 1986-87, amounting to an expenditure of 
$638,831.

Richard Young and John Friesen, of the University 
of British Columbia, are investigating the influence of 
intentional parental interventions on the career devel- 
opment of children and young adults. Using 
questionnaires, the researchers will seek the opinions 
of young adults, aged 18 to 25 years, and of parents 
from a broad spectrum of social and cultural settings. 
Professors Young and Friesen hope to find a more 
comprehensive theory of career development that 
reflects the experience of individuals and encourages 
the development of realistic and effective ways of 
intervening to help young Canadians to reach their 
goals. 


-Human Context of Science and Technology 


The Human Context of Science and Technology 
program was established in 1981-82. In 1986-87, 20 new 
grants were awarded, totalling $369,492. Research 
grants, seed money and research workshops are 
supported under this program. Two project descrip- 
tions follow. 

Brewster Kneen, a private scholar, is making an 
analysis of the structural effects of technological 
change in the food system in Canada. Technology has 
been radically changing agriculture: from the advent 
of the tractor, to the use of biotechnology, agriculture 

has become more and more industrialized. Among the 
results have been the exodus of people from rural 
areas, and the concentration of production, processing 
-and distribution of food in fewer hands. Mr. Kneen 
will look at the dairy and grain sectors in order to 
learn the structural effects on the food system of 
current and future technologies; and the decision- 
“making process leading to their implementation. 
| Daniel Glenday of Brock University will look at 
worker's attitudes to technological change. His study 
will be concerned with three major questions: Will 
microelectronics create more worker autonomy or 
greater managerial control over the workplace? Will 
more or fewer skills be needed to do these new tasks? 
Will microelectronics facilitate more democratic deci- 
sion-making within the plant or lead to a more 
hierarchical and bureaucratic structure? To answer 
these questions, Professor Glenday will analyze the 
perceived experiences of two groups of workers in the 
same industry and trade union, but located in two 
different socio-cultural and political environments — 
Ontario and Quebec. 


Richard Young et John Friesen de l'Université de 
la Colombie-Britannique examinent |’influence que 
peut avoir l’intervention intentionnelle des parents 
dans le choix de carriére de leurs enfants.

La science, la technologie et les valeurs 
humaines 


Ce programme a été créé en 1981-1982. En 1986-1987, 
vingt nouvelles subventions ont été octroyées pour un 
montant total de 369 492 $. Ce programme subven- 
tionne la recherche, des ateliers de recherche et il 
octroie des subventions préliminaires de recherche. 
Deux projets sont décrits ci-dessous. 

Brewster Kneen, chercheur autonome, étudie les 
répercussions des changements technologiques sur le 
mode d’organisation du systéme agricole au Canada. 
La technologie a complétement transformé |’agricul- 
ture qui s’est petit a petit industrialisée, depuis 
l'utilisation du tracteur jusqu’a celle, plus récente, de 
la biotechnologie. L’une des conséquences de ce 
changement a été l’exode des populations rurales et la 
concentration de la production, transformation et 
distribution des produits agricoles entre quelques 
mains. M. Kneen examinera le secteur des produits 
laitiers et des céréales pour analyser les conséquences 
de l’emprise de la technologie actuelle et future sur la 
production agricole et le processus de décision qui 
régit sa mise en application. 

Daniel Glenday de |’Université Brock s‘intéresse a 
l’attitude des travailleurs vis-a-vis des changements 
technologiques. Il s’attaque a trois problémes essen- 
tiels : la microélectronique va-t-elle étre un facteur 
d’indépendance pour les travailleurs, ou va-t-elle 
accroitre l’intervention des gestionnaires dans le 
milieu du travail ? Les aptitudes nécessaires pour 
accomplir ces taches seront-elles plus nombreuses ou 
moindres ? La microélectronique va-t-elle démocratiser 
la prise de décision dans l’entreprise ou renforcer la 
structure hiérarchique et la bureaucratie ? Pour ré- 
pondre a ces questions, le professeur Glenday 
analysera l’expérience telle qu’elle est percue par deux 
groupes d’employés travaillant dans le méme type 
d’industrie et faisant partie du méme syndicat mais 
appartenant a des milieux socio-culturels et politiques 
différents — l’Ontario et le Québec. 
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Managing the Organization in Canada 


The Managing the Organization in Canada program, 
established in 1983-84, provides money for research 
grants, seed money grants, research workshops and 
research initiatives. In 1986-87, 43 new awards were 
made, for a total of $411,016. 

Award levels in this program were brought into 
line with other strategic thematic awards this year. 

The quality of services and products is recognized 
as one of the most important aspects of a company’s 
success. Many researchers have contributed to defin- 
ing quality in products, but little has been done for 
the quality of services. Pierre Filiatrault and Jean- 
Charles Chebat, of the University of Quebec at 
Montreal, want to look at the expectations of consum- 
ers and suppliers in three economic sectors: 
transportation, tourism and finance. They anticipate 
research results that will be useful to business 
professionals and to teachers of management studies. 

The regulatory and competitive environments for 
airlines have dramatically changed in the last ten 
years. With questions about domestic deregulation in 
Canada and the pursuit of international markets, and 
with the decline of the influential International Air 
Transport Association (IATA), Tae Oum, James Brander 
and Michael Tretheway of the University of British 
Columbia are doing timely research into the competi- 
tive strategies used in international airline markets. 
Their objective is to contribute to the successful 
management and regulation of Canadian carriers in 
this increasingly competitive industry. 


Women and Work 


The Women and Work program was established by 
Council in 1983-84. In 1986-87 there were 25 new 
awards for a total of $761,512. The program makes 
awards for research, seed money and research 
workshops. 

Descriptions of two of the 1986-87 projects follow. 

Julie White, a private scholar, will look at women 
in the Canadian Union of Postal Workers (CUPW), 
from 1965 to 1986. The membership of the union of 
inside postal workers was 94.3 per cent male in 1965; 
only in 1975 did part-time workers, most of whom 
were women, obtain equal membership with full-time

Pierre Filiatrault et Jean-Charles Chebat de l'Université 
du Québec a Montréal, veulent étudier les attentes des 
consommateurs et des fournisseurs dans trois secteurs 
de l'économie : les transports, le tourisme et le monde 
de la finance.

Le programme Les femmes et le travail a été institué ~ 
par le Conseil en 1983-1984.

Margrit Eichler of the Ontario Institute for Studies 
in Education, and Rhonda Lenton of McMaster 
University will study the people involved in women’s 
or feminist studies in Canada, from their inception 
(circa 1970) to the present. Since most of the initiators 
of women’s studies are still alive, these researchers 
consider this a unique opportunity to analyze the 
development of a new working situation. Professors 
Eichler and Lenton want to know more about the field 
and the teachers in it, how it came to be institu- 
tionalized in the Canadian university system, and 
whether it is more appropriately conceptualized as a 
field of study or as a perspective crosscutting existing 
disciplines. 


Education and Work in a Changing Society 


The Education and Work in a Changing Society 
program held its first competition in 1986-87, and 18 
awards were given for a total of $233,618. Awards for 
research, seed money and research workshops are 
available. 

At a time when jobs are difficult to come by, it is 
essential to communicate well in a job interview. 
daving the specialized skills and knowledge required 
‘or a job may not, in the end, be the information and 
skills needed to compete for employment. Thus, 
Robert Basso from the Faculty of Social Work, and Neil 
sibson and Peter Soroka of Placement and Career 
dervices, all of Wilfrid Laurier University, will attempt 
‘oO produce an empirically-based model of employment 
mterview communications. They anticipate its useful- 
tess to both job-seekers and employment counselling 
agencies and institutions. 

_ Ethel Roskies of the University of Montreal is 
ooking at the problem for managers of coping with 
ob insecurity in an evolving work environment. 
2~rofessor Roskies believes that survival in such an 
‘mvironment depends as much upon learning new 
‘xpectations of work, where a job may not last forever, 
‘s upon the acquisition of technical skills. Professor

Canadian Studies Research Tools 


The Canadian Studies Research Tools program was 
initiated in 1981-82. Forty-seven awards were given in 
1986-87, for a total of $1,549,624. 

Each year since 1976, Antoine Sirois of the 
University of Sherbrooke has worked with David 
Hayne (now retired from the University of Toronto) on 
a “Preliminary Bibliography of Comparative Canadian 
Literature (English-Canadian and French-Canadian)”. 
Now Professor Sirois will combine and revise the work 
to date, and will add entries concerning research done 
prior to 1976, indexes and an introduction describing 
the evolution of research approaches to comparative 
literature in Canada in the last 25 years. This research 
tool will be distributed to university libraries and 
researchers and to major Canadian libraries. 

Linda Fritz of the Native Law Centre at the 
University of Saskatchewan is working on a retrospec- 
tive catalogue of unpublished native law materials 
housed at the Centre. There are approximately 1,000 
titles from organizations such as the National Indian 
Brotherhood, the Federation of Saskatchewan Indians, 
the Association of Metis and Non-status Indians of 
Saskatchewan, and the Indian Association of Alberta. 
These documents concern land claims, self-govern- 
ment, child welfare and Metis rights. The Native Law 
Centre Library has requests for materials and informa- 
tion from Canadian and international researchers in 
the fields of native studies, anthropology, history, 
political science, law and sociology.

A Full Year for the Fellowships Division 


The Council has introduced two new fellowships 

programs, doubled the value of another, and is 
administering a fledgling program for human rights 
research, in addition to its core programs. 


Canada Research Fellowships 


The Canada Research Fellowships program, outlined 
in the SSHRC Five-Year Plan (1985-1990), is the first 
Council initiative under the federal government's 
matching funds policy. The program is designed to 
improve career opportunities for a number of very 
promising researchers in the social sciences and 
humanities, and to ensure an adequate supply of 
highly qualified Canadian researchers and teachers to 
meet the expected demand for faculty and research 
appointments in Canada throughout the next decade. 

Each fellowship, valid for a minimum of three 
years, is worth $35,000 a year, plus a $4,000 research 
allowance, and is tenable only at a Canadian univer- 
| sity. In the first annual CRF competition, 91 winners — 
‘nominated by 26 Canadian universities — were chosen 
from 191 eligible candidates. We introduce you to a 
few of the recipients. 

Jonathan Crush will carry out his research on 
“Black South Africa: A Historical Geography of the 
Dispossessed” while affiliated with Queen’s Univer- 
sity. One of his aims is to explore the nature of social 
and spatial domination in South Africa as expressed in 
that country’s contrasting landscapes of privilege and 
| deprivation. This research will be published and will 
also be forwarded to the community studied. Jonathan 
Crush is a previous recipient of SSHRC postdoctoral 
fellowships and research grants. 

David Lorne Macdonald will be associated with 
the University of British Columbia while he writes a 
critical biography of Matthew Gregory Lewis, author 
of an English Gothic novel entitled The Monk (1796). 
Dr. Macdonald believes that studying marginal figures 
of the Romantic era could lead to a re-examination of 
the principles behind the canon. He has already been

Une année d’activités intenses pour la 
Division des bourses 


Le Conseil a créé deux nouveaux programmes de 
bourses, il a doublé la valeur d’un troisiéme et gere un 
programme visant a promouvoir la recherche sur les 
droits de la personne, en plus de s’occuper de ses 
programmes de base. 


Bourses de recherche du Canada 


Le programme Bourses de recherche du Canada, 
décrit dans le Plan quinquennal (1985-1990) du Conseil, 
constitue la premiere initiative du Conseil dans le 
cadre de la politique des subventions de contrepartie 
du gouvernement fédéral. Le programme vise a 
améliorer les possibilités de carriére d’un nombre de 
chercheurs trés prometteurs dans le domaine des 
sciences humaines et a assurer un nombre suffisant de 
chercheurs et d’enseignants trés compétents pour 
combler des postes de professeurs et de chercheurs, 
au cours de la prochaine décennie. 

Chaque bourse, d’une valeur de 35 000 $ par 
année, avec une allocation de frais de recherche de 
4 000 $, est accordée pour une période minimum de 
trois ans dans le cadre d’une université canadienne 
seulement. A I’occasion du premier concours des 
bourses de recherche du Canada, 91 boursiers ont été 
choisis, parmi les 191 candidats admissibles proposés 
par 26 universités canadiennes. Nous vous présentons 
quelques-uns des bénéficiaires. 

Jonathan Crush, qui est rattaché a l'Université 
Queen’s, poursuivra sa recherche sur “I’Afrique du 
Sud noire : une géographie historique des dé- 
possédés”. Un de ses buts est d’examiner la nature de 
la domination sociale et territoriale en Afrique du Sud, 
évidente par le contraste qu’offre le paysage de ce 
pays qui est marqué a la fois par les priviléges et la 
privation. Cette recherche sera publiée et envoyée aux 
collectivités qui font l’objet de cette étude. Jonathan 
Crush est un ancien bénéficiaire de bourses postdoc- 
torales du CRSH et de subventions de recherche. 

David Lorne Macdonald sera affilié a l'Université 
de la Colombie-Britannique pendant la rédaction de la 
biographie critique de Matthew Gregory Lewis, auteur 
d’un roman de style gothique intitulé The Monk (1796). 
M. Macdonald est d’avis que l'étude des personnages 
marginaux de |’6poque romantique pourrait mener a 
reconsidérer les principes sur lesquels sont fondés les 
canons de la littérature romantique. Il a déja travaillé a 
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working on the first biography of John William 
Polidori (1795-1821), Byron’s physician and the author 
of The Vampyre (1819). Previous to this award, David 
Lorne Macdonald received SSHRC doctoral fel- 
lowships. 

Nicole Beaudry will study the music and tradi- 
tional games of the Athapascans of the Northwest 
Territories. Her research will contribute to a better 
understanding, conservation and transmission of the 
Athapascan culture. Nicole Beaudry completed her 
doctoral studies in ethnomusicology at the University 
of Montreal. She will undertake this research at the 
University of Quebec at Montreal. 


Thérése F.-Casgrain Fellowship 


The Thérése E-Casgrain Foundation was established in 
1982. It perpetuates the memory of Thérése E-Casgrain 
by furthering her thought and action in the field of 
social justice, particularly in defence of the rights 

of the individual and in the development of the 
economic and social interests of Canadian women. 

To achieve this end, the Foundation has estab- 
lished the Thérése E-Casgrain Fellowship for Research 
on Women and Social Change in Canada, to be 
awarded on a regular basis by the Foundation and 
administered by the SSHRC. Tenable in Canada, the 
non-renewable fellowship is worth $25,000. The Foun- 
dation is particularly interested in supporting action- 
oriented research, either basic or applied, which will 
include a discussion of public policy options and 
propose recommendations for change. 

The first winner of the Thérése E-Casgrain 
Fellowship was Susan McDaniel of the University of 
Waterloo, who will study contemporary childbearing 
issues and the role of women in the economy and the 
family in Canada. 


The Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship 


This year’s winner of the Jules and Gabrielle Léger 
Fellowship was James Noonan, professor of English 
literature at Carleton University. He will study the 
contributions of Governors General to the cultural life 
of Canada. These contributions include theatre, art, 
music and literature, and the special private theatricals 
that were often presented at Rideau Hall from 
Confederation to the early years of the twentieth 
century. 

The Léger Fellowship was established in 1979 by 
the Government of Canada in honour of the Rt. Hon. 
Jules Léger and Madame Léger in recognition of their 
contribution to the office of Governor General. The 
fellowship is awarded to an outstanding Canadian

La Fondation Thérése F.-Casgrain a été créée en 1982 
pour perpétuer la mémoire de Thérése F.-Casgrain en 
poursuivant sa réflexion et ses réalisations dans le 
domaine de la justice sociale, plus particuli¢rement en 
ce qui touche la défense des droits de la personne 
ainsi que les intéréts économiques et sociaux des 
femmes au Canada. 

C’est dans cette optique que la Fondation a 
institué la bourse Thérése F.-Casgrain pour la recher- 
che sur les femmes et le changement social au 
Canada, qui sera décernée a intervalles réguliers par la 
Fondation et administrée par le Conseil.

La bourse Jules et Gabrielle Léger a été attibuée cette 
année a James Noonan, professeur de littérature 
anglaise a l'Université Carleton.

monwealth systems. Formerly valued at $20,000, with 
an allowance of up to $5,000 for research and travel 
expenses, and offered annually, the Léger Fellowship 
will now be offered every second year, and the winner 
will receive $40,000 and an allowance of up to $10,000. 
| Previous winners of this award are Jacques Monet, 
provost of Regis College, whose book on Jules Léger 
was published in 1982, James Gibson, President 
Emeritus of Brock University, who has been research- 
ing the contribution of Canada’s Governors General to 
the notion of Canadian nationhood, Phillip Buckner of 
the University of New Brunswick who is preparing a 
biography of Sir John Harvey, Lieutenant-Governor of 
the British North American colonies between 1836 and 
1852, Robert Hubbard of Rideau Hall, who has just 
published Ample Mansions: The Vice-Regal Residences of 
Canada to complement his earlier Rideau Hall: An 
Illustrated History of Government House, Ottawa, Claude 
T. Bissell of Massey College, who wrote The Young 
Vincent Massey and The Imperial Canadian: Vincent 
Massey in Office, Douglas V. Verney of York University, 
who is working on a political analysis of the role of 
the head of state in a parliamentary democracy, and 
Janet Ajzenstat of McMaster University, who is 
studying the views of two French-Canadian political 
writers, Pierre Bédard and Etienne Parent, on the 
British monarchic system of government established in 
the Canadas in the 19th century. 


‘The Bora Laskin National Fellowship in 
Human Rights Research 


The Bora Laskin National Fellowship in Human Rights 
Research is awarded annually by the Secretary of State 
of Canada, and administered by the Fellowships 
Division of the SSHRC. In the next fiscal year the 
Council will have full responsibility for this program. 
The Bora Laskin Fellowship was established to 
encourage multidisciplinary and/or interdisciplinary 
‘research and the development of expertise in the field 
of human rights. The research should emphasize 
themes and issues relevant to the Canadian human 
irights scene. The fellowship, valued at up to $45,000 
jplus $10,000 for travel and research expenses, is 
tenable, in Canada, for 12 months and is not 
‘renewable. 

_ This year’s winner was Joy Cohnstaedt, of Win- 
‘aipeg. Ms. Cohnstaedt’s research, entitled “Human 
Rights and Cultural Activities in Canada”, has two 
bjectives: to locate and document systemic or

La bourse canadienne Bora Laskin pour la 
recherche sur les droits de la personne 


Cette bourse est décernée tous les ans par le 
Secrétariat d’Etat du Canada et est administrée par la 
Division des bourses du CRSH. Le Conseil sera 
responsable du programme a partir de I’exercice 
financier 1987-1988. La bourse Bora Laskin a été 
instituée en vue d’encourager la recherche mullti- 
disciplinaire et interdisciplinaire en matiére de droits 
de la personne. Les recherches doivent mettre l’accent 
sur des thémes et des sujets qui se rapportent aux 
droits de la personne au Canada. La bourse d’une 
valeur maximale de 45 000 $, plus 10 000 $ pour les 
frais de recherche et de déplacement, est utilisable au 
Canada pour une période de douze mois et n’est pas 
renouvelable. 

Cette année, la récipiendaire était Joy Cohnstaedt 
de Winnipeg. Le travail de recherche de Mme 
Cohnstaedt sur les droits de la personne et les 
activités culturelles au Canada a pour double objectif, 
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institutional barriers to participation in federally 
sponsored cultural programs and activities; and to 
consider how restrictive cultural programs and pol- 
icies, which keep sectors of Canadian society on the 
margin, serve as a vehicle for the promotion of 
discrimination. 

Last year’s winner was Peter Cumming of Os- 
goode Hall Law School, for his project entitled 
“Equality Rights and the Disabled”. The previous 
recipient was Douglas Sanders of the University of 
British Columbia. His research concerned “The Devel- 
opment of Standards for the Treatment of Indigenous 
Populations — in Canada and Internationally”. 


Special Postdoctoral Fellowship for Research 
in Sociology on Urban Poverty in Canada 


Only two of these special fellowships were available, 
through the kindness of an anonymous donor who 
requested that the Council administer the program. 
The fellowships, each valued at $23,000 plus a $2,000 
research and travel allowance, are for the study of a 
sociological aspect of urban poverty in Canada. The 
winners: 

Carolyn Gorlick (Sociology, King’s College, The 
University of Western Ontario) who will study the 
social psychological lives of previously married female 
lone parents in urban areas who have experienced a 
dramatic drop in economic and social status resulting 
from divorce or death of a spouse. 

Patricia LeCavalier (professor at McGill and Con- 
cordia universities) who will examine the 
consequences for Canada’s urban poor of the trend 
toward the renovation and appropriation, by upper- 
income groups, of the older, low-rise, downtown 
neighbourhoods traditionally occupied by lower-in- 
come groups. This “gentrification” process challenges 
many of the concepts on which housing and social 
welfare planning for the poor is based. 


Doctoral, Postdoctoral and Special MA 
Scholarships 


The core programs of the Fellowships Division 
continued strongly in 1986-87, with 509 new doctoral 
fellowships awarded, for a total of $6,068,000, and 630 
doctoral renewal fellowships awarded, totalling 
$7,537,000. This represents a small increase in the 
number of awards given in this program: in 1985-86 
there were 482 new doctoral fellowships and 559 
renewals. 

There were 61 new postdoctoral fellows in 1986-87, 
with awards totalling $1,361,520, and 73 postdoctoral 
renewals worth a total of $1,695,060.

ont continué avec succes en 1986-1987 puisque 509 
nouvelles bourses de doctorat ont été accordées, 
totalisant 6 068 000 $, et 630 bourses de doctorat ont 
été renouvelées pour un total de 7 537 000 $.

The Queen’s Fellowships 


The Queen’s fellows are chosen from the MA 
applicants. Three outstanding students in the broad 
field of Canadian studies receive tuition fees and a 
travel allowance in addition to the $11,340 award that 
constitutes a Special MA Scholarship. This year’s 
fellows: 

Milovan Mracevich will begin a master’s degree in 
history at the University of British Columbia, focuss- 
ing on Yugoslav ethnic history in Canada. Between 
1924 and 1930, 19,000 Yugoslav immigrants came to 
Canada; some of them helped build a mass movement 
of Yugoslav-Canadian leftists during the next twenty- 
year period. After the Second World War, Tito’s 
government invited Yugoslav-Canadians to join the 
povratnik (returnee) movement and assist in post-war 
reconstruction of Yugoslavia. Of the 1,849 who went, 
450 returned to Canada. Milovan Mracevich will 
interview povratnici living in British Columbia about 
this episode. 

William Foley, who has a BSc from Dalhousie 
University and a BA from the University of New 
Brunswick, will continue his studies in Canadian 
history at UNB. Using documents from the provincial 
and university archives, as well as from the New 
Brunswick Museum, he will look at nineteenth 
century Irish migration to the province, and subse- 
quent community building. 

Sandra den Otter was offered a Queen’s Fellow- 
ship to study the development of political thought in 
Canada by considering the relationship between the 
state and the individual, as put forth by ER. Scott, 
Eugene Forsey and Frank Underhill — all members of 
the League for Social Reconstruction. Ms. den Otter 
as declined the award.

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whether current linguistic theories adequately explain 
the sentence constructions of the Irish and Tagalog 
languages. 

Another linguistics student, Chantal Contant from 
the University of Montreal, is researching syntactical 
analysis of language through artificial intelligence. 
What interests her most is the problem of structural 
ambiguities. Chantal Contant completed both her BA 
and MA degrees in linguistics at the University of 
Montreal. 

Pauline Butling is studying English-Canadian liter- 
ature, focussing on the development of postmodern 
poetics over the past 30 years. Her emphasis will be 
on the work of three Canadian poets — Robert 
Duncan, Phyllis Webb and bp Nichol. Pauline Butling 
has already published several articles and reviews 
about Canadian authors. 


Postdoctoral Fellowships 


Postdoctoral fellowships are valid for 12 months and 
are worth up to $23,220. 

David McNally, a former SSHRC doctoral fellow- 
ship recipient, has a postdoctoral award to study the 
Scottish Enlightenment and English-Canadian political 
thought. He will reconstruct the political outlook of 
the Scottish social philosophers — Francis Hutcheson, 
Lord Kames, David Hume, Adam Smith, Adam 
Ferguson, John Millar and Dugald Stewart — and will 
then examine its influence on Bishop John Strachan, a 
high-ranking Scottish-born figure in the early political 
life of Upper Canada. Finally he will study one 
Conservative and one Liberal from a list of Scottish 
emigrants such as Robert Gourlay, William Lyon 
Mackenzie, George Brown and John A. Macdonald. 
David McNally will be affiliated with the University of 
Toronto. 

Brian Chisholm completed his archaeology de- 
grees at Simon Fraser University. He will now 
undertake postdoctoral research at Saitama University, 
Japan, where he will use isotopic analysis to deter- 
mine the prehistoric diet of coastal and interior 
dwellers during the Jomon period in Japan. Dietary 
information, when combined with other archaeological 
evidence, could tell us about prehistoric human social 
behaviour and the use of resources. Brian Chisholm 
hopes to later use these techniques to understand the 
habits of prehistoric peoples in British Columbia. 

Simonne Voyer researched the folk dances of 
French Canada, in particular the quadrilles and 
cotillions, for her doctoral thesis. Her work was well 
regarded and will be published soon. With a postdoc- 
toral fellowship she will study reels and country 
dances in France, Britain and the United States, and 
will compare them to Canadian folk dances in the 
same categories. Simonne Voyer will be associated 
with Laval University during this research. 
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Guilfoyle examinera si les théories linguistiques ac- 
tuelles expliquent adéquatement la construction des 
phrases en irlandais et en tagalog.

Canadian Research Institutes Abroad 


This new pilot program, which was proposed in the 
SSHRC Five-Year Plan (1985-1990), aims at facilitating 
the work of Canadian researchers in foreign countries 
by providing limited support to Canadian institutes 
abroad which directly assist these scholars. 
Applications may be submitted by self-contained 
or fully independent institutes operating outside 
North America which: were established and are 
administered by Canadian researchers or organiza- 
tions; have as their primary purpose to assist 
‘Canadian scholars to carry out their research in the 
country in question; have their own organizational 
structure and budget; and have been active over the 
past three years. The maximum grant per year will not 
exceed $200,000. 

In the first competition, two institutes were 
awarded three-year grants: The Shastri Indo-Canadian 
institute will receive $75,000 per year; and the 
‘Canadian Mediterranean Institute $200,000 per year.

The Council no longer adjudicates individual 
requests for support under this program. The program 
is financed through block grants to universities, as 
part of Council’s efforts to simplify program structure 
and delivery. Because of this change, announced in 
early autumn of 1986, Council allocated a further 
$100,000 to the program to cover travel to international 
conferences taking place in February and March, 1987. 
This was in addition to the $650,000 already allocated 
to the program for 1986-87. The budget for 1987-88 will 
be in the order of $650,000. 


Changes to the Learned Journals Program 


From 1982'to 1985, a moratorium was placed on the 
Learned Journals Program in order that Council could 
reassess its regulations and effectiveness. With an 
ever-increasing demand on a budget that remained 
stable, a program evaluation was begun. From the 
latter, the Council learned that it was contributing up 
to 80 per cent of the revenue of some journals. In 
other cases the Council per-subscriber subsidy was ten 
times the rate charged to individual subscribers. In 
sum, the previous approach — based on making up a 
journal's deficit - became problematic in times of 
restricted budgets, since Council could not control the 
factors leading to the shortfalls. 

After discussion, Council recommended changes 
to the program. The new funding formula is based on 
the number of subscribers, with a maximum grant not 
exceeding the total revenue from subscriptions, sales 
and advertising. Through this approach the Council 
recognises both the public and private benefits of 
journals. In addition the Council decided to evaluate 
all journals at the same time every three years to 
ensure equity in adjudication of journals in the same 
area and firmer budgetary control. The first adjudica- 
tion under the new program design was held in early 
1986. Of the 190 applications received, 150 three-year 
awards were given. 


Le Conseil ne s’occupe plus désormais des 
demandes provenant de particuliers dans le cadre de 
ce programme. Pour en simplifier la structure et 
‘administration, le Conseil a décidé qu’il sera financé 
par des subventions globales accordées a des univer- 
sités. A cause de ce changement, annoncé au début de 
l’automne 1986, le Conseil a alloué un montant 
supplémentaire de 100 000 $ au programme pour 
couvrir les frais de voyage et pour permettre a des 
chercheurs de se rendre sur les lieux de conférences 
internationales tenues en février et en mars 1987.

Modifications au programme Aide aux

nits report published in spring 1986, the Study Team

ver the program and run it more efficiently and that 
he deficit-based funding approach should be re- 
riewed. The Council asked the Social Science 
federation of Canada (SSFC) and the Canadian 

‘ederation for the Humanities (CFH) to respond to 

his, and in December 1986 the Council made the 

ollowing decisions: 

* SSHRC support to the administration of the 
ASPP will be cut by 10 per cent over two years 
from $350,200 to $315,180; 

* the $35,020 thus saved will be transferred to 

the ASPP grants budget to support the publica- 

tion of more books; 

the federations should study the feasibility of 

instituting a joint block grant/project grant 

approach; 

university presses and other publishers of 

scholarly works should be encouraged to 

make full use of the Department of Communi- 
cations’ new support program for Canadian 
publishers; 

* the administrative costs be re-examined in 
1988 in the context of the next review of the 
SSHRC funding of the federations. 

These decisions reflect the importance Council 

ccords to the publication of monographs, its recogni- 

ion that more and larger grants for books were 
equired, and the need to look to administrative 
conomies in order to find the necessary extra money 
or grants. As Council had reduced its own operating 
xpenses by 12 per cent in 1986-87 and received 
pproval to move $600,000 to its grants budget, 

‘ouncillors concluded that they were not asking the 

ederations to do more than Council itself had done. 

‘ouncil also realized that should the federations wish 

» contribute to the ASPP administration more of their 

jperating funds received from sources other than the 

SHRC, the federations were free to do so. The 

eficit-based approach is currently under review by 

ie federations. 
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Programme Aide a l’édition savante 
(PAES) : Réaction du Conseil face aux 
recommandations Nielsen 


Dans son rapport publié au printemps 1986, I’un des 
groupes de travail Nielsen, le groupe d’étude sur la 
culture et les communications, concluait que les frais 
d’administration du PAES étaient trop élevés, que le 
CRSH devrait reprendre le programme et |’administrer 
de facon plus efficace et que le mode d’attribution des 
subventions basé sur le déficit devrait étre révisé. Le 
Conseil a demandé a la Fédération canadienne des 
sciences sociales (FCSS) et a la Fédération canadienne 
des études humaines (FCEH) de lui faire part de leurs 
réactions face a ce rapport et en décembre 1986 le 
Conseil a pris les décisions suivantes : 

* que le soutien du CRSH a /’administration du

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At its March 1987 meeting, Council reviewed the 
yearly submissions from the SSFC and the CFH and 
recommended that the federations receive three-year 
grants to assist in the publishing of scholarly 
manuscripts under this program. Each federation will 
be awarded money to cover the payment of grants to 
presses, and an operating grant (to include the 
administration of the ASPP).

Phased-out Programs 


In order to achieve the most from a shrinking budget, 
Council has approved the phasing out of certain 
programs. From the Research Communication and 
International Relations Division, two programs have 
been terminated: Grants to Lecture Abroad and 
Grants for Visiting Foreign Scholars. 


Division Director Moves On 


Sheila Armstrong, director of the Research Communi- 
cation and International Relations Division since June 
1985, announced her resignation from the Council at 
the end of the fiscal year. Ms. Armstrong will begin 
her new job at the Association of Universities and 
Colleges of Canada (AUCC) where she has been 
appointed Director of Awards. Denis Croux, an officer 
in the Research Grants Division for many years, has 
been appointed interim director of the Division.

Le CRSH est essentiellement un organisme de 
subventions qui obtient ses fonds par crédits du 
Parlement. Le Conseil se rapporte au Parlement par 
l’intermédiaire du Secrétaire d’Etat. 

Selon les termes de sa loi constituante, le mandat 
du CRSH est “de promouvoir et de soutenir la re- 
cherche et l’érudition dans le domaine des sciences 
humaines; de conseiller le Ministre sur les aspects de 
cette recherche que ce dernier lui demande d’exami- 
ner” (Loi d’action scientifique du gouvernement, 1976, 
article 5). 

Dans le but de promouvoir et de soutenir la re- 
cherche et |’érudition dans les sciences humaines au 
Canada, le Conseil a voulu s’engager a favoriser : 

@ Ja recherche axée sur les disciplines qui de I’avis des 
spécialistes peut le mieux assurer l’avancement de la 
connaissance; 

@ la recherche sur des themes que le Conseil, a la 
suite de consultations assidues aupres de la commu- 
nauté universitaire, consideére d’importance nationale; 
@ les échanges entre chercheurs, du pays et de l’exté- 
rieur, et la diffusion des résultats de la recherche; 

@ le maintien et le développement d’un réseau natio- 
nal de chercheurs et de services a la recherche.

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The Year in Review 


Successful enterprises prosper because they are able to 
evolve with changing circumstances. The Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council has spent 
much of the past year examining its role, 
responsibilities, and future directions. In 1987-88, the 
Council continued its debate on priorities, launched a 
special experimental program, witnessed the 
overwhelming response to the government's Matching 
Funds Policy, and continued to hold competitions in 
the Council's programs, which are a fundamental 
source of funds for Canadian scholars. But the most 
important activity for the President and the Council in 
1987-88 was to ensure that the social sciences and 
humanities receive an appropriate share of funds from 
the federal government's InnovAction program. 


Future Funding for the Council 


The establishment of the government's InnovAction 
program (The Canadian Strategy for Science and 
Technology) indicates its recognition of the importance 
of research. In response to the InnovAction initiatives, 
in 1987-88 the Council prepared submissions for the 
Secretary and Under Secretary of State demonstrating 
the SSHRC’s needs and potential activities in the 
realm of fundamental research and the diffusion of 
knowledge. Financial plans for future funding of up to 
$200 million over five years were developed as well, 
and submitted to the Minister in February 1988. 

The Prime Minister’s January announcement that 
the federal government would be providing about 
$1.3 billion in new funding for university-based 
research greatly encouraged the Council. We have 
vigorously engaged in discussions with Ministers and 
departmental officials to ensure that a share of these 
funds will be devoted to the base budgets of the 
federal research granting councils, and in particular to 
the SSHRC. 

The Canadian Federation for the Humanities and 
the Social Science Federation of Canada, in the name 
of Canadian researchers, have joined with the Council 
to advance the argument to the government that 
technological change is essentially a social process. 
Thus basic research in the human sciences is essential 
to the achievement of the government's own stated 
goal of international competitiveness. 

Cooperation was also seen among the three 
research granting councils (Medical Research Council, 
Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council, 


Le bilan de l’année 


C’est en s’adaptant a de nouvelles situations que les 
entreprises progressent. L’année derniere, le Conseil 
de recherches en sciences humaines du Canada 
(CRSH) a cherché a définir son role, ses 
responsabilités et ses orientations futures. En 
1987-1988, en plus de poursuivre le débat sur les 
priorités, le Conseil a lancé un programme pilote. De 
plus, il a bénéficié du succes de la politique fédérale 
de subventions de contrepartie, et il a continué a tenir 
des concours pour ses programmes qui sont une 
source essentielle de fonds pour les chercheurs 
canadiens. L’activité la plus importante du président 
et du Conseil en 1987-1988 a été de s’assurer que les 
sciences humaines recevaient une part équitable de 
fonds du programme fédéral InnovAction. 


Financement futur du Conseil 


En créant le programme InnovAction (la stratégie 
canadienne en matiére de sciences et de technologie), 
le gouvernement a voulu démontrer qu’il reconnaissait 
l’importance de la recherche. En 1987-1988, dans le 
cadre de ce programme, le Conseil a précisé ses 
besoins et décrit les activités qu’il entend mettre sur 
pied dans les domaines de la recherche fondamentale 
et de la diffusion des connaissances au secrétaire et au 
sous-secrétaire d’Etat. Des plans budgétaires pour un 
financement de l’ordre de 200 millions de dollars sur 
une période de cinq ans ont également été élaborés et 
soumis au secrétaire d’Etat, en février 1988. 

En janvier dernier, le Premier ministre a déclaré 
que le gouvernement fédéral accorderait 1,3 milliard de 
crédits frais a la recherche universitaire, nouvelle quia 
soulevé l’enthousiasme du Conseil. Nous avons plaidé 
notre cause aupres des ministres et des représentants 
des ministéres pour qu’une partie de ces fonds soit 
dévolue aux budgets de base des conseils fédéraux 
subventionnaires de la recherche et, en particulier, du 
CRSHe 

La Fédération canadienne des études humaines 
(FCEH) et la Fédération canadienne des sciences 
sociales (FCSS) affirment avec le Conseil, au nom des 
chercheurs canadiens, que les changements 
technologiques relevent essentiellement d’un 
processus social. La recherche fondamentale en 
sciences humaines est donc essentielle a l’atteinte de 
l’objectif que le gouvernement fédéral s’est luicméme 
fixé, soit la compétitivité au plan international. 

Les trois conseils subventionnaires de la recherche 
(le Conseil de recherches médicales ou CRM, le 
Conseil de recherches en sciences naturelles et en 
génie ou CRSNG, et le Conseil de recherches en 
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Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council) this 
year, when the council presidents made it known to 
the government that they were ready to administer 
the Centres of Excellence initiative as a single tri- 
council program. In its original conception last fall, the 
government's proposed Centres program suggested a 
marginal role for the granting councils, and none at all 
-for the SSHRC. We hope that the combined efforts of 
the three councils will convince the government of the 
viability of a tri-council program, administered at 
arm’s length according to the normal peer review 
process. Researchers in the human sciences have an 
essential contribution to make in the response to the 
challenges facing Canada. A tri-council Centres of 
Excellence program will provide a reasonable 
opportunity for their participation. 


The Council’s Relations with Government 
and the Research Community 


We have worked toward raising the profile of the 
SSHRC inside the government, this year, in order to 
make known our role in aiding researchers to do their 
jobs. The Council has made representations, 
particularly since January 1988, to the Secretary and 
Under Secretary of State, the Minister of State for 
Science and Technology, senior members of the Prime 
Minister's Office, the Privy Council Office, and the 
presidents of NSERC and MRC. 

Between January and April 1988, we have given 
high priority to cultivating relations and strengthening 
ties with the research community. We have consulted 
closely with the Canadian Federation for the 
Humanities and the Social Science Federation of 
Canada on such matters as appointments to Council, 
the InnovAction program, and the choice of 
committee members for a review of the Council's 
funding relationship with the two Federations. 


The Council’s Priorities 


The demand on the grants budget and personnel of 
the SSHRC has changed radically since the Council’s 
inception in 1978. There has been a 48 per cent 
increase in applications received by the SSHRC, while 
the grants budget has remained about the same, when 
adjusted for inflation. At the same time a staff cut 
from 107 full-time positions to 97 has made it difficult 
for the SSHRC to handle the steadily increasing 
workload. 

With this in mind, the Council appointed a Task 
Force on Priorities, toward the end of the fiscal year 
1986-87, to undertake a review of SSHRC programs, 
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sciences humaines ou CRSH) s’entendent sur de 
nombreux points : cette année, les trois présidents ont 
fait savoir au gouvernement qu’ils étaient préts a 
mettre sur pied un programme tripartite de centres 
d’excellence.

Relations du Conseil avec le gouvernement 
et les milieux de la recherche 


Cette année, nous avons voulu faire connaitre notre 
role d’aide aux chercheurs en rehaussant l'image du 
CRSH au sein du gouvernement. Depuis janvier 1988, 
le Conseil fait des démarches a ce sujet aupres du 
secrétaire et du sous-secrétaire d’Etat, du ministre 
d’Etat aux Sciences et a la Technologie, des hauts 
fonctionnaires du cabinet du Premier ministre, du 
Bureau du Conseil privé et des présidents du CRSNG 
et du CRM. 

Entre janvier et avril 1988, nous avons intensifié 
nos efforts pour affermir nos relations et renforcer nos 
liens avec les milieux de la recherche. Nous avons 
entretenu des rapports étroits avec la Fédération 
canadienne des études humaines et la Fédération 
canadienne des sciences sociales sur des questions 
telles les nominations au Conseil, le programme 
InnovAction, ainsi que la sélection des membres d’un 
comité chargé d’étudier la question du financement 
des deux fédérations. 


Les priorités du Conseil 


La demande exercée a l'heure actuelle sur le budget 
de subvention et le personnel du CRSH a augmenté 
de facon substantielle depuis la création du Conseil en 
1978. Les demandes recues par le CRSH ont augmenté 
de 48 p. cent depuis 1978 sans que le budget ne 
bénéficie d’une hausse correspondante, si on tient 
compte de l’inflation. En méme temps, le personnel a

Face a cette situation, vers la fin de l’année 
financiére 1986-1987, le Conseil a décidé de créer un 
groupe de travail sur les priorités afin d’examiner 
l'ensemble des programmes du CRSH et de proposer 
des changements.

and to make recommendations for change. The Task 
Force, headed by Keith Banting of Queen’s University, 
began by defining the Council's core activities, to be 
maintained at any cost, and financed, if necessary, by 
cuts in other areas. The core programs are: Doctoral, 
Postdoctoral and Canada Research Fellowships 
programs; the Research Grants and General Research 
Grants programs; and the Aid to Learned Journals, 
Aid to Scholarly Publications, and Aid to Small 
Universities programs. 

Council followed the Task Force’s 
recommendations and cancelled several programs in 
order to support the core activities. In 1986-87, Council 
cancelled two International Relations programs, Grants 
for Visiting Foreign Scholars and Grants to Lecture 
Abroad. A second round of cancellations became 
necessary in March 1987, when Council abolished the 
Strategic Population Aging program, Special MA 
Scholarships, Grants for International Collaborative 
Research, and the Bilateral Exchanges. 

In May 1987, the Task Force’s discussion paper, 
“SSHRC: Focus on Priorities”, was mailed to 
presidents of Canadian universities, presidents of 
learned societies, and other relevant academic 
organizations. They were informed about the Council's 
rationale for abolishing certain programs while 
maintaining others, and they were asked to state their 
opinions on the priorities setting exercise. 

Responses indicated widespread agreement with 
the Council’s approach to core activities, although 
some reservation was expressed on the concept of 
targeted research. 

The government's decision, last summer, to 
increase the ceiling for matching funds removed the 
pressure for yet another round of program 
cancellations. In September 1987, only one program, 
Aid to International Secretariats in Canada, was 
cancelled. At the same time, the Council reaffirmed its 
support for targeted research but, because of the 
research community’s ambivalence toward it, Council 
decided to review the way in which it fulfils its 
strategic role.

En mars 1987, le Conseil 
a du également abolir le programme stratégique, 
Vieillissement de la population, les Bourses spéciales 
de maitrise, le Programme de subventions pour la 
collaboration scientifique internationale et le 
Programme d’échanges bilatéraux. 

En mai 1987, un document intitulé “CRSH : les 
priorités” a été préparé par le groupe de travail et 
envoyé aux recteurs de toutes les universités 
canadiennes, aux présidents des sociétés savantes et a 
d’autres organismes de recherche. Ce document 
expliquait les raisons qui motivaient les restrictions 
budgétaires, justifiait le maintien de certains 
programmes au détriment d’autres, et invitait les 
destinataires 4 soumettre leurs commentaires quant au 
choix des priorités. 

En général, les commentaires obtenus indiquaient 
un solide consensus sur les activités principales 
retenues par le Conseil, mais exprimaient quelques 
réserves quant au concept de la recherche dans les 
domaines prioritaires. 

La décision du gouvernement, l’été dernier, de 
hausser les plafonds fixés au titre de la politique de 
subventions de contrepartie a permis d’éviter une 
autre série d’annulations de programmes.

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The Next Step: A Second Task Force and a 
New Program 


The Council struck a Second Task Force on Priorities 
in November 1987, chaired by Gilles Paquet of the 
University of Ottawa, to look at new directions for the 
Council. 

The Second Task Force was asked to consider 
possible new programs that could be implemented if 
new funds were to become available through the 
federal government's InnovAction program, and that 
would strengthen the Council’s role within the 
enriched funding climate. In this context, the Task 
Force was also asked to review the Council's existing 
Strategic Grants programs; to design a one-year 
program to promote the contribution of social sciences 
and humanities research to the country’s cultural, 
economic and social development; and to make 
recommendations on the role of the Council in 
supporting researchers who are not affiliated with a 
university. 

At the January 1988 meeting of Council, the 
Second Task Force proposed that the SSHRC launch a 
one-time experimental program to evaluate a broader 
array of delivery mechanisms for the support of 
research. 

The one-time experimental program will support 
up to five projects (at approximately $54,000 each) 
which explore a research theme or area relevant to 
national needs and priorities. Successful candidates 
will prepare a report outlining the research capacity in 
that area, the first-class researchers available to work 
on the topic, and the work to be done to develop an 
effective research effort. They will also evaluate 
existing and proposed funding mechanisms against 
research needs, and will develop a fully-costed plan 
for a new funding program which could be created if 
new resources become available to the SSHRC in the 
future. 

In mid-March 1988, eligible organizations were 
invited to submit proposals. An Ad Hoc Committee 
consisting of Council members and external advisors 
is evaluating the proposals. Awards will be announced 
in May and described in next year’s Annual Report, and 
successful candidates will produce their final reports 
in October. 

The Council plans a conference toward the end of 
the year to consider the proposed funding programs, 
and to examine the Council’s first decade (1978-88) and 
its role in the future. 
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L’étape suivante : un deuxiéme groupe 
d’étude et un nouveau programme 


En novembre 1987, le Conseil a créé un deuxiéme 
groupe d’étude sur les priorités, afin d’examiner les 
nouvelles orientations que le Conseil pourrait adopter. 
Gilles Paquet, de l'Université d’Ottawa, a été nommé 
président de ce comité. 

Le Conseil a demandé au second groupe d’étude 
de déterminer quels programmes pourraient étre mis 
en application si de nouveaux budgets étaient: accordés 
par le programme fédéral InnovAction. Ces 
programmes permettraient au Conseil d’affermir sa 
position dans le contexte de la nouvelle politique de 
financement. Le Conseil a également demandé au 
groupe d’étude d’examiner ses programmes 
stratégiques, d’élaborer un programme d’un an pour 
mettre en valeur l’apport de la recherche en sciences 
humaines au développement culturel, économique et 
social du pays, et d’émettre des recommandations 
quant au rdle du Conseil relativement aux chercheurs 
non rattachés a une université. 

Au cours de la réunion de janvier 1988 du Conseil, 
le second groupe d’étude a proposé au CRSH de 
mettre sur pied un programme pilote visant a évaluer 
une gamme plus étendue de mécanismes de 
financement destinés a soutenir la recherche. 

Dans le cadre du programme pilote, des 
subventions d’environ 54 000 $ chacune seront 
accordées a un maximum de cing projets dont le but 
sera d’explorer des themes ou des domaines de 
recherche axés sur des priorités et des besoins 
nationaux. Les bénéficiaires des subventions devront 
préparer un rapport précisant |’état et le potentiel de 
la recherche dans le domaine proposé, le réseau des 
chercheurs les plus qualifiés qui pourraient y 
contribuer, ainsi que les besoins et les infrastructures 
nécessaires pour assurer un développement efficace dé 
la recherche dans le domaine visé. Ils devront 
également évaluer les mécanismes de financement 
actuels et proposés en fonction des besoins de 
recherche, et élaborer un plan chiffré en détail d’un 
nouveau programme de financement qui pourrait étre 
mis en place si le Conseil obtient des fonds 
supplémentaires a l’avenir. 

A la mi-mars 1988, les organismes admissibles 
étaient invités a soumettre leurs propositions. Un 
comité spécial composé de membres du Conseil et de 
conseillers externes est en train d’évaluer les 
propositions. L’attribution des subventions sera 
annoncée en mai et sera relatée dans le Rapport annuel 
de l’année prochaine. Les candidats retenus devront 
présenter un rapport final en octobre. 

Le Conseil prévoit d’organiser une conférence ver: 
la fin de I’année. On y examinera les propositions de 
programmes de financement, les réalisations du 
Conseil pendant ses dix premieres années d’existence 
(1978-1988), ainsi que son rdle durant les prochaines 
annees. 


The Government's Matching Funds Policy 


The Matching Funds Policy was announced by the 
_ federal government in its February 1986 budget. The 

concept of matching funds was one part of a new 
strategy for funding the granting Councils. The 
strategy also included a policy coordination approach 
to be managed by the Minister of State for Science and 
Technology; and a uniform treatment of the Council 
budgets for five years. The base budget for each 
Council was to be stabilized at the 1985-86 level. That 
meant a base budget of $63.7 million for the SSHRC. 

In accord with this policy, the government will 
grant the Councils over the next four years, amounts 
(up to certain limits) equivalent to those contributed 
by the private sector to university research. The 
maximum matching funds that can be claimed by the 
SSHRC are: $6 million in 1987-88 (originally set at $4 
million, but increased by $2 million in August 1987 as 
part of the federal government’s InnovAction 
initiatives); $8.3 million in 1988-89; $13.1 million in 
1989-90; and $18.5 million in 1990-91. 

In 1986-87 the Council introduced the first 
matching funds program, for Canada Research 
Fellowships, with a full match of private sector funds. 
In the first competition, 93 awards were made. The 
second competition has just concluded, and 57 
fellowships have been awarded. A third competition 
will support up to 40 fellows. 

In 1987-88 Canadian universities actively 
responded to the Matching Funds Policy. Response 
exceeded expectations: the $6 million ceiling was not 
only reached, but surpassed by 300 per cent. As of 
| February 1, 1988, 52 institutions had reported 2,790 
| private sector contributions for 1986-87. Of these, 2,364 
“contributions have been deemed eligible under the 
| policy rules for a total of $24,737,130. The Council will 

| pay universities an incentive fee for having raised 
‘these private sector funds. In the case of the Canada 
Research Fellowships program, the Council matches 
100 per cent of the private sector contribution to the 
‘university. For other contributions, the proposed 
incentive fee is 20 per cent of the matching grant 
claimed by the Council for the first two years of the 
) program. The Council will review the payment of the 
incentive fee for the remaining years of the Policy, in 
light of its budgetary situation. 


La politique gouvernementale de 
subventions de contrepartie 


La politique de subventions de contrepartie a été 
annoncée par le gouvernement fédéral lors de son 
budget de février 1986. Ce concept faisait partie d’une 
nouvelle stratégie de financement des conseils 
subventionnaires. Selon cette stratégie, le ministre 
d’Etat aux Sciences et a la Technologie a le mandat de 
coordonner I’application du programme de 
contrepartie, et les budgets des conseils 
subventionnaires seront traités de facon uniforme 
pendant une période de cing ans. Le budget de base 
de chaque conseil a été maintenu au niveau atteint en 
1985-1986. Pour le CRSH, cela représente un budget de 
63,7 millions de dollars. 

Conformément a cette nouvelle politique, le 
gouvernement versera aux conseils des montants 
équivalents (jusqu’a concurrence de certaines limites) 
a ceux qui sont accordés a la recherche universitaire 
par le secteur privé, et ce, pendant les quatre 
prochaines années. La contribution maximale que 
pourra réclamer le CRSH sera de 6 millions en 
1987-1988 (la contribution annoncée était de 4 millions, 
mais l’application du programme InnovAction a 
haussé la part gouvernementale de 2 millions en aout 
1987), de 8,3 millions en 1988-1989, de 13,1 millions en 
1989-1990 et 18,5 millions en 1990-1991. 

En 1986-1987, le CRSH a créé son premier 
programme de contrepartie, le Programme des 
bourses de recherche du Canada, qui permet la remise 
d’une somme équivalente a la totalité des 
contributions fournies par le secteur privé. A 
l'occasion du premier concours, 93 boursiers ont été 
choisis. Le second concours, qui vient de se terminer, 
a permis d’attribuer 57 autres bourses de recherche. 
Au troisieéme concours, jusqu’a 40 bourses seront 
accordées. 

En 1987-1988, la réponse des universités 
canadiennes a la politique de subventions de 
contrepartie a dépassé les attentes : les plafonds fixés 
a 6 millions ont été atteints et méme dépassés de 
300 p. cent. Au 1° février 1988, 52 universités avaient 
obtenu 2 790 contributions du secteur privé pour 
1986-1987. De ces contributions, 2 364 ont été jugées 
admissibles en vertu des régles d’application de la 
politique, ce qui représente un total de 24 737 130 $. 
Le Conseil versera aux universités une prime 
d’encouragement pour les féliciter d’avoir obtenu ces 
fonds du secteur privé. Dans le cadre du Programme 
des bourses de recherche du Canada, le Conseil verse 
aux universités une somme €quivalente a 100 p. cent 
de la contribution du secteur privé. Pour ce qui est 
des autres programmes, la prime d’encouragement 
proposée pour les deux premieres années du 
programme s’éleve a 20 p. cent de la subvention 
réclamée par le Conseil. Le Conseil devra revoir le 
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Comings and Goings 


Faced with a grave depletion of Council membership, 
we have taken a very active stance, since January 1988, 
in pressing for reappointments to the Council and for 
new appointments of high calibre. We have discussed 
the Council's regional, disciplinary and other needs 
with the Secretary and Under Secretary of State, and 
with the Prime Minister’s Director of Appointments 
and his Deputy Chief of Staff. 

At the end of December 1987, the Council bade 
farewell to William E. Taylor, President of the SSHRC 
for the last five years. Dr. Taylor is now a Senior 
Scientist, Archaeology, at the Canadian Museum of 
Civilization. He is currently preparing an expedition to 
study archaeological sites in the Arctic. We all thank 
Dr. Taylor for his valuable contributions to the Council 
and his dedicated service on behalf of research in the 
humanities and social sciences in Canada. 

I have been appointed as President of the SSHRC 
until April 30, 1988 or until a new President is chosen. 
I have been a Council member since December 2, 
1983, and Professor of English and Medieval Studies at 
the University of Toronto since 1959. My 
undergraduate and MA studies were at Oxford 
University, and I received my PhD from Harvard 
University. Between 1966 and 1976, I was Director of 
the Centre for Medieval Studies. From 1978-84, I was 
Dean of the School of Graduate Studies at the 
University of Toronto. I welcome the chance to serve 
the Council as its President. 

I welcome another new member to the Council’s 
senior management: Ralph Heintzman, who has 
succeeded Erika v. C. Bruce as Director General of the 
Program Branch. Dr. Heintzman is a specialist in 
French-Canadian history, and has taught at Trent 
University and the University of Ottawa. He has held 
senior research positions on national task forces, and 
in 1981 he joined the Federal-Provincial Relations 
Office of the federal government. Between 1984 and 
1986 he was a “chercheur invité” at the Centre de 
recherche sur la civilisation canadienne-francaise at the 
University of Ottawa. Erika v. C. Bruce is on a leave of 
absence from the Council while she joins her husband 
who has been named Canadian Ambassador to 
Portugal.

Arrivées et départs 


Depuis janvier 1988, devant l’inquiétante diminution 
de nos effectifs, nous avons pris des mesures 
rigoureuses en vue de pousser le gouvernement a 
renouveler le mandat de certains membres du.Conseil 
et A nommer de nouveaux membres de grande 
reputation. La nécessité de nommer des représentants 
des régions et de diverses disciplines, ainsi que 
d’autres questions, ont été abordées avec le secrétaire 
et le sous-secrétaire d’Etat, avec la directrice du 
Secrétariat des nominations au Bureau du Premier 
ministre et avec le chef de cabinet adjoint du Premier 
ministre. 

A la fin de décembre 1987, M. William E. Taylor, 
président du CRSH durant les cing derniéres années, 
a quitté le Conseil. M. Taylor a été nommé chercheur 
principal en archéologie au Musée canadien des 
civilisations. Il prépare en ce moment une expédition 
dans |’Arctique en vue d’y étudier des sites 
archéologiques.

J’ai €té nommeée président intérimaire du CRSH et 
j/occuperai ce poste jusqu’au 30 avril 1988, ou jusqu’a 
ce qu’un nouveau président soit choisi. Je suis 
membre du Conseil depuis le 2 décembre 1983, et 
professeur de littérature anglaise et des études 
médiévales a l'Université de Toronto depuis 1959. J’ai 
fait un baccalauréat et une maitrise a I’Université 
d’Oxford et un doctorat a l/Université Harvard. J'ai été 
successivement directeur du Centre des études 
médiévales (1966-1976) et doyen de l’Ecole des études 
supérieures (1978-1984) a l’Université de Toronto.

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Audrey Forster, who devoted 19 years to the 
SSHRC and the Canada Council, has left her position 
as Secretary to the Council and Director General. The 
post has not yet been filled. Gaston Bouliane is acting 
as Secretary to Council while he continues his duties 
as Treasurer and Director General of the 
Administration Branch. 

In March 1988, the Honourable David Crombie 
stepped down from his post as Secretary of State of 
Canada, and was replaced by the Honourable Lucien 
Bouchard. 


A Decade of Research Support 


Since its establishment in 1978, the SSHRC has 
developed funding programs that have benefited 
scholars and students, whose work has contributed to 
the growth and articulation of our cultural and social 
selves. Researchers have used SSHRC funds to 
develop better practices for small and large Canadian 
businesses so that they might operate more efficiently 
at home and compete internationally. They have 
looked at safety issues in industry and the impact 
upon workers of the introduction of new technology. 
Computers, banking and the economy have occupied 
many researchers, while justice, criminology, and 
Canada’s educational system have been the focus of 
others. All of their research helps Canada to work 
toward improvements in our standard of living and 
quality of life. 

To this end, the Council has maintained its core 
programs — such as for research grants, fellowships, 
and scholarly communication and publication — since 
its inception. In 1981, the Council branched out to 
endorse the concept of targeted research, in response 
to the federal government's initiatives, and launched 
the first Strategic Grants program, Population Aging. 
This program has been so successful in helping 


_ researchers to bring the topic into the mainstream, 


that a special program is no longer necessary. Other 
strategic themes concerning the family, women, 
education, Canadian management, and the human 
side to our scientific and technological world have 
been added over time. 

The scene has again changed over the last few 
years. A heavier demand for research funds from a 
budget that has scarcely altered since 1978 (when 
adjusted for inflation) has meant that scholars are now 


in intense competition with one another for the 


available money. As a consequence, an increasing 
number of high-quality research projects are not 
funded each year. 


Apres avoir consacré 19 années au CRSH et au 
Conseil des Arts du Canada, Mme Audrey Forster a 
quitté son poste de directeur général et secrétaire du 
Conseil.

Dix années de soutien a la recherche 


Depuis sa création en 1978, le CRSH a élaboré des 
programmes de subventions pour le bénéfice de 
chercheurs et d’étudiants dont le travail a contribué au 
développement et a l’expression de la réalité culturelle 
et sociale d'ici. Grace aux subventions du CRSH, des 
chercheurs ont concu des moyens d’améliorer le 
fonctionnement des petites et grandes entreprises au 
Canada, de facon a ce qu’elles soient plus rentables 
sur la scene nationale et plus concurrentielles sur le 
plan international. Ces chercheurs ont fait des études 
sur les questions de sécurité dans l'industrie et sur les 
conséquences de I’introduction de nouvelles 
technologies pour les travailleurs. Certains se sont 
concentrés sur l’informatique, le systeme bancaire et 
l'économie, alors que d’autres se sont orientés vers la 
justice, la criminologie et le systeme d’éducation au 
Canada. Toutes ces études contribueront a améliorer le 
niveau et la qualité de la vie au Canada. 

Pour cette raison, le Conseil a maintenu ses 
activités prioritaires (subventions de recherches, 
bourses, et aide aux communications et aux 
publications savantes) depuis sa création. En 1981, en 
réponse aux initiatives du gouvernement fédéral, le 
Conseil a adopté le concept de la recherche dans les 
domaines prioritaires et a lancé son premier 
programme de subventions stratégiques, 
Vieillissement de la population. Ce programme ayant 
permis d’atteindre un niveau de connaissances 
suffisant dans ce domaine de recherche, le Conseil y a 
mis fin, jugeant les objectifs atteints. Au fil des 
années, des programmes portant sur d’autres themes 
dont la famille, les femmes, l’éducation, la gestion au 
Canada et les aspects humains des sciences et de la 
technologie, se sont ajoutés. 

Le contexte dans lequel le CRSH €volue s’est 
encore une fois modifié au cours des derniéres 
années. En raison de la lourde demande pour des 
fonds de recherche a méme un budget qui a a peine 
augmenté depuis 1978 (compte tenu de I’inflation), les 
chercheurs doivent rivaliser entre eux pour obtenir les 
subventions disponibles. I] en résulte qu’un nombre 
croissant de projets de recherche de grande qualité 
sont refusés chaque année. 
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In the case of the Research Grants Division, the 
growing number of applications received annually, 
along with the government's cut-back in SSHRC 
personnel, led to a review in 1985 of the Division’s 
procedures. Several major changes were made in an 
effort to improve the Division’s efficiency. Next year, 
the Council will undertake a review of the impact of 
the new procedures in hopes of staying abreast of the 
needs of scholars. 

In 1987-88, the SSHRC celebrates its tenth 
anniversary of supporting Canadian research in the 
social sciences and humanities. Since 1978, the Council 
has distributed close to half a billion dollars for 
research projects, human resources development, 
research communication, and international relations. 
There are countless success stories. Publications 
arising from the Council's editorial grants have given 
Canadians a chance to view themselves in an 
historical context. The recently published Historical 
Atlas of Canada/Atlas Historique du Canada has been a 
major scholarly and commercial success, and has 
demonstrated the kinds of results that can be achieved 
when Anglophone and Francophone scholars combine 
efforts. Another immensely successful project in 
which researchers from across the country participate 
is the Dictionary of Canadian Biography/Dictionnaire 
biographique du Canada. Ten volumes have now been 
published. 

A critical edition of the collected papers of Louis 
Riel was published in 1985. This five-volume set 
reproduced Riel’s writings as he had originally 
produced them in English or French. 

Canadian scholarship supported by the SSHRC, 
such as the critical editions of the works of Bertrand 
Russell, Emile Zola, John Stuart Mill, Erasmus, and 
Benjamin Disraeli, has been recognized internationally 
with high critical praise. Many more large scholarly 
enterprises funded currently by the SSHRC will yield 
impressive books in the future and will add to the 
prestige already gained by scholars in this country. 

The Council congratulates Canadian reseachers for 
their achievements, and is proud to have aided them 
over the years. We have changed with the times since 
1978, and in our anniversary year, we are looking at 
new directions for the next decade.

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En 1985, devant l’‘augmentation des demandes qui 
lui parviennent annuellement et les réductions de 
personnel imposées par le gouvernement fédéral, la 
Division des subventions de recherche a dt revoir son 
processus de sélection des projets. Plusieurs 
changements majeurs ont été apportés afin 
d’améliorer l’efficacité de la Division, et l’année 
prochaine, le Conseil entreprendra une analyse des 
effets du nouveau processus pour vérifier son 
efficacité.

1. Authority and objective 


The Council was established in 1977 by the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council Act and is a departmental 
corporation named in Schedule B to the Financial 
Administration Act. The objective of the Council is to 
promote and assist research and scholarship in the social 
sciences and humanities. 


The operating and grants expenditures are funded by 
budgetary lapsing authorities. Employee benefit plans 
contributions are authorized by a statutory authority. 


2. Accounting policies 


The statement of operations has been prepared using the 
following accounting policies: 


(a) Expenditure recognition 
Cc 


Grants are charged to expenditure when disbursed. 
Operating expenditure is recorded on an accrual basis, in 
accordance with the Government Payables At Year End 
accounting policy, except for employee termination benefits 
and vacation pay which are recorded on the cash basis. 


(b) Capital purchases 


Acquisition of office furniture and equipment is recorded as 
operating expenditure in the year of purchase. 


(c) Services provided without charge by other departments 


Estimates of amounts for services provided without charge 
by Government departments are included in operating 
expenditure. 


(d) Refunds of previous years’ expenditure 


Refunds of previous years’ expenditure are recorded as 
revenue when received and are not deducted from 
expenditure. 


(e) Pension plan 


Employees participate in the Public Service Superannuation 
Plan administered by the Government of Canada. The 
employees and the Council contribute equally to the cost of 
the Plan. Council’s contributions are charged to expenditure 
on a current basis.

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Research Grants 
Division 


The Research Grants Division received a record 
number of applications in 1987-88. Canadian 
researchers showed their enthusiasm and strength by 
submitting 1,382 eligible standard research grant 
applications, and 22 eligible Major Research Grant 
requests. This shows a substantial increase over the 
number of applications received in 1986-87, when the 
Division honed its grants administration procedures 
and moved to a single annual competition, as a result 
of a study of the Division’s procedures. Because of the 
cancellation of the second competition in 1986-87, only 
817 standard and 14 Major Research Grant applications 
were received. More representative figures are found 
in the 1985-86 statistics, which reveal that a total 

of 1,080 eligible applications were assessed by the 
Division. All in all, the increasing demand for research 
funds, seen in the 1987-88 applications, attests to a 
healthy and ambitious scholarly community in this 
country. 

Out of the 1,382 new eligible standard research 
grant applications received in 1987-88, the Council 
offered 775 awards, totalling $15.6 million. The success 
rate for new standard research grant applications, in 
terms of dollars, was 40 per cent; in terms of numbers 
of new applications funded, the success rate was 56 
per cent. In addition, the Council awarded $5.5 
million for continuing standard and Major Research 
Grants adjudicated in previous competitions. 

Seven of the 22 new Major Research Grant 
applications were successful, for an expenditure of 
- $800,000 in 1987-88. This amount does not include 
continuing awards. 

All applications were assessed externally by 
specialists, according to the topic and discipline of the 
research proposal. Applications and their assessments 
were presented to 14 discipline-based committees who 
ranked the proposals and made recommendations 
on funding to the Council. Major Research Grant 
applications underwent an additional screening 
process by a special Major Projects Committee. 

In October 1987, the Division began its work for 
the 1988-89 competition. Scholars applied for 1,455 
standard research grants, and 30 Major Research 
Grants. The results will be given in the next Annual 
Report. 

The review of the Division’s procedures, described 
in last year’s Annual Report, resulted in the move to a 
single annual competition, the restoration of the 
research time stipend, and the cancellation of the 


La Division des subventions 
de recherche 


La Division des subventions de recherche a recu un 
nombre record de demandes en 1987-1988. Les 
chercheurs canadiens ont montré leur enthousiasme et 
leur dynamisme en présentant 1 382 demandes de 
subventions ordinaires et 22 demandes de grandes 
subventions. Ces chiffres représentent une 
augmentation substantielle par rapport au nombre de 
demandes recues en 1986-1987, exercice au cours 
duquel la Division a affiné ses méthodes 
d’administration des subventions et adopté le principe 
d’un seul concours annuel a la suite d’une étude de 
son fonctionnement. En raison de l’annulation du 
deuxiéme concours en 1986-1987, seules 817 demandes 
de subventions ordinaires et 14 demandes de grandes 
subventions ont été recues. Les chiffres de 1985-1986 
sont plus représentatifs : un total de 1 080 demandes 
ont été évaluées par la Division. A tout prendre, la 
demande croissante de fonds de recherche constatée 
dans les demandes recues en 1987-1988 témoigne de la 
vitalité et de l’esprit d’entreprise des universitaires 
dans notre pays. 

Des 1 382 nouvelles demandes admissibles pour 
des subventions ordinaires, le Conseil en a agréé 775, 
pour un total de 15,6 millions de dollars. Le taux de 
succes pour les subventions ordinaires a été de 
56 p. cent en termes de nombre de demandes et de 
40 p. cent en termes de dollars demandés. En outre, le 
Conseil a alloué 5,5 millions de dollars pour des 
subventions ordinaires et des grandes subventions 
attribuées lors de concours antérieurs. 

Sept des 22 nouvelles demandes de grandes 
subventions ont été agréées, pour des dépenses de 
800 000 $. Cette somme exclut les subventions 
attribuées dans les années antérieures. 

Toutes les demandes ont été évaluées par des 
spécialistes de l’extérieur selon le sujet et la discipline 
de |’étude proposée. Les demandes et leurs 
évaluations ont été soumises a 14 comités spécialisés, 
lesquels ont classé les propositions et fait des 
recommandations au Conseil. En outre, les demandes 
de grandes subventions ont été examinées par un 
comité des grands projets. 

En octobre 1987, la Division a entrepris son travail 
pour le concours de 1988-1989. Des chercheurs ont 
demandé un total de 1 455 subventions ordinaires et 
de 30 grandes subventions. Les résultats figureront 
dans le prochain Rapport annuel. 

L’examen des méthodes de la Division, décrit 
dans le Rapport annuel de l'année derniére, a conduit a 
adoption du principe d’un seul concours annuel, au 
rétablissement de l’allocation de dégagement pour la 
recherche et a l’annulation du programme des bourses 
de travail libre (administré par la Division des 
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Leave Fellowships program (administered by the 
Fellowships Division). Funds which had been devoted 
to Leave Fellowships were transferred to the Research 
Grants Division's budget. 

The same review recommended changes to the 
General Research Grants program, which provides 
block funding to universities for small research 
projects proposed by their own academic staff. To be 
eligible for General Research Grants, institutions must 
be members of the Association of Universities and 
Colleges of Canada and must be public universities 
having the power to confer degrees within the full 
range of disciplines supported by the Council. 
Affiliated or federated institutions with financial 
independence from their parent institutions may also 
be eligible, in some circumstances. A broader use of 
funds by researchers is now permitted under the new 
rules. The upper limit on individual awards has been 
increased to $5,000, to coincide with a change in the 
standard research grants program which now accepts 
applications for a minimum of $5,000 from university- 
based scholars. (Private scholars can still apply for less 
than $5,000.) 

The review also recommended the use of a 
performance-based formula for calculating awards. 
General Research Grants are now calculated as 
a percentage of the average grant awarded to 
institutions, over three years, in the Research Grants 
and Strategic Grants programs. Under the new 
formula 67 institutions were funded in 1987-88, 
compared to 76 in 1986-87. In 1987-88, eligible 
institutions received 18.95 per cent on the first 
$100,000 awarded; 17.43 per cent on the next $400,000; 
and 14.21 per cent on any amount over $500,000. The 
total budget for the program was approximately 
$3 million in 1987-88. 

The Division experienced a considerable turnover 
in staff last year. A new secondment program allowed 
several officers to work in other federal government 
jobs or to make career changes. The Division 
welcomed new officers to take their places. 

We present some of the projects funded in the 
Research Grants competition in 1987-88.

Le méme examen a recommandé des changements 
au programme de subventions générales de recherche, 
qui permet de fournir des subventions globales a des 
universités pour de petits projets proposes par ses 
professeurs. Pour étre admissibles a des subventions 
générales de recherche, les établissements doivent étre 
membres de I’ Association des universités et colleges 
du Canada et étre des universités publiques conférant 
des diplémes dans toutes les disciplines qu’appuie le 
Conseil. Les établissements affiliés ou fédérés qui sont 
financiérement indépendants de |’établissement 
principal peuvent également etre admissibles dans 
certaines circonstances.

Le plafond des subventions individuelles a ete porte a 
5 000 $ afin qu’il coincide avec le changement apporté 
au programme des subventions de recherche 
ordinaires, qui accepte désormais des demandes pour 
un minimum de 5 000 $ provenant d’universitaires.

L’examen des méthodes a également recommandeé 
l'utilisation d’une formule basée sur le rendement 
pour calculer le montant des subventions. Les 
subyentions générales de recherche sont maintenant 
fonction de la subvention moyenne accordée a 
l’établissement, sur une période de trois ans, dans le 
cadre des programmes de subventions de recherche et 
de subventions stratégiques. En vertu de la nouvelle 
formule, 67 établissements ont été finances en 
1987-1988, comparativement a 76 en 1986-1987. En 
1987-1988, les établissements admissibles ont requ . 
18,95 p. cent de la premiére tranche de 100 000 $ qui 
leur a été attribuée; 17,43 p. cent des 400 000 $ | 
suivants; et 14,21 p. cent de tout montant dépassant 
500 000 $. Le budget total du programme a éte 
d’environ trois millions de dollars en 1987-1988. 

La Division a connu un roulement de personnel 
considérable au cours de l’année. Un nouveau 
programme de détachement a permis a plusieurs 
agents de travailler dans d’autres ministeres fédéraux 
ou de réorienter leur carriére. De nouveaux agents 
leur ont succéde.

Key Contemporary Issues 


Canadian scholars are researching the many pressing 
issues of our day. They are providing foundational 
research and reasoned commentary to help 
governments, agencies and the public to understand 
complex topics so that intelligent decisions can be 
made. Again this year the Council has funded timely 
projects on free trade, AIDS, tax reform, immigration 
and communications. Here are a few examples. 

Edna Einsiedel, professor of Communications 
Studies at the University of Calgary, is examining how 
science information is reported in the Canadian 
media. Public literacy in science has become 
increasingly important in a time when science and 
technology are rapidly changing our lives, according 
to Professor Einsiedel. It is necessary to know the 
impact of the media in public education in order 
to understand public input into science policy 
discussions. Dr. Einsiedel will look at Canada’s daily 
newspapers and selected magazines to find out which 
science topics are featured, and how they are 
reported. She will also investigate the professional 
_ background of science news producers, the constraints 
they face in collecting science information, their 
attitudes toward scientists, and their perceptions of 
their audiences. 

Bernard Schiele and Paul Carle, both of the 
Communications Department of the University of 
Quebec at Montreal, are also looking at the reporting 
of science in Canada’s mass media. Their analysis will 
include not only newspapers and magazines, but also 
television and radio, and the work of museums and 
other educational institutions in the explanation and 
promulgation of scientific knowledge to the public. 
The researchers will develop a way of analysing and 
evaluating the activities and strategies of the media. 
‘Their study will yield, among other things, practical 
information to help improve the promotion of 
scientific and technical information, and develop 
mechanisms for discussion between the 
communicators and the users of this knowledge. 

John Warnock, a private researcher living in 
Victoria, is spending a year looking at the impact of 
the Australia-New Zealand free trade agreement on 
agriculture and the food industry, and its implications 
for Canada. Dr. Warnock considers the economies of 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand to be similar. In 
all three countries, there are extensive agricultural 
“marketing boards, and state support for the agri-food 
industry. Dr. Warnock will examine the way in which 


Les grands défis de l’heure 


Les scientifiques canadiens examinent les diverses 
questions qui font I’actualité. Ils font des recherches 
de fond et des commentaires raisonnés pour aider les 
gouvernements, les organismes et le public a 
comprendre les questions complexes, de fagon que des 
décisions intelligentes puissent étre prises. Encore 
cette année, le Conseil a financé des études d’actualité 
portant sur le libre-échange, le SIDA, la réforme 
fiscale, l/immigration et les communications. En voici 
quelques exemples. 

Edna Einsiedel, professeur de communications a 
l'Université de Calgary, examine comment les 
renseignements scientifiques sont rapportés dans les 
médias canadiens. Selon le professeur, les 
connaissances scientifiques du public sont devenues 
de plus en plus importantes a une é€poque ou la 
science et la technologie modifient rapidement nos 
vies. I] est nécessaire de connaitre l’impact qu’ont les 
médias sur l’éducation du public afin de comprendre 
la participation de celui-ci aux discussions 
scientifiques. Le professeur Einsiedel examinera les 
quotidiens du Canada ainsi que divers magazines afin 
de déterminer quels sujets scientifiques sont abordés 
et comment ils sont présentés. Elle se penchera 
également sur la formation professionnelle de ceux qui 
produisent des informations scientifiques, sur les 
contraintes auxquelles ils sont confrontés dans la 
collecte de renseignements, sur leurs attitudes vis-a- 
vis des scientifiques et sur l’idée qu’ils se font de leur 
public. 

Bernard Schiele et Paul Carle, tous deux du 
département des communications de |’Université du 
Québec a Montréal, examinent également les 
informations scientifiques dans les médias canadiens. 
Leur analyse portera non seulement sur les journaux 
et les magazines, mais également sur les émissions de 
télévision et de radio et sur les efforts des musées et 
d’autres établissements pour expliquer et 
communiquer des renseignements scientifiques au 
public. Les chercheurs élaboreront une fa¢on 
d’analyser et d’évaluer les activités et les orientations 
des médias. Leur étude se traduira notamment par 
des données pratiques qui devraient ameéliorer la 
communication des renseignements scientifiques et 
techniques ainsi que favoriser les échanges de vues 
entre communicateurs et utilisateurs de la 
connaissance. 

John Warnock, chercheur autonome qui habite a 
Victoria, passera un an a étudier l'accord de libre- 
échange entre l’Australie et la Nouvelle-Zélande, son 
impact sur l’industrie agro-alimentaire, et ses 
implications pour le Canada. M. Warnock estime que 
les économies du Canada, de |’Australie et de la 
Nouvelle-Zélande sont similaires. Les trois pays sont 
dotés d’importants offices de commercialisation des 
produits agricoles et subventionnent I’industrie agro- 
alimentaire. M. Warnock examinera la fagon dont les 


the governments have dealt with interest groups 
during free trade negotiations, and how the policies 
for adjustment have been implemented. He will then 
consider the implications of a bilateral free trade 
agreement between Canada and the US, as agriculture 
and agricultural support programs may well be 
affected. 

Fear of acquired immunodeficiency syndrome, or 
AIDS, is being investigated by William Fisher, of 
the Department of Psychology at the University of 
Western Ontario, and Fred Tudiver, who teaches 
family and community medicine at the University of 
Toronto. These researchers will focus on how fear of 
AIDS affects preventive behaviour. They intend to 
design, implement, and evaluate interventions to 
reduce AIDS-related fear and to improve AIDS- 
preventive behaviour in heterosexuals, homosexual 
males, and health care workers. 

Gerald Dirks, who teaches politics at Brock 
University, is studying another topical issue — the 
formulation and implementation of Canadian 
immigration policy. Professor Dirks will consider the 
diverse forces and factors within and beyond Canada 
which make an impact upon our immigration policy; 
the multiple objectives which Canadian immigration 
programs are expected to achieve; the organizational 
and bureaucratic processes influencing policy 
formulation; the Canadian refugee policy; and 
Canadian foreign policy. This study will have social 
and practical relevance for government officials and 
concerned citizens who want to understand or 
influence Canadian immigration policy. 


Canadian Authors, Canadian Critics 


Canadian researchers pay a great deal of attention to 
the study of literature. Students and readers, world- 
wide, owe much to those who continue to elucidate 
the ideas and techniques of writers, past and present. 
This Council is proud to have supported many 
exciting research projects in the literary field over the 
last ten years. We have described several of these in 
our annual reports. Last year we looked at research 
concerning: L.M. Montgomery’s journals from the 
period 1911-26; Chrétien Leclercq’s Nouvelle Relation de 
Gaspésie (1691); Ringuet’s novel, Trente arpents; a Greek 
treatise conventionally entitled de motu circulari 
corporum caelestium (A.D. 200); and the fourth book of 
the Periphyseon (De divisione naturae) by Johannes 
Scottus Eriugena, a ninth century Irish philosopher 
and theologian. 

The Council funded research on an amalgam of 
literary topics again this year. Several researchers are 
tracing the literary history of Canada and its authors. 
Three separate projects honour three famous writers: 
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gouvernements ont traité avec les groupes d’intérét 
durant les négociations, ainsi que la fagon dont des 
politiques de transition ont été mises en place. II 
examinera ensuite les implications d’un accord de 
libre-échange entre le Canada et les Etats-Unis, qui 
sont trés susceptibles d’affecter l’agriculture ainsi que 
les programmes d'aide a l’agriculture. 

La crainte du syndrome d’immuno-déficience 
acquise, ou SIDA, est étudiée par William Fisher, du 
département de psychologie a l’Université de Western ~ 
Ontario, et Fred Tudiver, qui enseigne la médecine 
familiale et communautaire a l'Université de Toronto. 
Les deux chercheurs veulent surtout savoir comment 
la crainte du SIDA influe sur les comportements 
préventifs. Ils comptent concevoir, mettre en place et 
évaluer des interventions en vue de réduire la peur 
lige au SIDA et d’améliorer les comportements 
préventifs chez les hétérosexuels, les homosexuels de 
sexe masculin et le personnel de santé. 

Gerald Dirks, qui enseigne les sciences politiques 
a l'Université Brock, étudie un autre sujet d’actualité — 
l’élaboration et la mise en place de la politique 
canadienne en matiére d’immigration. Le professeur 
Dirks examinera les divers facteurs, au Canada et a 
l’étranger, qui ont un impact sur notre politique 
d’immigration; les nombreux objectifs visés par les 
programmes d’immigration canadiens; les processus 
organisationnels et bureaucratiques qui influent sur 
l’élaboration de la politique; la politique canadienne en 
matiere d’accueil de réfugiés; et la politique étrangére 
canadienne. Cette étude présentera un intérét social et 
pratique pour les décideurs gouvernementaux et les 
citoyens intéressés qui veulent comprendre ou 
infléchir la politique canadienne en matiere 
d’immigration. 


Auteurs et critiques canadiens 


Les chercheurs canadiens s‘intéressent beaucoup a ) 
l'étude de la littérature. Etudiants et lecteurs du ' 
monde entier doivent beaucoup aux personnes qui 
continuent d’élucider les idées et les techniques 
d’écrivains d’hier et d’aujourd’hui. Le Conseil est fier 
d’avoir financé des études dans le domaine de la 
littérature au cours des dix derniéres années; nous 
avons d’ailleurs décrit plusieurs études dans nos 
rapports annuels. L’année derniére, nous avons 
mentionné des études sur les sujets suivants : les 
journaux de L.M. Montgomery au cours de la période 
1911-1926; la Nouvelle Relation de Gaspésie (1691) de 
Chrétien Leclercq; le roman Trente arpents de Ringuet; 
un traité grec intitulé par convention de motu circulari 
corporum caelestium (200 apres J.C.); et le quatriéme 
livre du Periphyseon (De divisione naturae) par Johannes 
Scottus Eriugena, un philosophe et théologien 
irlandais du neuvieme siécle. 

Encore cette année, le Conseil a financé des 
études sur divers sujets littéraires. Plusieurs 
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Margaret Laurence, Margaret Avison, and Mavis 
Gallant. Angelika Maeser-Lemieux, professor of 
English at Vanier College, has a one-year grant to 
prepare a critical analysis of the nature of spirituality 
in Margaret Laurence’s novels. Laurence called herself 
“a religious writer”; Professor Maeser-Lemieux views 
Laurence as a creator of myths or alternative spiritual 
forms. Dr. Maeser-Lemieux has already completed 
studies on other aspects of the author's work. Her 
tentative title for this book is, A Feminine Spirituality: 
The Religious Dimension in the Novels of Margaret 
Laurence. 

David Kent, from the Department of English at 
Centennial College, Scarborough, has a one-year grant 
to undertake a major critical study of Margaret 
Avison’s poetry. Professor Kent intends to set the 
criticism, wherever possible, within a biographical 
framework in order to chart the shape of Avison’s 
career. He feels that this approach will be particularly 
fruitful for an examination of Avison’s poetry since her 
religious conversion, in 1963, when art and life became 
inextricably linked for her. Professor Kent has recently 
edited a collection of essays entitled ‘Lighting up the 
terrain’: The Poetry of Margaret Avison. His essay, 
“Margaret Avison and Her Works”, has been 
published in Canadian Writers and Their Works. 

Janice Kulyk Keefer, a private scholar who was 
recently nominated for a Governor General's award in 
non-fiction for Under Eastern Eyes: A Critical Reading of 
Maritime Fiction (published by University of Toronto 
Press), is at work on a critical study of Mavis Gallant. 
Her purpose is to introduce Gallant to a wide range of 
readers in and outside of Canada and to establish 
Gallant as one of the best contemporary writers of 
fiction in the English-speaking world. Dr. Kulyk 
Keefer’s one-year grant will allow her to examine, 
among other things, Gallant’s critical prose, her 
historical vision of this century, the “world of women” 
in Gallant's fiction, and the role and position of 
this Canadian author in Paris’ literary scene. 

Dr. Kulyk Keefer has a wide collection of published 
literary articles, conference papers, and reviews to her 
name, as well as a collection of poems and a book of 
fiction. A university press has already offered to 
publish this study of Mavis Gallant. 

Joseph Melangon and Clément Moisan, of Laval 
University, and Jeanne Demers, of the University 
of Montreal, have a three-year grant to study the 
contribution of universities to Quebec literature. The 
research team expects to examine 375 documents and 
to review the work of seven universities which taught

Angelika Maeser-Lemieux, 
professeur d’anglais au College Vanier, bénéficie d’une 
subvention d’un an pour effectuer une analyse critique 
de la spiritualité dans les romans de Margaret 
Laurence. Laurence se qualifiait elle-méme d’écrivain 
religieux; le professeur Maeser-Lemieux consideére 
Laurence comme une créatrice de mythes ou de 
formes spirituelles alternatives. Le professeur 
Maeser-Lemieux a déja effectué des études sur 
d’autres aspects de l’oeuvre de I’auteur; le titre 
provisoire qu'elle a prévu pour cet ouvrage est A 
Feminine Spirituality: The Religious Dimension in the 
Novels of Margaret Laurence. 

David Kent, du département d’anglais du 
Centennial College, a Scarborough, s’est vu allouer 
une subvention d’un an pour effectuer une étude 
critique majeure de la poésie de Margaret Avison. Le 
professeur Kent entend situer sa critique, dans la 
mesure du possible, dans un cadre biographique 
permettant de retracer la carriére de Margaret Avison. 
Cette approche sera particulierement féconde pour un 
examen de la poésie de Margaret Avison depuis sa 
conversion religieuse en 1963, ot, selon le professeur 
Kent, l’art et la vie sont devenus inextricablement liés 
pour Avison. Le chercheur a publié récemment une 
collection d’études intitulée “Lighting up the terrain’: The 
Poetry of Margaret Avison. Son étude “Margaret Avison 
and Her Works” a paru dans la revue Canadian Writers 
and Their Works. 

Janice Kulyk Keefer, chercheure autonome dont le 
nom a récemment été proposé pour un prix du 
gouverneur général dans la catégorie études pour 
Under Eastern Eyes: A Critical Reading of Maritime Fiction 
(publié par les Presses de l'Université de Toronto), 
travaille 4 une étude critique de Mavis Gallant. Elle 
entend faire connaitre Gallant a divers lecteurs au 
Canada et a |’étranger et démontrer que c’est l’un des 
plus importants auteurs de fiction contemporains dans 
le monde anglophone. La subvention d’un an octroyée 
a Mme Kulyk Keefer lui permettra d’examiner, entre 
autres choses, la prose critique de Gallant, sa vision 
historique du siecle, le monde des femmes dans ses 
ouvrages, ainsi que son role sur la scéne littéraire 
parisienne. Mme Kulyk Keefer a publié nombre 
d’articles littéraires, de communications et de 
critiques, ainsi que plusieurs poémes et un ouvrage de 
fiction. Une maison d’édition universitaire a déja offert 
de publier cette étude sur Mavis Gallant. 

Joseph Melancon et Clément Moisan, de 
l'Université Laval, et Jeanne Demers, de l’Université 
de Montréal, bénéficient d’une subvention de trois ans 
pour étudier la contribution des universités a la 
littérature québécoise. L’équipe de recherche entend 
examiner 375 documents et passer en revue le travail 
de sept universités qui ont enseigné la littérature 
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Quebec or French-Canadian literature between 1920 
and 1985, in order to determine how these institutions 
have supported and influenced Quebec writing by 
designing curriculum and exposing students to this 
literature; encouraging and overseeing graduate thesis 
research in this area; and analysing and critically 
debating Quebec literature in scholarly journals and 
books. 

Another project concerning Quebec literature is 
being conducted by Jacques Michon, who teaches 
French at the University of Sherbrooke. Professor 
Michon wants to look at the role of the editor in four 
important publishing houses (Albert Lévesque, 
L’Arbre, le Cercle du livre de France, |’Institut 
littéraire du Québec) in order to trace the history and 
evolution of the modern literary edition in Quebec. 
Dr. Michon has published several articles on the 
semiotics of French-Canadian literature. 


Tracing the History of Fine Arts in Canada 


James Neufeld, professor of English literature at Trent 
University, is writing a history of the National Ballet of 
Canada. The company will be celebrating its fortieth 
anniversary in 1991-92, and Professor Neufeld intends 
to describe the National’s achievements, its leading 
choreographers and dancers, the critical response 

to the company from national and international 
reviewers, and the importance of the National Ballet 
School. Professor Neufeld believes that such a history 
will not only celebrate the National Ballet of Canada, 
but will also contribute to our awareness of the role 
and development of the traditional performing arts in 
Canada. 

Ivo Tembeck, from the Dance Department of the 
University of Quebec at Montreal, will trace the 
history of theatrical dance in Quebec over the last 50 
years. Dance is difficult to describe, in part because of 
its ephemeral nature. The survival and popularity of 
dance had an additional obstacle in Quebec, where it 
was frowned upon by the church for many years. 
Since the 1970s, however, classical ballet, modern 
dance and ballet jazz have been welcomed 
enthusiastically by Quebec audiences. Professor 
Tembeck will study the evolution of theatrical dance in 
Quebec from its marginal beginnings to its current 
popularity. 

Francine Vanlaethem, from the Design 
Department at the University of Quebec at Montreal, 
and Raymonde Gauthier, who teaches History of Art 
at the same institution, have embarked on a three-year 
study of a different aspect of the arts in Quebec: 
modern architecture from the period 1890 to 1949. The 
beginning of modern architecture in Quebec was 
marked by the introduction of the ideas from the Arts 
and Crafts Movement, but also by the founding of the 
Association des Architectes de la Province de Québec, 
and the installation of organized architectural teaching 
through the establishment, in 1896, of a Chair in 
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québécoise ou canadienne-frangaise entre 1920 et 1985, 
afin de déterminer comment ces établissements ont 
encouragé et faconné la littérature québécoise en 
concevant des programmes d’étude et en exposant des 
étudiants a cette littérature; en encourageant et en 
dirigeant des theses de deuxiéme cycle dans ce 
domaine; et en analysant et critiquant la littérature 
québécoise dans des revues et des livres. 

Une autre étude sur la littérature québécoise est 
effectuée par Jacques Michon, qui enseigne le francais 
a l’Université de Sherbrooke. Le professeur Michon 
veut examiner le réle de l’éditeur dans quatre® 
importantes maisons d’édition (Albert Lévesque, 
L’Arbre, Le Cercle du livre de France, I’Institut 
littéraire du Québec) afin de retracer l’histoire et 
l’évolution de |’édition littéraire moderne au Québec. — 
Le professeur Michon a publié plusieurs articles sur la 
sémiotique de la littérature canadienne-frangaise. 


L’histoire des beaux-arts du Canada 


James Neufeld, professeur de littérature anglaise a 
l'Université Trent, a entrepris une histoire du Ballet 
national du Canada. La compagnie célébrera son 
quarantiéme anniversaire en 1991-1992. Le professeur 
Neufeld entend décrire les réalisations de la 
compagnie, ses principaux chorégraphes et danseurs, 
les critiques faites au Canada et a l’étranger de ses 
productions, ainsi que l‘importance de I’Ecole 
nationale de ballet. Le professeur Neufeld croit qu’une 
telle étude non seulement célébrera le Ballet national 
du Canada, mais sensibilisera les Canadiens au réle et 
au développement des arts traditionnels du spectacle 
au Canada. 

Ivo Tembeck, du département de danse de 
l'Université du Québec a Montréal, retracera l’histoire 
de la danse lyrique au Québec au cours des 50 
dernieres années. La danse est difficile a décrire, 
notamment en raison de sa nature éphéméere. De plus, 
la survie et la popularité de la danse ont buté sur un 
obstacle additionnel au Québec : pendant des années, 
cette discipline a été condamnée par I’Eglise. 
Toutefois, depuis les années 70, le ballet classique, la 
danse moderne et le ballet-jazz sont accueillis avec 
enthousiasme par les Québécois. Le professeur 
Tembeck étudiera I’évolution de la danse lyrique au 
Québec de ses débuts laborieux 4 sa popularité 
actuelle. 

Francine Vanlaethem, du département de design 
de l'Université du Québec a Montréal, et Raymonde 
Gauthier, qui enseigne I’histoire de I’art dans le méme 
établissement, ont entrepris une étude de trois ans sum 
un aspect différent des arts au Québec : a | 
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moderne de 1890 a 1949. Le début de I’architecture 
moderne au Québec a été influencé par I’introduction 
des idées du Mouvement des arts et des métiers d’art 
mais également par la fondation de I’ Association des 
architectes de la province de Québec et par la créatio 
en 1896, d’une chaire d’architecture a l/Université 
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architecture at McGill University. In the 1940s Quebec 
artists and architects who had studied in France 
brought home the avant-garde in architecture. They 
had been influenced by the surge of modern design 
in Europe, and by the Bauhaus School and the 
Exposition des Arts décoratifs in Paris. Professors 
Vanlaethem and Gauthier are particularly interested in 
those groups and institutions who supported and 
those who hindered the emergence of new design in 
Quebec architecture during this period. Their aim is to 
give a new appreciation to contemporary architecture 


—as cultural production and intellectual practice. 


| Before Our Time 


Henry Schwarcz, of the Department of Geology at 
McMaster University, has a three-year grant to study 
absolute dating of prehistoric sites. Professor Schwarcz 
will apply the methods of uranium series and 
electron-spin resonance dating to archaeological sites 
in order to obtain calibration points on the time scale 


of human biological and cultural evolution. He will 


use these methods at sites in France, Germany, Italy 


_and Spain, and at limestone caves in South Africa, 
which are much older than the sites in Western 


Europe. It is hoped that more exact inferences will be 
possible as to the relative chronology of prehistoric 


cultural features within specific regions. 


Elizabeth Graham, a private scholar, has a one- 


year grant to undertake excavation work at Negroman- 
Tipu, Belize, Central America. Dr. Graham is studying 


an indigenous Maya community in an age of 
transition — the Postclassic to Spanish colonial period, 


spanning the 16th to early 17th centuries. 
-Contemporary Spanish documents describe Tipu as a 
haven for rebellious Maya fleeing repression in the 
Yucatan, and an irritation to Spanish officials 
attempting to bring the “heathen” Maya under 
_religious and secular controls. Excavations already 


completed reveal a people in conflict: they constructed 


-and maintained a Christian church and observed 


Christian burial practices, but continued certain 
Precolumbian pagan rituals. With this grant, 


'Dr. Graham will now complete the excavation of Tipu’s 


Christian cemetary and will research 16th century 
Catholic ritual. She hopes to blend archaeology and 
ethnohistory to explain how settlement patterns, 
architecture and material culture changed with 
European conquest and colonization. 


McGill. Dans les années 1940, les artistes et architectes 
québécois qui ont étudié en France en ont ramené 
l’avant-garde en architecture. Ils avaient été influencés 
par l’émergence du design moderne en Europe, ainsi 
que par l’école Bauhaus et l’Exposition des arts 
décoratifs a Paris. Les professeurs Vanlaethem et 
Gauthier s’intéressent particuliérement aux groupes et 
établissements qui ont encouragé ou qui ont freiné 
l’émergence d’une nouvelle conception dans 
l’architecture québécoise durant cette période. Leur 
but est de présenter sous un jour nouveau 
l’architecture contemporaine en tant qu’expression 
culturelle et concept intellectuel. 


Loin dans le temps 


Henry Schwarcz du département de géologie de 
l'Université McMaster a recu une subvention de trois 
ans pour étudier la datation absolue des sites 
préhistoriques. Pour dater les sites archéologiques le 
professeur Schwarcz utilisera les méthodes de la 
famille de l’uranium et de la résonance para- 
magnétique électronique de facon a obtenir les points 
de calibrage marquant l’échelle du temps dans 
l’évolution biologique et culturelle de l’étre humain. Il 
appliquera ces méthodes sur des sites localisés en 
France, en Allemagne, en Italie et en Espagne ainsi 
que dans les grottes calcaires de l’Afrique du Sud, qui 
sont beaucoup plus anciennes que les sites de 
l’Europe occidentale. I] espére en arriver ainsi a une 
chronologie plus exacte des traits culturels 
préhistoriques propres a des régions spécifiques. 

Elizabeth Graham, une chercheure autonome, a 
obtenu une subvention d’un an qui lui permettra 
d’entreprendre des travaux d’excavation a Negroman- 
Tipu, a Belize en Amérique centrale. Mme Graham 
étudie une communauté indigéne maya a une €poque 
de transition, soit de l’époque postclassique a la 
période coloniale espagnole qui s’étend du 16°™e 
siécle jusqu’au début du 17'*©™© siecle. Les documents 
de l’époque coloniale espagnole décrivent Tipu comme 
étant un refuge pour les rebelles mayas fuyant la 
répression au Yucatan et un lieu peu apprécié des 
autorités espagnoles qui tentaient d’amener les 
“barbares” mayas sous la croix et la banniére. Les 
fouilles déja complétées révelent un peuple en conflit 
entre deux cultures. Les mayas construisaient et 
entretenaient une église chrétienne et observaient les 
pratiques chrétiennes pour les obseques mais 
conservaient certains rituels paiens. Grace a cette 
subvention, Mme Graham completera les fouilles du 
cimetiére chrétien de Tipu et fera des recherches sur 
les rituels catholiques du 16°™° siécle. En misant sur 
les apports de l’archéologie et de I’histoire 
ethnologique, elle espére pouvoir expliquer comment 
les différents modeles d’habitats, l’architecture et la 
culture matérielle ont changé avec la conquéte 
européenne et la colonisation. 
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Two researchers are investigating early civilization 
in the North. Carole Stimmell, a private scholar, has 
completed a three-year study of the pottery found 
at Thule sites in Canada. Changes in the ceramic 
materials and production methods used by northern 
inhabitants between 1000 and 1600 A.D. have often 
been interpreted as evidence of a decline in ceramic 
technological capability. Dr. Stimmell claims that her 
study has instead revealed that these modifications 
reflect a successful attempt to adapt this pottery to 
increasingly difficult environmental and resource 
conditions. Dr. Stimmell now has a one-year grant to 
expand this investigation to include Alaskan materials. 
Her study will relate Thule pottery-making techniques 
to those of other Arctic peoples. She hopes that by 
increasing our knowledge of prehistoric ceramic 
technologies used in the Arctic, we will gain a better 
understanding of the cultural history and 
contemporary relationships between these groups. 

Father Guy Mary-Rousseliere, of Pond Inlet, 
Northwest Territories, has a one-year grant to 
continue his study of Dorset sites at Navy Board Inlet, 
Baffin Island. Father Mary-Rousseliére has been 
excavating a Dorset house complex at Nunguvik, 
which was occupied almost continually between 300 
B.C. and the end of the 11th century when the Thule 
people arrived; and a transitional Predorset-Dorset site 
at Arnakadlak, among other places on the western 
coast of the Inlet. Exciting finds have been made 
already, including the discovery of small masks, an 
antler sled runner with a carved face, various tools, 
and a small carving of a seal out of narwhal ivory. 
Father Mary-Rousseliére is continuing his research into 
Dorset life in this region of the Arctic. 


Morality 


Douglas Odegard, of the Department of Philosophy at 
the University of Guelph, has a one-year grant to 
construct a defence of morality. Professor Odegard 
defines morality as a personal way of life in which an 
individual does things for moral reasons whenever the 
opportunity arises. In his research, he will defend a 
morality which is based on three central assumptions: 
morality is rational; moral beliefs can be objectively 
justified; and, agents can be morally responsible for 
their conduct. This research builds on Professor 
Odegard’s earlier work concerning the justification of 
moral judgments, which was also funded by the 
SSHRC. Dr. Odegard believes that defending morality 
has a number of implications for moral education, 
particularly at advanced levels where students are 
deliberately choosing life goals and developing 
maturity of judgment. 
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Deux chercheurs étudient les premieres 
civilisations nordiques.

La chercheure mettra 4 profit une 
subvention d’un an pour étendre |’étude a des 
matériaux trouvés en Alaska.

poteries de I’Alaska de fagon a mieux saisir l'histoire 
culturelle et les liens entre ces groupes et d’accroitre 
nos connaissances sur les technologies préhistoriques 
utilisées par les peuples de l’Arctique. 


Le pére Guy Mary-Rousseliére de Pond Inlet, dans 


les Territoires du Nord-Ouest, a obtenu une 
subvention d’un an pour poursuivre son étude sur les 
sites dorsétiens 4 Navy Board Inlet, dans les Terres de 
Baffin. Le pére Mary-Rousseliére a fait des fouilles sur 
plusieurs fonds d’habitations dorsétiennes. Ce site 
avait été presque continuellement occupé depuis 
environ 300 avant J.C. jusqu’a l’arrivée des Thuléens 
vers la fin du 11®™e siécle. I] a aussi procédé a des 
excavations sur le site transitionnel prédorsétien- 
dorsétien d’Arnakadlak situé, comme d’autres sites, 
sur la cOte ouest de Navy Board Inlet. La fouille a déja 
apporté des découvertes importantes, notamment des 
petits masques, un patin de traineau sculpté, divers 
outils, une petite sculpture de phoque en ivoire de 
narwahl. Le pere Mary-Rousseliere poursuit 
actuellement ses recherches sur la vie dorsétienne 
dans la région de |’Arctique. 


Moralité 


Douglas Odegard, du département de philosophie a 
l'Université de Guelph, dispose d’une subvention 
d’un an pour élaborer une défense de la moralité. 
Pour le professeur Odegard, la moralité est un mode 
de vie personnel dans lequel un individu fait des 
choses pour des raisons morales lorsque l'occasion se 
présente. Dans son étude, il défendra une moralite 
qui est basée sur trois hypotheses centrales : la 
moralité est rationnelle; les convictions morales 
peuvent étre objectivement justifiées; les individus 
peuvent étre moralement responsables de leur 
conduite. Cette étude s’appuie sur l'étude antérieure 
du professeur Odegard concernant la justification des 
jugements moraux, laquelle avait également éte 
financée par le CRSH. Le professeur Odegard croit 
que le fait de défendre la moralité présente plusieurs 
implications pour I’enseignement moral, en particulier! 


What kind of moral environment is found in 
Canada’s boardrooms? Frederick Bird, who teaches 
religion at Concordia University, and James Waters, of 
the Department of Administrative Studies at York 
University, want to analyze how managers identify 


and deal with moral issues in business. These 
_ researchers will look at corporate social policies and 


morally questionable behaviour, such as bribery, 
embezzlement, illegal surveillance and inside trading, 
but they are particularly interested in the wider array 


of everyday moral issues faced by managers and 
executives. The purpose of their study is to determine 


the extent to which organizational structures and 
cultures, personal beliefs and the social context help 
or frustrate responsible moral decision making by 


business people. 


- Business 


David Murrell and Anthony Myatt, both from the 


_ Department of Economics of the University of New 
_ Brunswick, ask “Is there hiring discrimination against 


women in Canada?” Using data from the 1981 Census, 
they want to estimate empirically the extent of 


_ possible job discrimination against single women. 
They will concentrate on single women as it is well 


known that married women have disproportionately 
high unemployment rates because of loss of job tenure 


_ due to child-rearing responsibilities. Statistics reveal 


that single women typically have lower unemployment 
rates than have single men, and so it is assumed that 
they face little hiring discrimination. Single women 
have more formal education than single men and they 
tend to be employed in industries with less 


~unemployment because the work is not seasonal or 
cyclical. But Professors Murrell and Myatt hypothesize 
_ that, correcting for these and other factors, single 
~women actually have a higher unemployment rate 


than they would have if they were treated as single 
men. They hope to determine whether or not 

this extra unemployment is caused by hiring 
discrimination. 

Another important aspect of business is the 
introduction of new technology into the workplace. 
John Holmes, of the Department of Geography at 
Queen's University, has a one-year grant to document 
and analyze the changing nature of buyer-supplier 
relationships in the Canadian auto industry, brought 
about by the use of new production technologies.

Ces chercheurs se pencheront sur les 
politiques sociales des entreprises ainsi que sur les 
comportements moralement discutables comme la 
corruption, le détournement de fonds, la surveillance 
illégale et les opérations secrétes, mais ils s‘intéressent 
particuli¢rement aux questions morales quotidiennes 
auxquelles font face les cadres et les dirigeants. L’objet 
de leur étude est de déterminer dans quelle mesure 
les structures et la philosophie des organisations, les 
convictions personnelles et le contexte social 
encouragent ou découragent des décisions 
moralement justes par les gens d'affaires. 


Monde des affaires 


David Murrell et Anthony Myatt, tous deux du 
département d’économie de I’Université du Nouveau- 
Brunswick, posent cette question : “Y a-t-il une 
discrimination a l'emploi a l’égard des femmes au 
Canada ?” A partir de données provenant du 
recensement de 1981, ils veulent estimer de facon 
empirique l’importance de la discrimination a l’emploi 
éventuellement exercée a l’égard des femmes 
célibataires. Ils se concentreront sur les femmes 
célibataires, car il est bien connu que le taux de 
chémage des femmes mariées, qui ont moins de 
sécurité d’emploi a cause de leurs responsabilités 
familiales, est bien supérieur a celui des hommes. Les 
statistiques montrent que les femmes célibataires ont 
généralement un taux de chémage inférieur a celui des 
hommes célibataires, de sorte que l’on présume 
qu’elles ne font guére face a la discrimination dans 
l’embauche. Les femmes célibataires sont plus 
instruites que les hommes célibataires et elles ont 
tendance 4 travailler dans des industries ot le taux de 
chémage est bas parce que le travail n’est ni 
saisonnier, ni cyclique. Mais les professeurs Murrell et 
Myatt conjecturent que, en tenant compte de ces 
facteurs et d’autres, les femmes célibataires ont en fait 
un taux de chémage plus élevé que celui qu’elles 
auraient si elles étaient traitées comme des hommes 
célibataires. Ils esperent déterminer si ce taux de 
chémage plus élevé est causé par une discrimination a 
l’embauche. 

Un autre aspect important de I’entreprise est 
‘introduction d’une nouvelle technologie dans le 
milieu de travail. John Holmes, du département de 
géographie de I’Université Queen’s, a une subvention 
d’un an pour analyser |’évolution des relations entre 
acheteurs et fournisseurs dans |’industrie automobile 


There are two categories of innovation in the 
automobile industry: the “hard process technology”, 
involving changes to the kinds of machinery and 
equipment used in manufacturing; and the “soft 
process technology”, which encompasses changes in 
the way in which people and equipment are organized 
in relation to each other and to the task at hand. The 
move to these new manufacturing technologies, 

especially the just-in-time production systems (JIT), is 
transforming the contracting and subcontracting 
relationships and the links between assembly plants 
and component suppliers in the Canadian auto 
industry. Professor Holmes predicts major implications 
for the geographical location of auto firms in Canada, 
with the move to JIT production. 

Melvyn Fuss and Leonard Waverman, both of the 
Institute for Policy Analysis at the University of 
Toronto, have a three-year grant to study cost and 
productivity differences between Canadian, US, and 
Japanese industries. As these researchers note, one of 
the most important factors determining the health of 
the Canadian economy is the level and pattern of 
international trade. Trade between countries is 
influenced by relative factor prices, related differences 
in costs of production and, in the long run, by 
productivity differences. Professors Fuss and 
Waverman will study the cost and productivity 
differences between Canadian, US and Japanese 
industries in order to understand Canada’s 
competitive trade position in relationship to its major 
trading partners. In their previous studies, these 
researchers have looked at the automobile industry. 
Now they will concentrate on manufacturing and 
service industries, banking and telecommunications. 

Competition within Canadian industries is also 
considered important by researchers. Gilbert 
Reschenthaler, of the Marketing and Economic 
Analysis Department at the Univ ersity of Alberta, has 
a one-year grant to study the competitive strategy 
formulation. and implementation in the Canadian 
airline industry. The four major Canadian airlines have 
had to face deregulation and an increasingly 
competitive environment, in the last few years. They 
are all Canadian owned and managed, but they 
operate under widely varying organizational 
constraints. Professor Reschenthaler will examine the 
impact of these different inherent characteristics 
on organizational structure, culture, role, and 
management style, in order to understand the process 
of decision making and strategy implementation in the 
Canadian airline industry. 
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canadienne, évolution due a l'utilisation de nouvelles 
techniques de production. Il y a deux catégories 
d’ innovation dans l'industrie automobile : le 
“processus radical”, qui consiste en des changements 
aux types de machines et d’équipements utilisés dans 
l'industrie; et le “processus adaptif”, qui comprend 
des changements dans la fagon dont les gens et les 
é€quipements sont organisés les uns par rapport aux 
autres et selon la tache a effectuer. L’adoption de ces 
nouvelles technologies de fabrication, en particulier les 
systemes de production en temps voulu, transforme 
les relations avec les sous-traitants ainsi que les liens 
entre les chaines de montage et les fournisseurs de 
pieces dans l'industrie automobile canadienne. Le 
professeur Holmes prédit que la production en temps 
voulu aura des effets majeurs sur l’emplacement 
géeographique des firmes automobiles au Canada. 

Melvyn Fuss et Leonard Waverman, tous deux de 
Institute for Policy Analysis de l'Université de 
Toronto, ont une subvention de trois ans pour étudier 
les différences de cout et de productivité entre les 
industries canadiennes, américaines et japonaises. 
Comme le font remarquer ces chercheurs, un des 
principaux facteurs qui déterminent la santé de 
l'économie canadienne est le niveau et la tendance du 
commerce international. Le commerce entre les pays 
est influencé par les facteurs prix, les différences dans 
les couts de production et, a long terme, les 
différences dans la productivité. Les professeurs Fuss 
et Waverman étudieront les différences de cotit et de 
productivité entre les industries canadiennes, 
amé€ricaines et japonaises afin de comprendre la 
compétitivité du Canada par rapport a ses principaux 
partenaires commerciaux. Dans leurs études 
précédentes, ces chercheurs se sont penchés sur 
l’industrie automobile. Maintenant, ils se 
concentreront sur l'industrie de la fabrication, les 
services, les banques et les télécommunications. 

La compétition entre les industries canadiennes 
est également jugée importante par les chercheurs. 
Gilbert Reschenthaler, du département de marketing 
et d’analyse économique de |’Université de |’Alberta, a 
une subvention d’un an pour étudier I’élaboration et 
l’adoption de stratégies de compétition dans 
l’industrie canadienne des transports aériens. Au 
cours des derniéres années, les quatre principales 
sociétés aériennes du Canada ont du faire face a une 
déréglementation et a une compeétition accrue. Elles 
appartiennent toutes a des Canadiens, mais elles 
fonctionnent selon des contraintes organisationnelles 
trés différentes. Le professeur Reschenthaler 
examinera l’impact de ces diverses caractéristiques sur 
la structure, la philosophie, le réle et le style de 
gestion des organisations, afin de comprendre le 
processus de prise de décision et d’adoption des 
stratégies dans l'industrie canadienne des transports 
aériens. 
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Constance Hunt, from the Faculty of Law at the 
University of Calgary, is studying the management of 
offshore petroleum in Canada and Australia. She will 
focus on Newfoundland and Nova Scotia, and on the 
Australian states of Western Australia and Victoria in 
order to identify legal and administrative problems 
within each regime and to assess whether the 
difficulties in one system can be solved by solutions 
utilized in another. Professor Hunt will study the 
relationship between the intergovernmental 
agreements and the implementing of federal-provincial 
and federal-state legislation, including decision-making 
mechanisms; fiscal arrangements; and boundary 
dispute resolution. Now is the time to clarify these 
issues, according to Professor Hunt, so that any 
serious problems that could impede hydrocarbon 
development are resolved before offshore discoveries, 
such as the Hibernia oil field or the Venture gas field, 
become vital to Canada’s well-being. 


The Workplace 


Researchers are also concerned about the fate of the 
worker in Canadian factories and businesses. Eric 
Tucker, of Osgoode Hall Law School, has a one-year 

grant to compare worker participation in occupational 

health and safety regulation in Ontario and Sweden. 

Professor Tucker notes that an important development 
‘in this regulation is the recognition that some form of 
legally guaranteed worker participation is necessary. 
In Ontario and Sweden, there is participation in the 

standard setting, and in the implementation and 

enforcement of an occupational health and safety 
program for the workplace. The form of participation 
in the two countries is quite different: Ontario has 

a consultative model involving a joint labour- 

management committee, whereas Sweden allows 
its workers some actual control over the work 
environment. Professor Tucker will assess the 

strengths and weaknesses of the two different 

strategies. In light of recent problems in the Ontario 
_model, it is desirable to assess alternative approaches 

to worker participation in occupational health and 
safety regulation. 


Constance Hunt, de la faculté de droit de 
l'Université de Calgary, étudie la gestion du pétrole 
offshore au Canada et en Australie. Elle se focalisera 
sur Terre-Neuve et la Nouvelle-Ecosse, ainsi que sur 
les Etats australiens de |’Australie-Occidentale et de 
Victoria, afin de déceler les problémes juridiques et 
administratifs que pose chaque régime et de _ 
déterminer si les difficultés que rencontre un Etat ou 
une province peuvent étre résolues par des solutions 
utilisées dans un autre systeme. Le professeur Hunt 
étudiera la relation entre les ententes inter- 
gouvernementales et la mise en place de lois 
intéressant deux ordres de gouvernement, y compris 
les mécanismes de prise de décisions, les modalités 
fiscales et le reglement des différends touchant les 
frontiéres. Selon le professeur Hunt, il est temps de 
clarifier ces questions, de maniére que tout probleme 
sérieux susceptible de freiner l’exploitation des 
hydrocarbures soit résolu avant que les découvertes 
offshore, comme le champ pétrolifére Hibernia ou le 
champ gazier Venture, deviennent essentielles au 
bien-étre du Canada. 


Le milieu de travail 


Les chercheurs s‘intéressent également a la situation 
de l’ouvrier dans les usines et entreprises 
canadiennes. Eric Tucker, de la faculté de droit 
d’Osgoode Hall, a une subvention d’un an pour 
comparer la participation des ouvriers a la 
réglementation de l’hygiene et de la sécurité 
industrielles en Ontario et en Suede. Le professeur 
Tucker fait observer qu’un élément nouveau important 
dans cette réglementation est la reconnaissance du fait 
qu'il est nécessaire que la participation des ouvriers 
soit garantie par la loi. En Ontario et en Suéde, il y a 
participation a la fixation des normes, ainsi qu’a la 
mise en place et a la mise en application du 
programme d’hygiene et de sécurité industrielles dans 
le milieu de travail. La forme de participation dans les 
deux pays est tout a fait différente. L’Ontario a un 
modele consultatif comprenant un comité ouvrier- 
patronal, tandis que la Suede accorde a ses ouvriers 
un certain contréle effectif sur le milieu de travail. Le 
professeur Tucker examinera les points forts et les 
faiblesses des deux systemes. Etant donné les récents 
problemes qu’a connus le systeme ontarien, il est 
souhaitable d’évaluer des solutions de rechange a la 
participation des ouvriers a la réglementation de 
hygiene et de la sécurité industrielles. 

Wayne Lewchuk, qui enseigne l'économie et 
l'histoire du mouvement syndical a I’Universite 
McMaster, entreprend une étude connexe sur les 
dangers professionnels et sur la diffusion des 
techniques de fabrication. A partir d’une recherche 
antérieure qu’il a faite sur la diffusion de la 
technologie américaine en Grande-Bretagne, étude qui 
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Wayne Lewchuk, who teaches economics and 
labour studies at McMaster University, is undertaking 
a related study on occupational hazards and the 
diffusion of factory technology. Building on his earlier 
research on the spread of American technology into 
Britain, also funded by the SSHRC, Dr. Lewchuk will 
look at what he considers one of the most critical 
issues of our times — the health and safety risks 
associated with work, and Canada’s safety record 
relative to other countries. Professor Lewchuk will 
compare institutional change in Canada, Britain, 
United States and France, and will examine 
international differences in risk compensating wage 
premiums, the gradual shift from market to non- 
market mechanisms for compensating injured 
workers, and the impact of these on the diffusion of 
mass production technology. 

Preventing and managing industrial hazards and 
accidents is an important concern for managers, 
government policy makers, and the public. Robert 
Gephart, of the Faculty of Business at the University of 
Alberta, is studying the organizational basis of 
industrial accidents in Canada. He has completed 
a comparative analysis of four major onshore 
petrochemical accidents in Alberta, and is now 
expanding his study to include an examination of the 
mining, tourism, transportation, and hazardous waste 
disposal industries, and offshore petrochemical 
exploration and production hazards. 
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avait également été financée par le CRSH, le 
professeur Lewchuk examinera ce qu'il considére 
comme une des questions les plus critiques de notre 
époque — les risques pour l’hygiene et la santé qui 
sont liés au travail, ainsi que la situation du Canada 
par rapport a d’autres pays. Le professeur Lewchuk 
comparera les changements institutionnels au Canada, 
en Grande-Bretagne, aux Etats-Unis et en France, et il 
examinera les différences internationales en ce qui 
concerne les primes destinées a compenser le risque, 
abandon général d’un principe non basé sur le 
marché, ainsi que l’impact de ces régimes sur la 
diffusion des techniques de production en série. 

La prévention et la gestion des risques et dangers 
industriels préoccupent beaucoup les gestionnaires, les 
décideurs et le grand public. Robert Gephart, de la 
faculté de commerce de I’Université de |’Alberta, 
étudie les aspects organisationnels des accidents du 
travail au Canada. Il vient de terminer une analyse 
comparative de quatre importants accidents survenus 
dans l'industrie pétrochimique en Alberta, et ila 
entrepris d’étendre son étude a l'industrie miniére, au 
tourisme, aux transports, a l’élimination des déchets 
dangereux, ainsi qu’au risque que posent l’exploration 
et la production pétrochimiques off-shore.

Strategic Grants 
Division 


The Strategic Grants Division received 426 applications 
in the thematic programs and the Canadian Studies 
Research Tools program, for a total demand of 
$14,977,681 in 1987-88. At the close of an adjudication 
process involving external assessors and selection 
committees, the Division offered 212 new awards in 
these programs, amounting to an expenditure of 
$4,771,747. Continuing projects in the thematic 
programs and in the Canadian Studies Research Tools 
program, adjudicated in previous competitions, were 
also awarded $3.3 million in 1987-88. A breakdown on 
the 1987-88 figures is given under the individual 
program sections that follow. 

This year’s figures show an increase in demand 
over that of 1986-87. There were 22.8 per cent more 
applications in the thematic programs and the 
Canadian Studies Research Tools program in 1987-88; 
the total dollar request increased by 35.8 per cent. 

The Population Aging program, the first Strategic 
Grants thematic program introduced by the Council, 
has awarded $8.5 million for population aging research 
over the last eight years. As this program has helped 
to elevate Canadian research in this topic into the 
“mainstream”, it has been successfully concluded, and 
no more competitions will be held. Researchers in 
population aging are invited to submit applications in 
the research grants competition, at the October 15 
deadline. 

The Aid to Small Universities program awarded 
$25,000 block grants to 21 universities this year, for 
a total expenditure of $525,000. This special 
| infrastructure program, established in 1981-82, helps 
selected small universities to increase and upgrade 
their research and training capacities. Since its 
inception in 1981-82, this program has awarded nearly 
| $3.5 million to small universities. 

Support to Specialized Collections, another 

| strategic infrastructure program, awarded 45 new 
grants in the Strengthening of Specialized Collections 
competition and seven new Fleeting Opportunities 
grants in 1987-88. The budget for this program 
increased from $900,000 in 1986-87 to $940,000 in 
1987-88. 


La Division des subventions

La Division des subventions stratégiques a recu 426 
demandes pour les programmes thématiques et le 
programme Les études canadiennes : outils de 
recherche. La demande totale pour ces deux 
programmes en 1987-1988 a été de 14 977 6815. A 
l’issue du processus de sélection auquel participent 
des appréciateurs externes et des comités de sélection, 
la Division a accordé 212 nouvelles subventions dans 
le cadre de ces programmes, pour une dépense totale 
de 4 771 747 $.

Le programme Vieillissement de la population, 
premier programme thématique de subventions 
stratégiques créé par le Conseil, a consacré un 
montant total de 8,5 millions de dollars a la recherche 
sur le vieillissement de la population au cours des huit 
derniéres années. Comme le programme a permis 4 la 
recherche canadienne dans ce domaine d’atteindre un 
niveau de connaissance suffisant, le Conseil a mis fin 
au programme et aucun autre concours ne sera tenu 
sur ce theme. Les chercheurs sur le vieillissement de 
la population sont invités a soumettre leur demande 
dans le cadre du concours pour les subventions de 
recherche d’ici le 15 octobre. 

Dans le cadre du programme Aide aux petites 
universités, des subventions globales de 25 000 $ 
chacune ont été accordées a 21 universités cette année, 
ce qui représente une dépense totale de 525 000 S. 
Dans le cadre de ce programme spécial 
d’infrastructure, créé en 1981-1982, certaines petites 
universités recoivent de l’aide afin d’étendre et de 
moderniser leurs installations de recherche et de 
formation.

Dans le cadre du programme Aide aux collections 
spécialisées, un autre programme stratégique

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The Development of Management Research 
program made available over $420,000 in 1987-88 for 
extra doctoral fellowships in management studies 
through the regular Doctoral Fellowships program. 

In 1986-87, the Strategic Grants Division updated 
all of its thematic program guidelines and gathered 
them into one booklet, which was published in the 
series of other Council guides. The guide and 
application forms are available from the Strategic 
Grants Division. 

In November 1987, the former Director of the 
Strategic Grants Division, Stephen Goban, became 
Director of Policy and Planning. Marion King has been 
appointed Acting Director of the Strategic Grants 
Division, in addition to being the Director of the 
Research Grants Division. 


Population Aging 


In the final competition for the Population Aging 
program there were 29 new grants awarded. 

Paul Bourque, of the Psychology Department of 
the University of Moncton, and Jean Vézina, who 
teaches psychology at Laval, have a two-year grant to 
study depression in aging adults. Of the various 
psychological problems experienced by older people, 
depression is one of the most debilitating. It can also 
be difficult to detect, as its symptoms can be confused 
with the normal problems experienced by aging 
people, such as sleeping disorders and the side-effects 
of medicine. These researchers believe that there is a 
strong relationship between an aging person’s general 
state of health, insomnia, and depression. Professors 
Bourque and Vézina will interview 200 people aged 65 
and over in order to compare their states of health in 
the presence or absence of depression. The results will 
permit the researchers to determine to what degree 
physical problems can be differentiated from 
symptoms of depression in the aging population, and 
may supply a better understanding of the causes of 
depression. On a practical level, their findings will be 
of great use to health professionals who tend the 
aged.

The Family and the Socialization of Children program, 
established in 1981-82, offers grants for research, seed 
money and research workshops.

Richard Cloutier, a Professor of Psychology at 
Laval University, has a two-year grant to compare the 
effects upon children of joint custody versus custody 
granted to only one parent after a divorce. Professor 
Cloutier will interview girls and boys of ten and 
fourteen years of age, as well as their parents, from 
120 Quebec families participating in either joint or 
monoparental custody. This study will identify some 
of the advantages and the difficulties for children of 
such custody arrangements, and will contribute to our 
understanding of how to help children adapt to a new 
family environment. 

Ian Mitchell, who teaches paediatrics at the 
University of Calgary and is the Director of the 
Intensive Care Unit of the Alberta Provincial General 
Children’s Hospital, is working with Margaret Clarke, 
Senior Paediatric Resident at the same hospital, to find 
out what happens to families after a child dies. 
Parents and siblings experience intense grief and 
much stress after such an event, and are likely to have 
physical, psychological, and social problems as well. 
There is an increased incidence of marital discord in 
this group, and older children often have difficulties at 
school and in peer relationships in the ensuing 
months or years. Health care professionals realize that 
families need careful attention within the hospital 
setting and afterwards, but there is little systematic 
information on how to identify abnormal or prolonged 
grief patterns, and on the factors that lead to 
successful recovery following a childhood death. 

Drs. Mitchell and Clarke will study a group of 


_ bereaved parents and siblings in order to gain 


knowledge which will help to develop strategies for 
prevention or for early identification of abnormal 
family functioning following the death of a child.

La science, la technologie et les valeurs

Le programme La science, la technologie et les valeurs 
humaines a été créé en 1981-1982.

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Human Context of Science and Technology 


The Human Context of Science and Technology 
program was established in 1981-82. In 1987-88, 25 new 
grants were awarded. Research grants, seed money 
and research workshops are supported under this 
program. 

An interdisciplinary team composed of a 
sociologist, a biologist, two legal researchers, and a 
specialist in ethics have undertaken a three-year 
investigation of an important and current issue: 
medical technology and the regulations developed for 
its use. Members of the team are: Guy Rocher, Patrick 
Molinari, Jean-Louis Baudouin, and Guy Bourgeault, 
all from the University of Montréal, and Thérése 
Leroux, from the University of Sherbrooke. These 
researchers believe that the acquisition and use of 
new medical technology in hospitals pose serious 
administrative, budgetary, scientific, and ethical 
questions. Because the technology is so costly and 
rare, hospitals must decide who will receive treatment. 
These decisions involve questions of value and ethics. 

The research team will look at the work of 16 large 
Quebec hospitals. They will examine the ethics 
committees in order to understand how norms and 
regulations for the use of medical technology are 
designed and implemented. The procedures for 
acquiring this technology will also be studied from the 
point of view of the administrative and health care 
implications. The team will then study the various 
questions of law that are now associated with medical 
technology. It is hoped that this research will stimulate 
more discussion by professionals and the public on 
the ethical, social and legal questions arising from the 
use of technology. 


Managing the Organization in Canada 


The Managing the Organization in Canada program, 
established in 1983-84, provides money for research 
grants, seed money grants, research workshops and 
research initiatives. In 1987-88, 37 new awards were 
made. 

John Barton Cunningham, of the School of Public 
Administration at the University of Victoria, and 
Joseph Lischeron, of the University of Calgary, have a 
seed money grant for their project entitled, “The 
Essence of Entrepreneurship: A Profile of the

Their research is based on 
the assumption that entrepreneurial success is due, at 
least in part, to the individual’s psychological profile, 
and the way in which that person carries out his or 
her day-to-day activities. After identifying a Sroup of 
very successful entrepreneurs in Calgary, Vancouver 
and Victoria, the researchers will ask them to 
complete psychological tests. Subsequent interviews 
will reveal the work behaviour of the entrepreneurs 
and the distinguishing features of their companies. 
Professors Cunningham and Lischeron will assemble 
this data to develop a profile of the Canadian 
entrepreneur. 

Gregor Murray, who teaches industrial relations at 
Laval University, has a three-year grant to examine 
how national unions in the 1980s make organizational 
adaptations and strategic choices in the face of 
dramatic changes in the labour, product and political 
markets. Professor Murray will study how eight 
unions respond to structural shifts in employment; 
changing patterns of employment in the labour 
market; reductions in the levels of employment 
brought about by technological change, sub- 
contracting and the reorganization of production and 
services; public sector budget cuts; privatization; 
deregulation; and changes in tariff structures. The 
researcher intends to question how union strategies 
and policies are generated, and later implemented. 
Professor Murray is particularly interested in 

_ the interrelationships between the strategies, 
organizational adaptations, and environmental 
constraints in national unions in the 1980s. 


Women and Work 


_The Women and Work program was established by 

Council in 1983-84. In 1987-88 there were 25 new 
awards. The program makes awards for research, seed 
money and research workshops. 

| Carol Agocs, of the Centre for Administrative and 
Information Studies at The University of Western 
Ontario, has a two-year grant for her project entitled, 
“The Glass Ceiling: Women and Career Ladders to 

Senior Management in Canadian Corporations”. The 

term “glass ceiling” has been applied to the almost 
impermeable barrier to elite management positions. To 
study this obstacle to the advancement of women, 
Professor Agocs will examine 20 companies in

Le Conseil a créé le programme Les femmes et le 
travail en 1983-1984. En 1987-1988, 25 nouvelles 
subventions ont été accordées. Ce programme verse 
des fonds pour la recherche et des ateliers de 
recherche et accorde des subventions préliminaires 
pour la formulation de projets de recherche. 

Carol Agocs, du Centre for Administrative and 
Information Studies de l’Université Western Ontario, a 
recu une subvention de deux ans pour réaliser son 
projet intitulé “La cage de verre : les échelons 
hiérarchiques que les femmes doivent gravir pour 
parvenir a des postes de haute direction dans 
l’entreprise canadienne”.

Elle rassemblera 
des données a partir de dossiers de ces sociétés, 
d’entrevues avec les directeurs de personnel et de 
questionnaires qu’elle fera remplir a des titulaires de 
certains emplois. Cette méthode est le résultat d’une 
étude pilote antérieure grace a laquelle on a produit 
une base de données sur I’équité en matiére d’emploi 
et les méthodes de perfectionnement des gestionnaires 
d’environ 100 entreprises, et sur la personnalité de 
plus de 400 cadres supérieurs de la méme région. Le 
professeur Agocs se propose d’établir un plan précis

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southwestern Ontario. Data will be collected from 
their records, from interviews with personnel 
managers, and from a questionnaire to incumbents of 
selected jobs. This approach is the result of an earlier 
pilot study which produced a data base on 
employment equity and management development 
practices of approximately 100 contractors and on the 
characteristics of over 400 senior managers in the same 
region. Now, Professor Agocs will map career ladders 
to senior management by considering concepts of 
power, opportunity and numbers; as well as 
educational attainment, technical expertise, 
management experience, and the family status of job 
incumbents. She hopes to learn more about systemic 
discrimination as it relates to the “glass ceiling”, and to 
suggest strategies for increasing the representation of 
women in senior management. 

Marthe Hurteau, who teaches educational 
psychology at the University of Montréal, has a seed 
money grant to study how personality contributes to 
the occupational success of women. Professor Hurteau 
notes that the type of job and the working conditions 
to which a woman aspires are greatly influenced by 
the socio-economic bracket of her family and the level 
of schooling she has attained. Those with a middle 
class background generally continue their studies and 
embark on a professional career; while those from the 
lower income bracket often stay in non-specialized 
jobs offering a minimum salary. Professor Hurteau will 
follow the progress of a group of female adolescents 
through secondary school and for the two years 
following graduation. She will describe their 
integration into the work force, their occupational 
prestige, and the role of their personalities in the 
outcome, in order to design strategies to help young 
women achieve equality of opportunity. 


Education and Work in a Changing Society 


The Education and Work in a Changing Society 
program held its second competition in 1987-88, and 
20 awards were given. Awards for research, seed 
money and research workshops are available. 

Patricia Rowe, of the Psychology Department of 
the University of Waterloo, has a grant to explore the 
integration of education and work in the form of 
cooperative education. Professor Rowe is interested in 
the attitudes and progress of students from both 
cooperative and non-cooperative programs at the 
University of Waterloo. Students from that university 
can choose to alternate periods of study with work 
terms in business and industry. Their jobs are 
developed or approved by the university, and their

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work — for which they are paid by the employer — is 
evaluated by the university and the company. The 
program is so popular at the University of Waterloo 
that over 9,000 graduate and undergraduate students 
now participate. Professor Rowe will examine the 
career maturity, work attitudes and work values of 
students in the cooperative education system, and will 
assess the value of their work experience for their 

career goals. Dr. Rowe believes that the results of this 
research will have considerable relevance for new 
educational initiatives and government programs for 
youth employment. 

Helmar Drost, from the Department of Economics 
at York University, has a one-year grant to evaluate 
how education influences the experiences of young 
adults entering the labour market. Using data from 
two National Graduate Surveys conducted by Statistics 
Canada in 1978 and 1984, Professor Drost will describe 
the success of young adults according to their labour 
force status and their earnings in the two years 
following graduation. He will compare the 
advancement of students who gained vocational 
training versus those who attended a college or 
university; the experiences of male and female 
graduates; and the status and earnings of young 

_ people in the 1970s and 1980s. Professor Drost asserts 
that, for most young adults, the transition from school 
to work constitutes a critical phase, both socially and 
economically. Career directions, work habits and 

‘attitudes are generally formed at this time, and they 

_ continue to affect the prospects of workers in later 
years. Some find this transition very difficult. Studies 
have already shown that frequent or extended periods 
of unemployment in the early years often lead to 

‘employment problems in later life. Professor Drost 

hopes that his study will help us understand the 
difficulties encountered by young adults seeking 
work, so that the integration between education and 
employment may be strengthened and improved. 


Canadian Studies Research Tools 


The Canadian Studies Research Tools program was 

' initiated in 1981-82. Fifty awards were given in 1987-88. 

Hubert Charbonneau and Jacques Légaré, both of 

the Demography Department of the University of 
Montréal, have a two-year grant to make an analytical 
inventory of the Catholic parish registers in Quebec 
before 1877. There are approximately 600 series of 
registers recording baptisms, marriages, burials, 
confirmations, first communions, acts of renunciation, 
and parish census information. The researchers’ 
inventory will be very valuable to those conducting 
personal or scholarly investigations that require 
historical, demographic or genealogical information.

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Two universities have grants to document 
manuscript collections relating to Canadian authors. 
The University of Toronto, Thomas Fisher Rare Book 
Library, will assemble an indexed thematic guide to 
the manuscripts of Earle Birney held in Canadian 
repositories. The most extensive original collection, 
spanning the years 1915-84, is housed in the Thomas 
Fisher Rare Book Library. Correspondence, notes and 
drafts, diaries, photographs, audio and video tapes 
and films by and about Earle Birney will become more 
accessible to researchers with the publication of this 
research tool. 

The University of Calgary Libraries’ Special 
Collections Division will augment its Canadian 
Authors Manuscripts Project by preparing inventories 
of the papers of Aritha van Herk, Sharon Pollock, 
Miriam Mandel, and Clark Blaise. The Special 
Collections Division has already produced and 
published detailed inventories of their collections 
concerning other Canadian authors, such as Mordecai 
Richler, Brian Moore, Alice Munro and Gwen 
Pharis Ringwood. Researchers from Australia, the 
United States and Europe, as well as from across 
Canada have already used the holdings to write 
dissertations, critical works and biographies. This 
project will stimulate greater interest in Canadian 
authors and will aid researchers to carry out their 
work. 

The Whyte Museum of the Canadian Rockies has 
a one-year grant to produce a published guide to its 
manuscript collection. Over the years, the Archives of 
the Whyte Museum have gathered together more than 
500 individual manuscript collections, 200,000 
photographs, 400 audiotapes, and two libraries 
containing over 7,000 volumes. The Archives attract 
historians, geographers, biographers, sociologists, 
mountaineers, writers, film-makers, artists and 
interpreters from all over the world. These researchers 
seek historical information about Canada’s National 
Park system, tourism, skiing and mountaineering, the 
railway, geographic names, genealogy and the local 
population, and Canadian art and literature produced 
in and about Banff and the Canadian Rockies. The 
resulting guide to the collections will carefully describe 
all items, and will be distributed free to universities, 
libraries, national and provincial archives, research 
institutions, governments, and private researchers.

Fellowships Division 


This year, in addition to administering its regular 
fellowships programs, the Fellowships Division held 
the second competition for an important new 
fellowships program, awarded three special interest 
fellowships, and announced a new legal research 
scholarship. 


Canada Research Fellowships 


The Canada Research Fellowships program was 
introduced last year as the first Council initiative 
under the federal government's matching funds policy. 
The program was designed to improve career 
opportunities for a number of very promising 
researchers in the social sciences and humanities, and 
to ensure an adequate supply of highly qualified 
Canadian researchers and teachers to meet the 
expected demand for faculty and research 
appointments in Canada throughout the next decade. 

In the 1986-87 competition there were 96 winners, 
nominated by 26 Canadian universities. In 1987-88, 
awards were offered to 57 candidates, nominated by 24 
| Canadian universities. Each fellowship, valid for a 
minimum of three years, is worth $35,000 a year, plus 
a $4,000 research allowance, and is tenable only at a 
Canadian university. A third competition, to be held 
in 1988-89, will support up to 40 fellows. We introduce 
you to a few of this year’s recipients. 

Mark David Mandel, of Montreal, has a Canada 
_ Research Fellowship for his project entitled, “La classe 
ouvriére soviétique face a la ‘refonte”. Dr. Mandel’s 
scholarly background includes studies in French 
civilization, Russian, and sociology. He earned his 
PhD at Columbia University, and has held several 
teaching appointments, the most recent of which 
was with the University of Quebec at Montreal. 
Dr. Mandel was nominated by UQAM and will use 
his fellowship to analyze how the reforms of 
Mr. Gorbachev are affecting the Soviet working class. 
The history of industrial countries like the Soviet 
Union reveals that periods of transition are also 
periods of political crisis. Often the crisis coincides 
with a popular mobilization. Even passive resistance 
combined with a regime's fear of such a mobilization 
can play an important role in determining the results 
of reform. The West knows little about Soviet society 
and the thoughts of its workers, but with the advent 
of perestroika, researchers like Dr. Mandel have an 
opportunity to learn more. 


La Division des bourses 


En plus d’avoir administré ses programmes de bourses 
habituels, la Division des bourses a tenu un deuxiéme 
concours dans le cadre d’un important nouveau 
programme de bourses, a attribué trois bourses 
d’intérét spécial et a annoncé une nouvelle bourse 
d’étude pour la recherche en droit. 


Les bourses de recherche du Canada 


Le programme des bourses de recherche du Canada a 
été lancé I’an dernier en tant que premiére initiative 
du Conseil dans le cadre de la politique des 
subventions de contrepartie du gouvernement fédéral. 
Le programme vise a améliorer les possibilités de 
carriére d’un certain nombre de chercheurs trés 
prometteurs dans le domaine des sciences humaines 
et a s‘assurer qu'il y aura un nombre suffisant de 
chercheurs et d’enseignants trés compétents pour 
combler des postes de professeurs et de chercheurs, 
au cours de la prochaine décennie. 

Le concours de 1986-1987 a couronné 96 gagnants 
qui avaient été mis en nomination par 26 universités 
canadiennes. En 1987-1988, le Conseil a attribué des 
bourses a 57 candidats mis en nomination par 24 
universités canadiennes. Chaque bourse, d’une valeur 
de 35 000 $ par année, accompagnée d’une allocation 
de frais de recherche de 4 000 $, est accordée pour 
une période minimum de trois ans; la bourse ne peut 
étre utiliseé que dans une université canadienne. Le 
troisiéme concours, qui aura lieu en 1988-1989, 
permettra a une quarantaine de chercheurs de 
bénéficier d’une bourse. Nous vous présentons 
quelques-uns des récipiendaires de cette année. 

Mark David Mandel, de Montréal, a obtenu une 
bourse de recherche du Canada pour un projet intitulé 
“La classe ouvriére soviétique face a la ‘refonte”. Sa 
formation académique comprend des études sur la 
civilisation francaise, le russe et la sociologie. I] a un 
doctorat de I’Université Columbia et a assumé divers 
postes de professeur, le dernier étant a l’Université du 
Québec a Montréal. M. Mandel a été proposé par 
l'UQAM. La bourse lui permettra d’analyser l’impact 
des réformes engagées par M. Gorbachev sur la classe 
ouvriére soviétique. L’histoire des pays industrialisés, 
telle l'Union soviétique, montre bien que les périodes 
de transition correspondent a des périodes de crise 
politique et que, trés souvent, cette crise coincide avec 
une mobilisation des masses. La résistance, meme 
passive, face a un régime effrayé par une telle 
mobilisation, peut jouer un rdle décisif dans le 
dénouement des réformes.

Alexander Jones, of Vancouver, has a PhD in the 
history of mathematics from Brown University and has 
been nominated for a Canada Research Fellowship by 
the University of Toronto for his research concerning 
Greek mathematics and astronomy. Embarking on a 
career as an historian of science teaching, Dr. Jones is 
tracing the origins and development of concepts, 
techniques and practices, and is identifying the 
contributions of particular mathematicians and 
scientists. He is currently preparing an edition, with 
translation and commentary, of Books 2-5 of the 
Collection of Pappus of Alexandria (ca. A.D. 320) in 
which are expounded topics such as arithmetic, 
geometry, computation with large numbers, the 
geometry of special curves (e.g. spirals), isoperimetry 
(the minimal boundaries possible for given areas and 
volumes), and the geometrical postulates necessary 
for the solution of various kinds of problems. The 
Collection is one of the most valuable sources for the 
history of Greek mathematics and astronomy. A 19th 
century edition is available but is unreliable, and no 
English translation exists. This work will complement 
Dr. Jones’ published edition of Book 7 of the Collection. 
At the completion of this project, Dr. Jones will 
research other topics in Greek astronomy. 

Last year we described a project concerning the 
social history of women in England, funded through 
the Council’s Research Grants Division and conducted 
by Sara Mendelson. Dr. Mendelson has now been 
nominated by the University of Toronto to research 
and document culture and gender in 17th century 
England. Ecclesiastical court depositions from different 
regions in England will provide details about the 
customs and circumstances of courtship and marriage, 
sexual behaviour, and gender-linked codes of honour 
and reputation of ordinary non-literate women. These 
records also reveal a great deal about the cultural 
presuppositions which defined gender roles and 
relations in 17th century village society, and this will 
be the focus of Dr. Mendelson’s study.

L’an passé, dans la section portant sur la Division 
des subventions de recherche, nous avons décrit le 
projet de Mme Sara Mendelson concernant l'histoire 
sociale des femmes en Angleterre. Cette année 
Mme Mendelson a été proposée par |’Université de 
Toronto pour faire des recherches et trouver des 
documents sur les questions de la culture et des roles 
sexuels dans l’Angleterre du 17°™¢siécle. Dans les 
différentes régions de l’Angleterre, les dépositions des 
ecclésiastiques dans les cours de justice constituent 
d’importantes sources documentaires pour obtenir des 
renseignements sur les coutumes et les événements 
qui entourent les fiancailles et le mariage, le 
comportement sexuel ainsi que la dimension sexuelle 
des codes d'honneur et de bonne conduite des 
femmes ordinaires et illettrées de cette époque. Ces 
documents en disent long également sur les préjugeés 
culturels qui régissent les rdles et les relations 
sexuelles dans la société villageoise du 17° siécle qui 
sont au centre de |’étude de Mme Mendelson. 


La bourse Thérése F.-Casgrain 


Carolyne Gorlick, professeur en sociologie au King’s 
College de l’Université de Western Ontario, est la 
bénéficiaire pour 1987-1988 de la bourse Therese F.- 


Thérése F.-Casgrain Fellowship 


Carolyne Gorlick, a sociologist at King’s College, 
University of Western Ontario, is the 1987-88 winner 
of the Théreése F.-Casgrain Fellowship for Research on 
Women and Social Change in Canada. Dr. Gorlick will 
use the $25,000 award for a study on the feminization 
of poverty, entitled “The Impact of Economic Stress 
and Social Support on Low-Income Single Mothers”. 
She will study a group of single mothers over a three- 
year period following separation, in order to find out 
how social networks and social support ease financial 
strain and help single mothers find their way out of 
the social welfare trap by seeking employment and 
education. 

Dr. Gorlick was selected as winner of the Casgrain 
fellowship by an SSHRC selection committee. Money 
for the fellowship comes from interest on a fund of 
$300,000 raised from associations, individuals, and 
corporations by the Thérése E-Casgrain Foundation, a 
private group established in 1982 to perpetuate the 
memory of Senator Casgrain, who devoted her life to 
the promotion of women and the cause of social 
justice. Administered by the SSHRC, and tenable only 
in Canada, this non-renewable fellowship is worth 
$25,000 and is valid for a twelve-month period. The 
next competition deadline is June 15, 1988. After 1988, 
the award will be granted every second year, and will 
be valued at $40,000. 

Last year’s winner was Susan McDaniel of the 
University of Waterloo, for her study on contemporary 
childbearing issues and the role of women in the 
economy and the family in Canada. 


The Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship 


Mark Francis, a Canadian teaching at the University of 
Canterbury, Christchurch, New Zealand, has been 
awarded the Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship for 
a study entitled, “Governors and Settlers: Authority 
in the British Colonies, 1820-1860”. Dr. Francis will 
use the award, valued at $40,000 plus a $10,000 
accountable allowance for research and travel costs, 
to complete and publish this comparative study 

of governors in Upper and Lower Canada, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island, New 
South Wales, Victoria, Van Diemen’s Land (Tasmania), 
and New Zealand. 


Casgrain pour une recherche sur les femmes et le 
changement social au Canada. Le professeur Gorlick 
utilisera cette bourse de 25 000 $ pour effectuer une 
étude sur le phénomeéne de la féminisation de la 
pauvreteé, intitulée “The Impact of Economic Stress 
and Social Support on Low-Income Single Mothers’. 
L’étude portera sur un groupe de méres pendant la 
période de trois ans qui suit leur séparation. L’objectif 
visé est de comprendre comment les réseaux de 
soutien social et communautaire amortissent le choc 
financier de la séparation et contribuent a sortir ces 
femmes du piége de l'aide sociale par la recherche 
d’un emploi et d’une meilleure formation 
professionnelle. 

La bénéficiaire de la bourse Casgrain a été choisie 
par un comité de sélection du CRSH. Les montants 
alloués pour cette bourse proviennent des intéréts 
d’un fonds de 300 000 $ recueilli par la Fondation 
Thérése E-Casgrain aupreés d’associations, de 
particuliers et d’entreprises. La Fondation a été créée 
en 1982 par un groupe privé afin de perpétuer la 
mémoire de la sénatrice Casgrain qui a consacré sa vie 
a la promotion des femmes et a la justice sociale. 
Administrée par le Conseil, la bourse doit étre utilisée 
au Canada; cette bourse d’une valeur de 25 000 $ est 
non renouvelable et est valable pour une période de 12 
mois.

La bourse Jules et Gabrielle Léger 


La bourse Jules et Gabrielle Léger a été décernée a 
Mark Francis, un Canadien qui enseigne a |’Université 
de Canterbury a Christchurch en Nouvelle-Zélande, 
pour une étude intitulée “Governors and Settlers: 
Authority in the British Colonies, 1820-1860". Mark 
Francis entend profiter de cette bourse de 40 000 $ 
(plus une allocation de 10 000 $ pour les frais de 
recherche et de voyage) pour compléter et publier son 
étude comparative sur les gouverneurs du Haut- 
Canada et du Bas-Canada, du Nouveau-Brunswick, de 
la Nouvelle-Ecosse, de I’Ile-du-Prince-Edouard, de 
New South Wales, de la terre de Van Diemens 
(Tasmanie) et de la Nouvelle-Zélande. 

La bourse Jules et Gabrielle Léger a été instituée 
en 1979 par le gouvernement du Canada en l’honneur 
du trés honorable Jules Léger et de Madame Léger, en 
reconnaissance de leur contribution a l’époque ou 
M. Léger était gouverneur général. Elle est accordée 
pour la réalisation d’une recherche ou la rédaction 
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The Léger Fellowship was established in 1979 by 
the Government of Canada in honour of the Rt. Hon. 
Jules Léger and Madame Léger in recognition of their 
contribution to the office of Governor General. The 
fellowship is awarded for research and writing on 
the historical contribution of the Crown and its 
representatives, federal and provincial, to the political, 
constitutional, cultural, intellectual and social life of 
the country, including comparisons between Canadian 
and Commonwealth systems. The Léger Fellowship is 
offered every second year. The next competition 
deadline is October 1, 1989. 

Previous winners of this award are Jacques Monet, 
Provost of Regis College, whose book on Jules Léger 
was published in 1982; James Gibson, President 
Emeritus of Brock University, who has been 
researching the contribution of Canada’s Governors 
General to the notion of Canadian nationhood; Philip 
Buckner of the University of New Brunswick who is 
preparing a biography of Sir John Harvey, Lieutenant- 
Governor of the British North American colonies 
between 1836 and 1852; Robert Hubbard of Rideau Hall 
who published Ample Mansions: The Vice-Regal 
Residences of Canada to complement his earlier Rideau 
Hall: An Illustrated History of Government House, Ottawa; 
Claude T. Bissell of Massey College, who wrote The 
Young Vincent Massey and The Imperial Canadian: Vincent 
Massey in Office; Douglas V. Verney of York University, 
who is working on a political analysis of the role of 
the head of state in a parliamentary democracy; Janet 
Ajzenstat of McMaster University, who is studying the 
views of two French-Canadian political writers, Pierre 
Bédard and Etienne Parent, on the British monarchic 
system of government established in the Canadas in 
the 19th century; and James Noonan of Carleton 
University, who is studying the contributions of 
Governors General to the cultural life of Canada. 


The Bora Laskin National Fellowship in 
Human Rights Research 


The Bora Laskin National Fellowship in Human 
Rights Research was established to encourage 
multidisciplinary research and the development of 
expertise in the field of human rights. The value of the 
award is $45,000 plus a $10,000 allowance for research 
and travel costs. 

This year’s winner is Patrick Glenn of McGill 
University. Dr. Glenn’s study, entitled “Technology, 
Privacy, and Human Rights”, is intended to provide a 
theoretical foundation for rights of privacy and control 
of personal information in an age of technology. 

Dr. Glenn will explore the philosophy of science in 
relation to the growth of information technology and 
its use for human control. He will also examine the 
legal and philosophical justifications for the rights of 
privacy in both the civil and common law traditions.

La bourse canadienne Bora Laskin pour la 
recherche sur les droits de la personne 


La bourse canadienne Bora Laskin pour la recherche 
sur les droits de la personne a été créée en vue 
d’encourager la recherche multidisciplinaire et le 
développement des connaissances dans le domaine 
des droits de la personne. Le montant de la bourse est 
de 45 000 $, auquel s’ajoute une indemnité de 10 000 $ 
pour les frais de déplacement et de recherche. 

Cette année, le bénéficiaire est Patrick Glenn de 
l'Université McGill pour son étude intitulée 
“Technology, Privacy and Human Rights”. Cette étude 
vise a établir les bases théoriques du droit a la 
protection de la vie privée et au contrdle de 
l'information personnelle a l’ére technologique. Le 
professeur Glenn analysera l’évolution de la pensée 
scientifique sur les questions des droits de la personne 
et de l’utilisation croissante des technologies de 
l'information. I] étudiera également les fondements 
juridiques et philosophiques du droit a la vie privée 
inscrits dans les traditions du droit civil et du common 
law. 


Previous winners of this award are Joy 
Cohnstaedt, of Winnipeg, for a study entitled “Human 
Rights and Cultural Activities in Canada”; Peter 
Cumming of Osgoode Hall Law School, for his project 
concerning “Equality Rights and the Disabled”; and 
Douglas Sanders, from the University of British 
Columbia, for his research on “The Development 
of Standards for the Treatment of Indigenous 
Populations — in Canada and Internationally”. 


A New Legal Research Scholarship 


The Canadian Law Scholarship Foundation has 
established a new Legal Research Scholarship, to be 
administered jointly with the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council, which is intended to 
encourage students to undertake advanced legal 
research as part of their graduate studies program. A 
successful law studies candidate in the SSHRC regular 
Doctoral Fellowships program will receive a $12,000 
scholarship from the Foundation, in addition to the 
doctoral fellowship, which will be awarded by the 


_ SSHRC. The winner will be announced in next year’s 


Annual Report. 


Doctoral and Postdoctoral Fellowships, and 
Special MA Scholarships 


The Fellowships Division also administers the doctoral 
and postdoctoral fellowships (which are considered 
by the Task Force on Priorities to be core Council 
programs), as well as the Queen’s Fellowships and, 


until 1987-88, the Special MA Scholarships. 


The Council awarded 501 new doctoral fellowships 
in 1987-88, and 22 special doctoral fellowships in 


/ management studies (the latter being paid out 


of funds from the Strategic Grants Division's 
Development of Management Research program). The 
total commitment for the 523 new doctoral fellowships 
was $6,227,000. The success rate, in numbers, for the 
regular new fellowships (excluding the Management 
Studies Fellowships) was 20 per cent this year. The 
Division also offered 748 doctoral renewal fellowships, 
including 13 in the Development of Management 
Research program, for a total commitment of 
$8,875,000. 

There were 113 new postdoctoral fellowships 
awarded this year, for a total of $2,600,640. This figure 


/ is up considerably from 1986-87, when 61 new 


postdoctoral fellowships were offered. Forty-five 
postdoctoral renewal fellowships were awarded in 
1987-88, totalling $1,044,900.

Une nouvelle bourse d’études pour la

La Fondation canadienne des bourses d’études en 
droit a créé une nouvelle bourse d’études pour la 
recherche en droit, qu’elle administrera conjointement 
avec le Conseil de recherches en sciences humaines 
(CRSH), pour encourager les étudiants a entreprendre 
des recherches poussées dans le cadre d’un 
programme d’études supérieures en droit. L’étudiant 
qui sera choisi aura déja obtenu une bourse dans le 
cadre du concours régulier du programme des bourses 
de doctorat du CRSH et recevra une somme de 

12 000 $ de la Fondation, en plus de sa bourse de 
doctorat décernée par le CRSH. Le nom du 
bénéficiaire sera annoncé dans le Rapport annuel de 
l’année prochaine. 


Les bourses de doctorat, les bourses 
postdoctorales et les bourses spéciales de 
maitrise 


La Division des bourses gére également les bourses de 
doctorat et les bourses postdoctorales (considérées 
comme des programmes de base par le groupe 
d’étude sur les priorités), de méme que les bourses de 
la Reine et, jusqu’en 1987-1988, les bourses spéciales 
de maitrise. 

Le Conseil a accordé 501 nouvelles bourses de 
doctorat en 1987-1988 et 22 bourses spéciales de 
doctorat pour des études en gestion (le montant de 
ces bourses étant puisé a méme les fonds du 
programme de développement de la recherche en 
gestion qui reléve de la Division des subventions 
stratégiques). Le Conseil a versé 6 227 000 $ pour ces 
523 nouvelles bourses de doctorat. Le taux de réussite 
des bénéficiaires des nouvelles bourses de doctorat, a 
l’exclusion des bourses d’études en gestion, a été de 
20 p. cent cette année. La Division des bourses a 
également renouvelé 748 bourses de doctorat, y 
compris 13 bourses relevant du programme de 
développement de la recherche en gestion, pour un 
montant total de 8 875 000 $. 

Il y a eu 113 nouvelles bourses postdoctorales 
accordées cette année, totalisant 2 600 640 $, soit une 
augmentation considérable par rapport a 1986-1987, 
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The Special MA Scholarships program and the 
Queen’s Fellowships offered 103 awards, for a total 
commitment of $1,160,460. This was the final 
competition for MA scholarships. In 1988, two Queen’s 
Fellowships will be offered to outstanding students in 
the field of Canadian studies, who are entering a 
doctoral program in a Canadian university. 


The Queen’s Fellowships 


In 1987-88, the Queen’s fellows were chosen from the 
MA applicants. Three outstanding students in the 
broad field of Canadian studies receive tuition fees 
and a travel allowance in addition to the $11,340 award 
that constituted a Special MA Scholarship. The money 
for these fellowships is drawn from the interest on a 
special $250,000 fund established by the Government 
of Canada to commemorate the 1973 visit of Queen 
Elizabeth II. In 1978, the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council took over the 
administration of these fellowships from the Canada 
Council. Here are this year’s fellows: 

Sheree Fitch, of Fredericton, is focusing on 
Canadian children’s poetry for her MA in English. 
Ms. Fitch gained her BA from St. Thomas University, 
and will undertake graduate studies at Acadia 
University. Ms. Fitch believes that poetry enhances the 
development, and refines the aesthetic sensibilities of 
a child. She intends to chronicle the patterns in 
Canadian children’s poetry, and to make critical 
commentary on that body of writing. She has chosen 
Canadian poetry in order to help nurture an 
appreciation of the traditions and texture of our 
cultural climate. 

Donald Fyson, of Ottawa, earned his BA from 
McGill University and has begun MA studies in 
history at the same university. Mr. Fyson’s topic is the 
local provisioning of food in Montreal during the 
period of transition to industrial capitalism, 1816-1836. 
He will study the various distribution networks within 
the city, rural sources of supply, the nature of 
consumption, and conflict between commercial 
groups. His sources are notarial archives, census 
returns and judicial records. 

Antonet Kaye, of Saskatoon, will work toward 
an MA in anthropology at the University of 
Saskatchewan, where she earned her BA. She will 
concentrate on aging immigrants who have recently 
arrived in Saskatoon, in order to know their 
expectations in old age, their difficulties in a new 
cultural environment, and the coping strategies which 
they have developed for themselves. Ms. Kaye 
predicts both scholarly and practical results, in that 
she hopes to contribute to the work of the planning 
agencies that help aging immigrants.

Les bourses de la Reine 


En 1987-1988, les bénéficiaires des bourses de la Reine 
ont été choisis parmi les candidats aux bourses de 
maitrise. Trois étudiants exceptionnellement doués, 
qui se spécialisent dans le domaine des études 
canadiennes, ont droit au remboursement de leurs 
frais de scolarité et de leurs frais de déplacement en 
plus des 11 340 $ de la bourse spéciale de maitrise. 
L’argent de ces bourses provient de l’intérét d’un 
fonds spécial de 250 000 $ créé par le gouvernement 
du Canada pour commémorer la visite de la Reine 
Elizabeth II en 1973. En 1978, la responsabilité de 
l’administration de ces bourses est passée du Conseil 
des arts du Canada au Conseil de recherches en 
sciences humaines. Les bénéficiaires pour cette année 
sont : 

Sheree Fitch, de Fredericton, qui, dans le cadre 
d’une thése de maitrise, a choisi de s’intéresser 
particuliérement a la poésie canadienne pour enfants.

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Doctoral Fellowships 


Doctoral fellowships, valid for 12 months, were worth 
up to $12,000 in 1987-88. We introduce you to two of 
this year’s recipients. 

Frederick Schwarz, of St. John’s, is doing his 
doctoral work in archaeology at Cambridge University. 
His particular interest is the prehistory of the interior 
of Newfoundland. His initial archaeological survey of 
the area has revealed 19 prehistoric sites, six of which 
he intends to excavate. Evidence from the digs will 
inform him about the economies of the Indian and 
Inuit populations. In his thesis, Mr. Schwarz will focus 
on the relationships between the economy and social 
organization of these groups, and the roles of 
adaptation, maladaptation and competition among 
hunter-gatherer economies in determining the form 
and evolution of these economies. 

Julie Des Roches, of Rosemere, is undertaking 
doctoral studies in industrial relations at University of 
New South Wales, Australia, having completed her 
MA at the University of Montréal. Ms. Des Roches 
will look at the different patterns in the commitment 


_to work and the satisfaction gained from it by men 


and women executives. This is an international study: 
Ms. Des Roches will concentrate on executives in the 


hospital sector in both Canada and Australia. The 


study will allow later research on other sectors and in 
other countries, and will have theoretical and practical 
importance in our understanding of good work 
performance versus absenteeism. 


Postdoctoral Fellowships 


- Postdoctoral fellowships were worth up to $23,220 in 


1987-88, and are valid for 12 months. 

Christine Sypnowich, of Toronto, is carrying out 
postdoctoral research at the University of Leeds. 
Dr. Sypnowich holds BA and MA degrees from the 


University of Toronto, and a D.Phil in political theory 


from Oxford University. The long-term object of her 
current research is to remedy what she contends is a 
serious defect in radical writings on law and state, that 
is, the dismissal of the need for political and legal 


institutions in a socialist society. In order to 


understand the actual form that democratic law and 
politics would take under socialism, she will set out 
the shape of specific legal institutions in a socialist 
jurisprudence; and investigate the dangers to a 
democratic constitution and its law posed by 
emergency powers which suspend fundamental 
freedoms in revolutionary situations (the Soviet 
Union, Cuba, Nicaragua) and in liberal societies 
(Quebec and the FLQ crisis in 1970). Dr. Sypnowich 
hopes to formulate a political theory that combines the 
socialist values of social justice and community with 


the liberal concern for individual liberty.

Les bourses de doctorat 


Les bourses de doctorat, d’une durée de 12 mois, ont 
atteint 12 000 $ en 1987-1988. Nous vous présentons 
deux récipiendaires de cette année. 

Frederick Schwarz, de St-Jean, Terre-Neuve, fait 
des travaux de doctorat en archéologie a I’Université 
Cambridge. Il s‘intéresse plus particuli¢érement a la 
préhistoire de Terre-Neuve, surtout a l’intérieur des 
terres. Sa premiére enquéte sur le terrain lui a permis 
d’identifier 19 sites préhistoriques. Il entend faire des 
fouilles sur six de ces sites. Ces travaux d’excavation 
devraient lui permettre d’obtenir des renseignements 
sur les €conomies indiennes et inuites. La thése de

Research Communication and 
International Relations 
Division 


In last year’s Annual Report we described the changes 
to the programs of the Research Communication and 
International Relations Division, made as a result of 
budget and personnel cutbacks in the Council. Two 
International Relations programs had been cancelled, 
and one Research Communication program modified. 
At the same time, the Council had introduced a new 
program for Canadian Research Institutes Abroad. 

More changes have been implemented this year, 
following Council deliberations on how best to deploy 
resources in the Division. As well, the Council’s Task 
Force on Priorities has pronounced the Aid to Learned 
Journals and the Aid to Scholarly Publications Program 
core activities of the SSHRC. These actions have 
helped the Research Communication and International 
Relations Division to redefine certain aspects of its 
programs. 


Research Communication Programs 


There are four Research Communication programs in 
operation at the Council: Aid to Learned Journals, Aid 
to Scholarly Publications, Aid to Occasional Scholarly 
Conferences, and Aid and Attendance Grants to 
Scholarly Associations. 


Funding the Federations 


The Council supports four national “umbrella” 
organizations which have been established 
independently to promulgate the benefits of research 
in the humanities and social sciences, to encourage 
work on specific projects and, in the case of two of the 
organizations, to administer a program of grants to 
scholarly and trade presses to defray the deficits 
involved in publishing scholarly works. 


La Division de la diffusion 
de la recherche et des 
relations internationales 


Dans son Rapport annuel de l’an dernier, le Conseil a 
décrit les changements qu'il a apportés aux 
programmes de la Division de la diffusion de la 
recherche et des relations internationales a la suite de 
compressions budgétaires et de la réduction du 
personnel. Le Conseil a annulé deux programmes de 
relations internationales et modifié un programme de 
diffusion de la recherche. Par la méme occasion, le 
Conseil a lancé un nouveau programme, celui des 
Instituts de recherche canadiens a |’étranger. 

Le Conseil a mis en oeuvre d’autres changements 
au cours de l’année, apres avoir délibéré sur la 
meilleure facon de déployer les ressources de la 
Division. Par ailleurs, le groupe d’étude sur les 
priorités mis sur pied par le Conseil a décidé que le 
Programme d’aide aux revues savantes et le 
Programme d'aide a l’édition savante constituaient des 
activités de base du CRSH. La Division de la diffusion 
de la recherche et des relations internationales a alors 
été en mesure de redéfinir certains aspects de ses 
programmes. 


Les programmes de diffusion de la recherche 


Le Conseil gére quatre programmes de diffusion de la 
recherche : le Programme d’aide aux revues savantes, 
le Programme d’aide a |’édition savante, le Programme 
d’aide aux colloques savants, et les Subventions d'aide 
et de voyage aux sociétés savantes. 


Le financement des associations nationales 


Le Conseil soutient financiérement quatre associations 
nationales indépendantes qui ont été mises sur pied 
pour promouvoir les avantages de la recherche dans le 
domaine des sciences humaines, favoriser le travail 
dans des projets spécifiques et, comme c’est le cas 
pour deux de ces associations, gérer un programme de 
bourses destinées aux maisons d’édition savante et 
professionnelle afin de combler les déficits qu’entraine 
la publication d’ouvrages savants. 

Ainsi, la Fédération canadienne des études 
humaines (FCEH), la Fédération canadienne des 
sciences sociales (FCSS), la Société Royale du Canada 
(SRC) et I’Association canadienne-francaise pour 
l’‘avancement des sciences (ACFAS) demandent 
périodiquement au Conseil des fonds en vue de 
couvrir leurs frais d’administration et d’exploitation. 


These organizations, the Canadian Federation for 
the Humanities (CFH), the Social Science Federation of 
Canada (SSFC), the Royal Society of Canada (RSC), 
and the Association canadienne-frangaise pour 
l’avancement des sciences (ACFAS), apply to the 
Council, periodically, for funds to cover their 
administrative and operational costs. At its March 1987 
meeting, the Council made the following awards for 
the administration of these umbrella organizations, for 
fiscal 1987-88:

The Council’s funding of the CFH and the SSFC 
was last reviewed in 1984. At that time, the Council’s 
Ad Hoc Committee on Future Funding of the 
Federations recommended stable funding, for a five- 
year period, of a maximum combined total grant to 
the CFH and the SSFC together of $900,000 per year, 
for administration of the Federations and of the Aid to 
Scholarly Publications Program. (That figure does not 
include the annual Council allocation to the CFH 
and the SSFC for the grants budget of their jointly 
administered Aid to Scholarly Publications Program, 
described below.) 

The five-year granting period ends in 1989-90. 
With this in mind, at its December 1987 meeting, 
Council approved the creation of a committee to 
review SSHRC funding of the national organizations. 
Members of the Committee are: Frank Ledwell (Chair), 
University of Prince Edward Island; Bluma Litner, 
Plein Potentiel (Human Resources Development 
Consultants), Montreal; Georges Leroux, Université du 
Québec a Montréal; Jacques Monet, President of Regis 
College, Toronto; and Denis Stairs, Vice-President, 
Academic and Research, Dalhousie University. The 
Committee will review the justification for continued 
Council support to the CFH, SSFC, RSC, and ACFAS, 
and the extent of the Council’s contribution in light of 
its own budgetary constraints. The Committee’s report 
will be presented to Council in December 1988, and 
next year’s Annual Report will give the details of the 
ensuing recommendations. 


Aid to Scholarly Publications Program 


The SSHRC gives annual block grants to the Canadian 
Federation for the Humanities (CFH) and the Social 
Science Federation of Canada (SSFC) for their jointly 
administered Aid to Scholarly Publications Program.

La derniére évaluation du financement de la FCEH 
et de la FCSS remonte a 1984. A l’époque, le Comité 
ad hoc sur le financement futur de ces fédérations a 
décidé de fixer a 900 000 $ par année le montant 
maximal affecté globalement a ces deux organismes et 
ce, pour une période de cing ans; cette subvention 
devait couvrir les frais d’administration des deux 
fédérations et du Programme d'aide a |’édition 
savante. (Ce montant ne comprend pas la somme 
accordée annuellement par le Conseil 4 la FCEH et a 
la FCSS pour le budget de subventions qu’elles gérent 
conjointement dans le cadre du Programme d'aide a 
l’édition savante. De plus amples renseignements a ce 
sujet figurent ci-dessous.) 

La période quinquennale de subventions prend fin 
en 1989-1990. Devant cette échéance, le Conseil a 
approuvé lors de la reunion de décembre 1987 la mise 
sur pied d’un comité chargé d’examiner le 
financement des associations nationales. Les membres 
du comité sont les suivants : Frank Ledwell | 
(président) de l'Université de I’Ile-du-Prince-Edouard: 
Bluma Litner, consultante en développement des 
ressources humaines chez Plein Potentiel de Montréal; 


Georges Leroux de l'Université du Québec 4 Montréal; —

et Denis Stairs, vice-président des recherches et de la 
formation a l’Université Dalhousie. Le comité 
examinera le bien-fondé de la politique actuelle de 
financement de la FCEH, de la FCSS, de la SRC et de 
l’ACFAS et examinera I'importance de la contribution 
du Conseil en tenant compte des compressions 
budgétaires qui lui sont imposées. Le rapport du 
comité sera présenté au Conseil en décembre 1988. Le 
prochain Rapport annuel du Conseil exposera en détail 
les recommandations du comité. 


Aide a l’édition savante 


Le CRSH accorde tous les ans des subventions 
globales a la Fédération canadienne des études 
humaines (FCEH) et a la Fédération canadienne des 
sciences sociales (FCSS) pour leur permettre 
d’administrer conjointement le Programme d’aide a 
l’édition savante. 


Total 


The Federations’ program operates in the 
following way: manuscripts are submitted to the 
Federations by individuals or by scholarly presses. 
Each manuscript is reviewed by external assessors 
and, according to the rank received (A or B), it is 
either approved by the Federations for funding 
without further review, or it is competitively reviewed 
by one of the publications committees of the 
Federations, composed of scholars in the human 
sciences. Once approval in principle is given, the 
publisher submits a cost estimate, and a grant amount 
is fixed. The publisher has up to 36 months to 
produce the book; upon presentation of the book to 
the Federations, the publisher may claim the grant. 
The average grant given to a publisher by the SSFC is 
$6,450, and by the CFH, $6,250. 

The Council contributes to this program in two 
ways: the Council awards a grant to each Federation 
for the administrative costs of running the publishing 
program, and offers a separate block grant to each to be 
distributed among Canadian presses through the 
competitive process outlined above. In 1987-88, the 
awards were:

International Relations Programs 


' The Research Communication and International 


Relations Division administers four programs to aid 
Canadian scholars to meet with their international 
counterparts. They are: 

* Canadian Research Institutes Abroad, 
introduced in 1986-87 and aimed at facilitating 
the work of Canadian researchers in foreign 
countries by providing limited support to 
Canadian institutes abroad which directly assist 
these scholars; 

* Grants for International Congresses in Canada, 
which provides funds to international scholarly 
associations for the administration, publication, 
and participation costs of holding a congress in 
Canada;

Les programmes de relations internationales 


La Division de la diffusion de la recherche et des 
relations internationales gére quatre programmes pour 
permettre aux savants canadiens de rencontrer leurs 
homologues étrangers. Ces programmes sont les 
suivants : 

* le Programme des instituts de recherche 
canadiens a l’étranger, lancé en 1986-1987 pour 
faciliter le travail de chercheurs canadiens a 
l’étranger en apportant un soutien limité aux 
instituts canadiens a l’étranger qui aident 
directement ces chercheurs; 

* le Programme des subventions aux congreés 
internationaux au Canada, qui offre des 
subventions aux associations savantes

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* Travel Grants for International Representation, 
which supports scholars serving on boards of 
international scholarly associations; and 

Travel Grants for International Scholarly 
Conferences, a program established to 
encourage the dissemination of Canadian 
scholarship at international fora (held outside of 
Canada and the United States) and to ensure 
that Canadian researchers have opportunities to 
discuss advances in research carried out in 
foreign countries. 


Travel Grants for International Scholarly 
Conferences: A Refined Granting Formula 


In last year’s Annual Report we described the move 
from Council adjudication of individual requests for 
support under this program to financing through 
block grants to universities. This change simplified 
program structure and delivery. A total of $650,000 
was allocated to the program. Individual awards to the 
universities were determined on the basis of the 
success of the institution’s applicants in this program, 
averaged over three years (1983-84 to 1985-86). 

Block grants to universities for 1988-89 will be 
calculated in a different way, in order to distribute 
funds in accordance with the institution’s performance 
in other Council programs. All institutions that are 
eligible under the terms of the performance-based 
General Research Grants program (GRG) — whether or 
not they receive a grant under that program — will be 
awarded a base amount of $2,000. The remaining 
amount will be distributed by using a new formula: 
institutions will receive a percentage (approximately 17 
per cent) of their GRG award from the previous year. 
The percentage of the GRG plus the $2,000 base award 
will make up the 1988-89 block grant for each eligible 
university.

Le Rapport annuel de \’an dernier expliquait que, | 
désormais, le Conseil n’acceptait plus les demandes 
d’aide provenant de particuliers dans le cadre de ce 
programme et avait décidé de réaliser le financement 
par le truchement de subventions globales accordées 
aux universités. Ce changement simplifiait la structure 
et ‘administration du programme. Le budget total du 
programme a été fixé a 650 000 $. Les subventions 
accordées aux universités ont été établies en fonction 
du nombre de demandeurs du méme établissement 
admissibles au présent programme, calculé sur une 
moyenne de trois ans (1983-1984 4 1985-1986). 

En 1988-1989, les subventions globales accordées 
aux universités seront calculées différemment. 
Désormais, celles-ci tiendront compte du succés des 
chercheurs de ces institutions dans les autres 
programmes du Conseil. Le Conseil accordera un 
montant de base de 2 000 $ a tous les établissements 
admissibles en vertu du programme des subventions 
générales de recherche, qu’ils recoivent déja ou non 
une subvention en vertu de ce programme fondé sur 
le rendement. Le reste de l’argent sera distribué selon 
une nouvelle formule : les établissements recevront un 
pourcentage (environ 17 p. cent) du montant de la 
subvention générale de recherche qu’ils auront regue 
l'année précédente.

Phased-out Programs 


In 1986, two International Relations programs were 
terminated: Grants to Lecture Abroad, and Grants for 
Visiting Foreign Scholars. 

The Council again considered priorities and, in 
March 1987, cancelled the Grants for International 
Collaborative Research program; and the Bilateral 
Exchange programs, involving scholarly exchanges 
with China, France, Japan, and Hungary. Chinese 
scholars will continue to come to Canada until the end 
of 1988-89. 

In September 1987, the Council decided to 
discontinue the program of Aid to International 
Secretariats in Canada. 


Division Director Named 


Denis Croux has been appointed Director of the 
Research Communication and International Relations 
Division. He joined the Canada Council in 1976 and 
the SSHRC in 1978, and has served in various 
Divisions of the Council. 


Programmes éliminés progressivement
